COFFEE PRICES... 

Coffee prices have been to the forefront in the news 
for several weeks now and have developed into some- 
thing of a topic for conversation in the average home. 
Tt was enlightening on Monday to receive actual statist- 
ics on coffee crop production and to learn that there 
was really no shortage of the stuff after all. Produc- 
tion figures revealed that yields were only fractionally 
off in 1953 and this doesn’t seem to justify recent price 
increases which have been attributed to a “shortage” 
or “greatly reduced yield.” 

In the case of coffee prices, the consumer has a 
real opportunity to battle exorbitant demands because 
coffee is not an essential item. It can be dispensed with 
temporarily and perhaps to some advantage to the con- 
sumer from a health as well as a financial standpoint, 
particularly when the price is out of line. Consumer 
resistance shouldn't require long in the case of coffee 
to bring about a reduction in price. It probably 
would even require total abstinence to effect a lower 
price because moderately curtailed consumption could 
produce marked effects on the industry. 

The coffee producers and marketing agencies 
might do well themselves to see that prices are kept 
within reasonable bounds because the coffee habit is 
something which is acquired and can be just as easily 
lost if the cost becomes prohibitive. Tea is an equally 
good drink with very satisfying stimulating qualities. 


Others Say... 


POSTAGE STAMPS 

The advance in postage rates on letters from four 
cents to five cents per letter goes into effect in a few 
weeks. In the meantime the Parliament of Canada, 
made up of some 260 $10,000 a year men, have been 
sitting in the House of Commons while a few Opposition 
members have been talking by the bushel for political 
purposes on a one cent item. 

They all know full well that the government having 
brought in legislation for increased postage rates in 
general the back benchers will be in the line-up and vote 
whatever way the government tells them. Those who 
follow Hansard can estimate the very large amount in 
costs in connection with this legislation brought about 
for political gain. 

Another expensive folderol is the changing of the 
design of stamps from time to time. This, we presume, 
gives an opportunity to work up some different faces 
on postage stamps. 

We feel sure that our gracious Queen is not in- 
terested whatsoever in being paraded all over the 
country on the face of the Canadian postage stamp. 
Bvery time a monarch changes, the face of the postage 
stamp changes with him or her. 

Good common sense should tell the minister in 
charge of post offices that an ordinary postage stamp 
with possibly a maple leaf, on its face would be more 
suitable and last for-a lifetime. As it is now the face 
of the stamp is taken up with unnecessary pictures and 
it is hard to find out- whether it is a two cent stamp, a 
three cent stamp or a four cent stamp. The denomina- 
tion is so insignificantly shown on the stamp that some 
people at least require a magnifying glass Lo make out 
what it is. 

For some time the color of the stamp to the ordin- 
ary person indicated the denomination. Now, these 
colors have been changed and the general public whose 
eye sight is not good enough without a magnifying 
glass will have to go to college to learn what colors are 
applicable for the various stamps.

Should Be Made 


“Within two years after Roent- 
gen’s discovery of X-rays, Dr. Can- 
non, the Yale physiologist, studied 
the movements of the stomach and 
intestines of cats on the fluoroscopic 
screen after giving them food mix- 
ed with bismuth subnitrate.” I am 
quoting Drs. Robert B. Jeffrey and 
Paul Swenson Philadelphia, in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. ; 

Shortly afterwards, Dr. Francis 
Williams applied this same method 
on human beings and an important 
and. extremely useful method for 
examination of the digestive tract 
(stomach and intestines). had its 
beginning, Today, this same method 
of probing the condition of stomach 
and intestines remains the safest 
and most informative, 

While X-ray study of stomach and 
intestine remains the method most 
used, Drs. Swenson and Jeffrey state 
that it has its limitations. There 


a series of X-rays should be made 
as a slow-growing cancer can 
cause confusion when only one 
X-ray examination is made.

Blue does something for every 
other color it is near, and all 
the other colors in turn do some- 
thing for blue.

True blue, in fact, is the rarest 
of fioral colors.

New Potato Growers aC 

Organization Formed 
Potato growers in Ontario have 
formed a new organization called 
the Ontario Potato Grower's Asso- 
ciation which is for the purpose of 
promoting and improving the grades 
and quality, 
It's expected that at least three 
general policies will be followed by 
the officers who have recently been 
elected ~ 
One _.. the association will pro- 
mote a properly regulated and con- 
trolled overall marketing program 
for potatoes in the province. 
Second . . . they'll promote the 
improvement of grade and quality 
of Ontario potatoes in an effort to 
supply a product that will develop 
increased consumption and the con- 
fidence of the trade. 
The association wil] also advertise 
and promote sales of Ontario po- 
tatoes. 


In No Way Uniform 

The monthly review letter of a 
large bank (Bank of Nova Scotia) 
points out that the behaviour of 
animal-product prices in 1953 wi 

in no way uniform. . 

Beef cattle prices declined early 
in the year and stayed lower than 
in 1952. Hog prices rose sharply 
and have remained far above the 
previous year's levels. 
The average farm price of milk 
was moderately below 1952... but 
egg and poultry prices were much 
higher until the winter months when 
they returned to normal levels. 
The sharp expansion in the do- 
mestic consumption of beef brought 
about by lower level of prices due 
to hoof and mouth disease bans .. . 
meant the domestic market used 
nearly all the Canadian output. 
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lem... the review points out .-, 
was concerned with the surplus 
beef and pork that had been bought 
by the government in the course of 
support operations. 

At the end of 1952, the Agri- 
cultural Prices Support Board held 
50 million pounds of frozen pork, 


98 million pounds of canned pork 
that Had been bought during the 
year. : 
They also had some 20 million 
pounds of frozen beef over and 
above the 70 million pounds that 
had been shipped to Great Britain | 
to replace New Zealand beef sold 
in the United States. 
Frozen pork was readily 
of in last Spring’s rising pork 
ket, but the canned pork and 
beef have been less easy to move. 
The last 20 million pounds of can 
ned pork and the last eight 
pounds of frozen beef had not been 
disposed of overseas until this year. 

‘The bank reminds farmers that 
the size of these 1952 surpluses is 
a sharp indication that export mar- 
kets for meat usually are more 
yital to Canada than they were in 
1953. 

Again this year a substantial sur- 
plus aboye domestic needs may 
develop, if beef production shows 
a further increase _. and ff the re- 
cent sharp upturn in hog breedings 
resulting from the highly favorable 
relationship between hog and feed 
prices brings a flow of pork to 
the market in the latter part of the 
year. 

‘A closer relationship between U-S 
and Canadian cattle prices would 
then follow and the increased sup- 
plies of pork that also are in pros- 
pect in the U-S later in the year 
suggest a marked drop in hog

William W. Gibson 


“The Wright Brothers,” “Kitty- 
hawk,” and “Flying Machine” all 
stir memories of the pioneers of the 
first successful ‘heavier-than-air’ 
flights --and the names are known 
all over the world. 

However, mention the name of 
“Gibson”, “Twin-Plane,” or “Mount 
Tolmie”, and see where it gets you 
in a discussion of the first unsteady 
phases of flight. 

Nowhere. 

But William Wallace Gibson and 
his twin plane deserve a place in 
the annals of the history of flying 
nonetheless. — 

Gibson, who came to Canada as a 
babe-in-arms with his Scottish par- 
ents in the mid-eighties, built and 
flew the first Canadian plane, mak- 
ing him eligible for a front position. 
in the ranks of the “firsts” in flight. 


He moved to Victoria in 1906 and 
by 1910, his twin-plane was com- 
pleted --most of the building having 
been conducted in secret, because in 
that era, flight-enthusiasts were 
considered as having lost some of 
their marbles, 

Every part of the beautifully-han- 
dicrafted ship was designed and 
built by Gibson himself, and when 
the twin-plane was finished, it was 
a machine worthy of claiming for 
his own. 

'The engine was a six-cylinder, alr- 
cooled job, and developed approxi- 
mately 50 h.p. The first successful 
engine ever fabricated in Canada, 
it still rests on display in the Nat- 
ional Research Council Museum in 
Ottawa. 

This engine was placed in the 
middle of a well-braced framework, 
and motiviated two propellors --- 
one in front of the plane, one in 
the back. Two large wings were 
attached to the framework --- one 
in front --- the other tn the back --- 
hence giving cause for the name 
“twin-plane.” 

Gibson took his craft to Mount 
Tolmie outside Victoria, on Septem- 
ber 8th, 1910, Just shortly after dawn 

Seating himself gingerly at the 

controls, Gibson opened the throttle, 
and the plane roared down the field 
| and became airborne. 
Flying was a new sensation to 
Gibson, and he cut the switch almost 
as soon as the wheels touched the 
ground, 

Landing was new too--- and the 
janding gear was damaged in the 
hasty descent, taking two weeks to 
repair. 

On September 24th, his courage 
and the landing gear strengthened, | 
Gibson took his aircraft back to 
Mount Tolmie for another crack at 
the uncluttered sky_ 

Once more, misfortune reared It's 
ugly head through {nexperience on 
Gibson’s part. 

After flying 200 feet, Gibson cut 
the motor, and executed x smooth 
janding, Unfortunately he had lack~ 
ed the foresight to equip the plane 
with brakes, and upon landing the 
| ship continued it’s forward plunge 
and wound up solidly embracing a 
large oak tree. 

The machine did not fare so well 
as Gibson, and was completely 
wrecked

some long-distance flying, so he sold 
his home in Victoria and most of 
his other assets, and started build- 
ing his second airplane -- the “mul- 
tiplane.” 

After much moying around, Gib- 
son and his “multiplane” completely 
different in design, ended up on & 
farm just outside Calgary . - - well 
removed from the oak trees. 

Badger holes were another prob- 
lem new to Gibson, and eventually 
caused the untimely and sudden 
demise --- of his second ship ---but 
not before the plane flew for almost 
a mile at the fabulous altitude of 
100 feet. The*pilot ---Alex Japp--- 
was unhurt, although the plane was 
wrecked, 

Following the August 12th, 1911, 
run-in with the gopher hole which 
wrecked the multiplane Gibson gave 
up thoughts of plane building and 
went back to making money fora 
hobby. 

He now lives in San Francisco _ - 
getting along in years, but still good 
at making the headlines and news 
reports. 

In 1950 during a visit to Regina 
he was made a full-fledged chief of 
the Poapot Indians of the Cree 
Nation. 

The poapots gave him the name 
of “Chief Kisikaw Wawasam.” 

A very loose translation of the 
title means: “Flash-in-the-sky-boy.”

Becoming Real Prohlem—thiej; 


Makes Several R 


ecommendations 


The Town of Lindsay has a de- 
teriorating traffic situation Police 
Chief John Hunter says. 

“Traffic control hag become a real 
problem with the increasing popu- 
Jation and higher percentage of 
car owners, the traffic problems re- 
quire more attention, not only in 
the summer months but all through 
the year, Kent Street, Lindsay Street 
and Queen Street are becoming very 
busy thoroughfares. The best solu- 
tlon to traffic conditions is the de- 
tailing of officers at strategic points 
for traffic duty. 

‘Speeding is becoming more 
prevalent due largely to the 


improved condition of many 
streets, There were few cases of 
speeding brought before the 


Court, The only means of cateh- 

ing speeders is with the Police 

eruiser, This not proven 
satisfactory. 

“As regards traffic in Lindsay T 
respectfully submit the following re- 
commendations and believe they 
should be given careful considerat- 
jon. That a motorcycle be obtained 
for contro] of all baq driving and 
parking practices Fines for sneeders 
alone would more than take care of 
the added expenditure. If it is not 
deemed advisable to obtain , motor- 
cycle at this time, T suggest an 
electrically timed speeq trap, I have 
seen these demonstrated, The Offi- 
cer js stationed some distance ahead 
of the trap and all speeders are 
stopped at the time. This has pro-

A family of four had to flee their 
Cavan village home at 8 a.m. Mon- 
day after an explosion started sev- 
eral small fires in the basement, 
knocked down plaster inside. and 
buckled the north wall of the brick 
house. Nobody was injured. Occu- 
pants of the seven-room house, 
owned by Harry Tinney of Cavan, 
! were his son and daughter-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Tinney and their 
two infant daughters—Margaret 2%, 
and Jane 1'4 The owner is vacation- 
ing in Florida, 

A quantity of gasoline—allegedly 
from nearby gasoline pumps—¥ 
believeg to have seeped into a drain 
connected with a drain in the Tin- 
ney house. From there the fumes 
| are reported to have filtered up into 
the partitions of the house. Some- 
thing—possibly a spark from the 
Tinney's electric pump—touched-off 
the explosion 

The whole left wall of the solidly- 
built. two-storey brick house was 

buckled outwards. Gaps three and 
| four inches wide were opened be- 
| tween the wall and first floor ceil- 

ing. Outside, the buckling is 
obvious. 

A crack was opened in the brick- 
work and several of the bricks were 
oosened. 

Three small fires that started in 
the Tinney's basement were extin- 
guished by Mr. Tinney and his 
next-door neighbour. Harolq Grills. 
The fires caused little damage but 
filled the basement with smoke. 

“It's a lucky thing we were in 
the house when it happened,” said 
Mr. Tinney early today as he look- 
@q over the damage. “If we'd been 
away the whole place would have 
gone up.” 


GAS IN DITCH 

At present the leaking gasoline 
is a first-class fire hazard. The 
main drain that passes under the 
basement floor of the Tinney home 
emptie, into an open ditch running 
along the east side of the Mount 
Pleasant road. The water in the 
ditch is a striking red from the col- 
oring in the gas. Ang there is a 
strong smell of gasoline fumes in 
the air. 

“Tf somebody passing in a car 
threw a lighted match or cigarette 
butt out the window, that whole 
ditch would go up in flames”, a 
neighbor said “Right now it's dan- 
gerous. Something will have to be 
done.” 

By early morning two officials 
from Cobourg had arrivea to check 
and see if the seepage was from 
the tanks a hundred yards south- 
east of the Tinney home and on 
higher land. The tanks were only 
put In two years ago. 

A puzzling feature of the incident 
is this: the drain which is believed 
to be carrying the gasoline passes 
under the basement floor of another 
house, between Tinney’s and the 
gasoline pumps; yet there is no trace 
of gasoline or fumes in this neigh- 
boring house. 

The owners said they had mea- 
sured their supply of gasoline in the 
tanks intermittently since the ex- 
plosion. They didn’t detect any loss. 

“We noticed the fumes _ couple 
of months ago," said Mr, Tinney, 
“but then they disappeared and 
we haven't been bothered since.” 

The Tinney family were all in bed 
asleep when the explosion came, 
There was a loud bang which was 
heard by neighbors 

Plaster Fell 

“The sound of plaster falling was 
the first thing IT heard,” said Mr, 
Tinney. Large chunks off the south 
wall over the staircase and on 
the side of the staircase, as well. 

No windows were broken. The 
main force of the explosion was in 
the partitions with the north wall 
receiving the heaviest damage. 

Mr and Mrs, Tinney took the 
children next door to the Grills. 
Then Mr. Tinney returned with 
Mr. Grills to Investigate By this 
time the basement was filled with 
smoke from two small fires that 
hag started. Centre of the blaze 
was the drain ‘nm the basement floor. 

A garden hose and an extinguisher 
were used to douse the flames, 

Provincial police were called and

Criminal Offences Fewer 
In 1953, Chief Reports 


Crime was at a lower level in 1953 
than in 1952 according to statistics 
contained in Police Chief Hunt- 
er’s annual report. 

Under the heading of “Crime”, 
Chief Hunter reports that: 

“During the year, 90 offences of 
theft were reported, compared with 
133 for 1952. There were 14 cases 
of burglary (breaking and enter- 
ing), four less than previous year. 
The number of various offences 
known or reported to police were 
down. The value of property (oth-

Seven per cent of 2,389 Scugog 
muskies caught and studied by Dr. 
R. C_ Ritchie, department of path- 
ology, University of Toronto, were 
found to be affected by cancer. 

This research conducted by Dr. 
Ritchie and assistants at Lake Scu- 
gog in the summer of 1953 was 
being made for Ontario Research 
Foundation at the Banting Labora- 
tories where Dr, John Hamilton is 
working with a grant from National 
Cancer Institute. There .were 22 
muskies in the laboratory from 23 
to 36 inches, being studied to see if 
the disease will spread from the 
infected to the healthy group. 

In the spring, Dr. Hamilton plans 
to try a virus and bacteriological 
study to see if the disease gets its 
start through infection, 

This information was revealed at 
Kingston on Friday at the eighth 
technical session of the Research 
Council of Ontario's Advisory com- 
mittee on fisheries ang wildlife. 

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM 

Biologist Charles Weir, depart- 
ment of lands and forests, Lindsay, 
thinks Kawartha fishermen should

The rough stone exterior, 
its big arched windows with small 
leaded panes, its high old pulpit, the 
precentor’s desk where the precent- 
or raised the tune for the congre- 
gation, just below and facing the 
long choir seat; with its straight 
backed pews of unpainted, hand 
planed pine that could be securely 
fastened when the owner of the 
pew had entered; its deep gauery 
from which those seated could see 
the preacher but not the congrega- 
tion below, and its two huge stoves 
built into the wall between the en- 
trance hall and the church proper, 
the Old Stone church is something 
to remember and be proud about. 
Today, after well over the century 
mark the Old Stone Church stands 
unchanged in any detail, a lasting 
tribute to the faith and labours of 
its builders,

Seed Treatment 

The University of Alberta has a 
project in progress dealing with the | 
treatment of seeq . and the | 
plant pathologists assigned to the 
tests hope to come up with better | 
and safer treatments. 

The mercury compounds have al- 
ready proven their worth, but the | 
scientists aren't satisfieq with any- 
thing less than perfection. 

Poisonous Properties 

For one thing the poisonous 
properties of these compounds de- 
mand special care. Although simple 
precautions are needed, there re- 
mains the common human failing of 
treating the common problem too 
lightly 

The aim of the researchers {s to 
get improved control with less hin- 
drances. Many compounds, inclu- 
ding antiblotics, are under test at 
the university. Although It's too 


early yet for recommendations, en- | 


couraging results are reported from 
the labs. 
Receiving Attention 

One antibiotic calleq acti-dijone, 
{s receiving varticular attention in 
hopes it is going to be a big help. 

Acti-dione is obtained from the 
same source as the wonder drug 
streptomycin. That drug has proven 
useful in reducing bacterial infec- 
tions in people and animals. Acti- 
dione seems to have a very definite 
value in controlling certain fungal 
diseases of plants. 

Both streptomycin and acti-dione 
are derived from one of the thread- 
like soil organisms known to scien- 
tists as streptomyces, 

Does Part Work Only 

Unfortunately, acti-dione 
enly part of the necessary 
The recommended mercury com- 
pounds not only control certain 
grain smuts, but they also ward off 
attacks on the sown seed by seedl- 
ing blight and seed rot organisms 
im the soil, In thls way they in- 
emergence. 

Earlier Experiments 

Earlier experiments have shown 
{hat seed treatment with acli-dione 
euccessfully controlled covered smut 
of wheat, but it showed no trend to 
jmproving the emergence of the 
crop. 

Something may be added to this

Spring Wheat Was 
Most Important 
Spring wheat has been closely tied 


De Monts plantea early wheat at 
Annapolis, Nova Scotia, in 1605. , - 
while Loufs Hebert reports heavy 
wheat crops on his farm in Quebec 
city in the year 1635, 

Spring wheat, therefore, has as- 
sociated its history in this country 
from the first words written on the 
pages entitled Canada { 

First Reputation 

The Red Fife wheat which gave 
Canada first reputation as & 
wheat producing nation |. . and also 
the world famous Marquis wheat . 
| were originated and developed in 
Ontario. 

All the eastern provinces provided 
| the wheat for their own bread mak- 
ing purposes and numerous small 
flour or grist mills were found in} 
each province. 

Expansion 

As the wheat growing areas in 
Western Canada grew and expand- 
ed the larger and better equipped 
Mour mills took over the manufac- 

ture of flour and many of the small 
| mills closed down. 

During the past 20 years, the 

heat acreage in Eastern Canada 
| ar opped from 204,700 acres in 1934 to 
| just 54.400 in 1953. 

Large Stocks 

| This decline started before World 
War two when large stocks of wheat 
| were available in the Western Pro- 
| vinces, and prices were so low that 


its

to bring grain from the west for 
feed purposes. 

There are times. however, when it 
pays to raise wheat in preference to 
| other crops One good illustration of 
| this is in the potato growing areas 
where the heavy applications of 
fertilizer cause severe 
lodging to such crops as oats and 
barley when they are sown following 
potatoes, 

Good Variety 

A good variety of Spring wheat 
will stand up well under these con- 
ditions and produce excellent yields. 

The new Acadia wheat ._ with 
its short, stiff straw, could be 
used to a good advantage in such a 
case, 

Experimentation 

The Central Experimental Farm 
| in Ottawa reports on a survey re- 
cently completed on how Acadia 


farm conditions in Bastern Canada 
during the past season 

Yields as high as 45 to 50 bushels 
per acre recorded with an average 
for the 100 farmers reporting on 
their yields of 25-and-three-quarters 
bushels per care. 

Fine Record 

This is a fine record, considering 
that the average yield for the past 
five years for Spring wheat in 
Canada was 16-point-four bushels. 
Even in the bumper year of 1952, 
the yield was only 26- spolrite -three 
bushels per acre. 

Eastern Canada can now success- 
fully grow spring wheat .. , and 
a few acres on all Eastern farms 
would go a long way in feeding the 
average farm poultry flock, and in 
providing a nice cash crop which 
is easy to handle. 

Forage Crops 
Gaining Recognition 

There's an increasing recognition 
of the place of forage crops in 
planned farm programs, More 
thought is being given to the role» 
of bees in legume seed production. 

Different kinds of bees serve dif- 
ferent crops, so the more informa- 
tion available on their preferences 
and habits is most important. 

Specialists 

Specialists of the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture found last sum- 
mer that bees working steadily on 
alfalfa may not mean that a good 
seed crop {is in the making. Instead 
of pollinating the flowers, the bees 
may be out on a nectar-gathering 
spree 

Bees have been observed in ad- 
Joining fields of alfalfa and red 
clover These were the only bee- 
pollinated crops In the district 
and they had seyeral kinds of bees 
working there 

Honeybees Numerous 

Honey bees are numerous, but 
they are almost seven times more 
plentiful on alfalfa than on red 
clover. Honey bees help considerably | 
in pollinating red clover blooms, but 
in Southern Alberta, they don’t seem 
to be of much value as pollinators 
of alfalfa,

What Philadelphia Physicians 
Tell Patients With Cancer 

Several years ago the physicians 
of Philadelphia felt that a number 
of patients died with appendicitis 
whereas a little care on the part of 
patient, physician and family would 
cut down the death rate to a very 
low figure. The advice given was 
very simple. In all cases of suspected 
appendicitis, the patient was to 
take no food nor any laxative, as it 
was the food or laxative that set 
up such a disturbance in and about 
the appendix that operation be- 
came dangerous, The figures showed 
definitely that when food or a laxa- 
tive were avoided, the death rate 
from operation was as low as one 
per cent or less, This general ad- 
vice, faithfully followed, saved many 
lives. 

It is of interest to learn of anoth- 
er fact given to the public by Phila- 
delphia physicians. In the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, Drs. William T. Fitts, Jr., and 
I, |S. Ravdin, state “What the 
Philadelphie Physicians Tell Pa- 
tients With Cancer,” These state- 
ments are necessary at this time as 
the recent campaign to educate the 
American layman about cancer has 
undoubtedly made him cancer con- 
scious. The leaders of this Philadel- 
phia campaign believe that at pres- 
ent the chief hope of reducing the 
high cancer death rate depends on 
treating the disease in its first 
stages. Some of the pamphlets is- 
sued are Cancer of the Breast, 
Cancer of the Digestive Tract, Can- 
cer of the Rectum and What Every- 
one Should Know About Cancer. 

“The decision to tell or not to 
tell a patient he has cancer is lar- 
gely an individual one, varying 
with the personalities inyolved. 
Most Philadelphia physicians at 
present do not tell patients they 
have cancer, yet to a greater degree 
than ever before the public is being 
taken into the confidence of the 
medical profession and is being 
asked to assist in the early diagnosis 
of a-disease. To make this matter 
less burdensome to the physicians 
of Philadelphia County, a question- 
naire to be answered by physicians 
requiring one of four general an- 
swers was sent out. 

4. I always tell the patient he 
has cancer. 2. I never tell a patient 
he has cancer. 3. I usually tell the 
patient he has cancer, but do not 
under certain circumstances. 4. I 
usually do not tell the patient he 
has cancer but do tell under certain 
circumstances. 

The questionnaire was sent to 
physicians whose practice was 
most likely to come in contact with 
cancer. Five of these radiologists, 
skin specialists, surgeons, gsynecolo- 
gists and internists (medical spec- 
jalists) -- would be consulted al- 
most daily by patients with cancer 
or suspected cancer. 

A sixth group, the psychiatrists, 
See fewer patients than those above 
mentioned but were selected because 
they study the mental and emotion- 
al reactions to organic disease and 
might offer valuable opinions, | 

“A seventh group, members of | 
the Academy of General Practice, | 
were selected to represent the fam- 
ily physician who is chiefly respons- 
ible for deciding what the patient is 
to be told and is best qualified to 
evaluate the effect of telling him 
of his cancer.” 

The questionnairees were mailed 
to 444 physicians or almost 20 per 
cent of total number (2,400) of phy- 
sicians under consideration. Eighty- 
nine per cent (almost 9 of every 10) | 
were answered and returned. In | 
general, patients with early cancer 
Qwhich is curable) were told they 
had cancer because their co-opera- 
tion Is necessary in bringing about 
a cure by x-rays, gland extracts or 
surgery.

Sunderland (PNS) -- This town- 
chip, which was named after Colon- 
e] Reach, was surveyed by Major 
S. S. Wilmot in 1609, 

It had no white settler until May, 
1822, when Reuben Crandell came 
from Prince Edward County 
through the township of East Whit- 
by. The only settlers then living 
between the present Oshawa aud 
Port Perry were Joseph Widdifield, 
who lived on the Oshawa Creek, 
where the Reach road crosses It, 
Joseph Wiley, who lived on the hill 
north of Goodman's Mill, on the 
WNonquon Road, east and north of 
Columbus ang one John Ray, who 
afterwards moved into Reach. 

Mr. Crandell settled on the south 
side of the road leading from Prince 
Albert to Manchester. There his 
daughter, the first white child, and 
his son, Benjamin, the second white 
child {n the township, were born. 
Peter Christie, M.P., later occupied 
the farm. The forest was so dense 
that it took Crandell two days to 
clear a road sufficient to get his 
ox team there from Wiley’s place. 
The next settlement was commenc- 
ed in 1823 by John Ray on Lot 11 
in the second concession, ang Wil- 
liam Wade settled near Manchest- 
er. They were followed by Jones, 
Hughes and Marvin, but the diffi- 
culties of settlement and the priva- 
tions to be endured were so great 
that they soon became disheartened 
and moved away. 

In 1824, Abner Heard, afterwards 
known as Squire Heard, and Reuben 
Dayton settled on the site of Prince 
Albert, which was for many years 
known as Dayton’s Corners. 

It was sometimes called Boynton’s 
Corners, after William Boynton, 
who afterwards settled there south 
of Prince Albert, and built a tavern. 

First Burial 

In 1825, a rough road was open- 
ed from this place to Wiley’s in 
Whitby Township, and the first 
burial in the Township, that of 
John Ray, took place. The first 
grave at Prince Albert was for the 
burial of Reuben Dayton, son of 
one of the pioneers. 

In 1828, John Ensign settled where 
Epsom stands. He was followed by 
Hosea Shaw in 1829. South of Man- 
chester, Henry Walker, the Silvers, 
William Ashton, settled in 1831. 
Dunholm, Dwire, Hinkson, Samuel 
Barber Hiram Buck and Thomas 
Graham arrived in 1234. 

Sailing for Canada 

Ashton left England in the sail- 
ing vessel, ‘‘America” on the 14th 
day of June, 1827, and arriveq in 
New York on the 26th of July. 
Others were not so fortunate as to 
the length of their voyage. For 
example, William Paxton, great 
grandfather of Sheriff J. F. Paxton, 
was 11 weeks on the ocean. 

Solomon Orser settled between 
Port Perry and the Nonquon. He 
was 12 days in making the journey 
from Kingston, with a yoke of 
steers, to the site of Orser’s Tavern. 
He was followed by Jeremiah Orser, 
John Mark and James Moon. The 
latter kept the Nonquon house, 
south of the river. Charles Black 
kept a tavern on the north bank 
of the river. The deep gorge, 
through which travellers had to 
pass before the road was diverted 
west to Seagrave, was probably 
thought dangerous enough to drive 
any man to drink! Thomas Shaw 
settled between Orser’s and Moon's 
about this time. 

1831 Census 

A census in 1831 showeg the 
population to be 134. In 1833 and 
1834, a number of settlers took up 
land around Greenbank. The Craggs, 
Timothy and Isaac; the Bairds, 
Robert and Samuel; George Pat- 
terson, Robert Wells, first deputy- 
reeve of Reach, and one Adams 
were amongst these. Lewis Houck 
settled about that time in the 14th 
Concession. Joseph Ward and his 
wife, early settlers, celebrated thet» 
golden wedding around 1907 with 
some 50 of their descendants pres- 
ent. 

First Saw Mill 

The first saw mill in the town- 
ship was built by Squire Heard, 
just west of Borelia, in 1831. It 
served a most useful purpose lo the 
settlers, but Was blown down In 
the storm of 1852. 

First Store 

In 1836 the first store in the town- 
ship was opened by Captain George 
Leach, an Englishman, in what is 
said to have been the first frame 
building bullt in the township. 
Many of these early settlers lived 
25 miles from almost every neces- 
sity of life, Leach filled many {m- 
portant positions in the pioneer 
life. Besides being the first store- 
keeper, he was the first grain buy- 
er and postmaster, the post office 
being opened in 1840. The first mail 
was carried to It on horseback by 
William Thomas, father of W. FH. 
Thomas, of. Oshawa, from that 
place. There had been a system of 
letter-carrying through the town- 
ship, by carriers on foot as early 
as 1827. 


In 1836, the Coates settlement 
was commenced near Shirley post

“raisin’ ". 
It was subsequently raised by the 
Sons of Temperance from Oshawa, 
Raglan and Port Perry and other 
temperance men from the Township 
of Reach. 
For years Reach, Scugog and 
Pickering were Local Option muni- 
cipalities of Ontario County. 

Roads, Schools, Churches 

and Post Offices . . . 

The importance of good roads in 
promoting the settlement of the 
country is shown by the fact that 
the Northern part of Brock Town- 
ship, the Township of Thorah and 
the south of Mara had received 
many settlers, while Reach was 
comparatively unoccupied, the set- 
tlers in these townships having gone 
up Governor Simcoe’s road (Yonge 
St.) to Lake Simcoe and then east- 
ward along the shores of the lake. 

A wise policy was adopted in 
building four leading roads through 
the townships from south to north, 
continuing roads from Lake Ontar- 
fo through the Township of Whit- 
by. 

First: Simcoe Street, the Reach 
road from Oshawa through English 
Corners (now Columbus), O'Boyle’s 
Corners (now Raglan), Dayton’s 
Corners (now Prince Albert), Cran- 
dall’s Corners (Borelia), thence 
north to the Nonquon, striking the 
town line between Brock and Mari- 
posa. The Reach part of this road 
was laid out by Mr. Smellie, of 
Newmarket, in 1828. 


(mow Brooklin), Well's 
(now Myrtle), Fitchett’s Corner: 
(mow Manchester), thence to Bor- 
elia and Port Perry. This road was 
assumed by the government of 
Canada in 1845, through the per- 
sistence of Peter Perry, who repre- 
sented the third riding of York 
(mow South Ontario) in parliament. 
It was so laid out and built by gog- 
ernment engineers as to secure & 
good high and dry roadbed with 
easy grades over the ridges. This 
road was an object lesson to path- 
masters and road builders. Through- 
out its entire length it was planked. 
It was a toll road, until the build- 
ing of the railway, when it was 
abandoned to the municipalities. 
From Manchester a good road was 
opened through Smithtown, now 
Greenbank, and Ssintfield to the 
Township of Brock. 

Third: the Brock road running in 
a direct line north from Whitby 
through Butler's Corners (now 
Ashburn), McKercher's Corners 
(now Utica), Jockey Hill (now Ep- 
| som) to the rear of the township. 
{It was surveyed in 1831 and the 
Scotch settlement between Man- 
chester and Utica was commenced 
by Peter and Donald Christie, MP., 
ex-warden, Archibald McDermaid 
and Duncan McKercher. 

Fourth: In 1851, an important 
road, the Nonquon, with the short- 
est distanc between the lakes and 
the easiest grades was built between 
Port Perry and Oshawa, by a com- 
pany which Dr. McGill, A. Fare- 
well, T. N. Gibbs, Col. G. H. Grier- 
son and Col. Fairbanks were the 
promoters. 

First School 

The first’ school was built west 
of Prince Albert in 1829. William 
Ashton, a Derbyshire man, was said | 
to have been the first teacher. It is 
claimed also that a Mr. John 
James Alexander Cameron Cull and 
John Leavieslay were the first 
teachers in Reach township, The 
secodn school was one built at the 
Scotch settlement, near Utica The 
third school was built at Cedar 
Creek, three miles south of Prince 
Albert, in 1841. The fourth was @ 
school on the first concession north | 
of Ashburn, in 1843. The fifth, the 
school on the Brock Road, between 
the 11th and 12th Concessions, was 
built in 1843; the sixth, the school 
at Utica, in 1843; the seventh, one 
on the 2nd concession near the 
Plank Road (Vernon's), 1844; the 
eighth, one south of Orser’s Tavern, 
Reach Road, 1845; the ninth, the 
school one mile north of Epsom, 
; 1845; the tenth, one between the 
18th and 14th concessions, 1845; 
the eleventh, one between Borelia 
and Port Perry, 1847; the twelfth, 
Shaw's schoolhouse near the Non- 
quon, 1848; and the thirteenth, one 
at the Coates Settlement, 2nd Con., 
1848. 


Indian School

Pest Offices 

Reach had but one post office 
until 1851 and only a mail twice a 
week. In that year they had a tri- 
weekly mail. In 1852, the Port Perry 
Manchester and Epsom Post Offices 
were opened and Prince Albert got 
a daily mail. Reach received its 
first telegraph message at the office 
of Mason and Curts’ harness shop. 

Steamer “Woodman” 

The steamer “Woodman” was 
built in 1851 and commenced tri- 
weekly trips to Lindsay with Cap- 
tain Hugh Chisholm in charge. 

First Division Court 

The First Division Court was held 
by Judge Burnham at Manchester 
in 1852. Mr. Bowers, of Port Perry, 
built the Scugog floating bridge in 
1856, and the services of the Island 
ferryboat were then discontinued. 
The bridge was a veritable “floating 
affair,” portions of it went QMrat- 
ing down the lake shortly after- 
wards, Dr. W. ©. Eastwood, of 
Whitby, was then practising at Port 
Perry and was the Jirst to ride 
over the bridge.

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This Pretty Blonde 
Making Flying Histo 


A pretty blonde Australian girl is 


making flying history in New 
Guinea. 
Twenty-four-year-old Patricia 


Graham Toole isn’t setting records 
for speed or height in her flying 
But she takes her plane up, and she 
sets it down . , . and that alone is 
noteworthy in that part of the world 

Pat's the first woman to fly com- 
mercial planes in New Guinea. She's 
the pet of Gibbes Airways, an or- 
ganization which flies food, supplies, 
Or passengers anywhere in almost 
roadless Ppaua and New Guinea. Her 
territory is the Sepik River area, 
some 200-thousand square miles of 
primitive Jungle river and moun- 
tains considered the most difficult 
flying country in the world The 
country still is occupied by natives 
who don't hesitate to throw a spear 
when their dander's up. 

Pat, who flies by sight and not by 
instruments, has had just one 
really bad flight. And, she says, 
“that's enough, thank you.” 

It happened one beautiful morn- 
ing. 

Rather it started out being a 
beautiful morning. 

Pat took off from Tadji airstrip in 
New Guinea with a cargo of trade 
goods for a mission station an hour's 
flying time away. Suddenly great 
banks of cumulous clouds appeared 
from nowhere. Pat's auster mono- 
plane was closed in. She was flying 


blind. The banks of clouds remained | 
solid. All Pat could do was fly on, | 


hoping that when her fuel ran out 
she'd find herself somewhere near 
a landing strip. 

Two hours and 30 minutes passed 
slowly. The auster’s tanks had only 
enough gas left for a few minutes 
of flying time. 


Pat says she nosed through the! 
Strifling cloud, praying she would | 


come down over grassy country. In- 

stead she found she was over razor- 

back jungle __ . split by a winding 
river and a narrow strip of fairly 
level land 

“There was no room for error,” 
Pat recalls. She eased the plane onto 
that narrow strip. and it bounced 
drunkenly to a halt. 

That was Tuesday. Pat looked over 
her supllies and decided she'd 
have plenty to eat until Friday. She | 
saw a native village a few miles | 
down the river, but decided to stay | 
with the plane and its cargo, 

She spread out a large sheet of 
canvas by the plane, and spelled out 
the word “food” in big, black stone 
letters, Then she sat down to wait. 

“In a few minutes,” she seys, “T 
wished I had spelled out ‘mosquito 
lotion.’ The hungry jugle mosquitoes | 
descended in hordes.” 

Meantime the airlines sent out 
a search party. The next morning a 
plane spotted Pat, read her sign, 
and dropped food and fresh water. 

“Things,” Pat says, “were look- 
ing pretty bright.” 

But suddenly the bushes parted 
and a hundred or so near-naked sa- 
vages armed with bows and arrows 
carne leaping down the banks toward 
her 

Says Pat, “I was even more re- 
lieved when they grinned at me than 
I was earlier when the plane came 
down without falling apart.” 

None of the natives spoke En- 
glish. Their leaders shook hands 
with Pat, examined the damaged 
plane and vanished as quickly as 
they had come. 

The next morning the rescue party 
arrived, and Pat was carried out of 
the valley in regal style ina 
sedan chair on the shoulders of 
four brawny nativevs. 

Pat, who is married to Colin Toole, 
the manager of the Gibbes Airways 
New Guinea branch, says she fell 
in love with flying when she was a 
teen-ager, Actually she learned hair- 
dressing when she left school. By the 
tim she was 18, she was managing 
two beauty salons for her father 
in South Wales. But she also was 
learning to fly, She saved every 
penny, of her salary for flying les- 
sons, : 

Gibbes hired her because, the 
airline says {t wants good pilots who 
can fly without instruments .,. . 
whether they're men or women. 

Pat and her husband live in an 
attractive native-style house of split 
pamboo woven in sheets, which ts 
cooler than houses: made of Euro- 

pean materials. 

But Pat has little time for hobse- 
keeping, Her day begins at the crack 
of dawn . . around five in the 
morning. By six she and her hus- 
pand are on thelr way by jeep to the

Owners of modern homes who 
expect to landscape their 
grounds this spring should give 
careful thought to a plan. 

A good general rule is to de- 
cide what use the family can 
make of the home grounds, for 
the children's play and the 
adult's enjoyment, and set aside 
areas for games, hobbies, and 
service purposes. The most re- 
warding hobby to practice in 
your outdoor home is gardening. 
You will want both flowers and 
a vegetable plot, and the latter 


should be as near the kitchen 
door as possible. 
Plant around these useful 


areas decorative plants which 
will not interfere with use, and 
you will be following the fashion 
fn landscaping which promises to 
prevail in this country for many 
years to come. 

The introduction of functional 
design for new homes which 
gives first consideration to the 
comfort and convenience of the 
family rather than allowing tra- 
dition to dictate the appearance 
of the house, has forced a Te- 
adjustment of landscape prac- 
tices, 

Foundation plantings of tall 
growing evergreens and shrubs 
do not ft homes with no visible 
foundation. Their simple lines 
and lack of ornamentation need 
a touch of gay color in the 
foreground and the practice of 
growing flowers in front yards 
is rapidly spreading. 

Front yard flowers create at- 
tractive views from picture 
windows which are intended to 
look out upon such views, mak- 


ing them contribute to home en- 
joyment. Large glass areas are 
intended to bring sunlight into 
the home; and this can only be 
accomplished if overplanting of 
trees and shrubbery too near the 
house is avoided. 

To all vegetables, and most 
flowers, excepting a few that 
are shade-resistant, too much 
shade means starvation. Sun- 
shine is needed by their leaves 
to turn what we know as plant 
foods into sugars, which their 
cells use in growth and other 
life processes. 

Experiments/ in Ohio have 
shown that brightest summer 
sunshine falls on the outer 
leaves of a tree with a light 
intensity of 13,000 foot candles. 
Beneath the tree this light is 
reduced to 500—1,600 foot can- 
dies, with only 300—1,000 in the 
heavy shade near the trunk. 

‘When sunlight on leaves is re- 
duced to 1,100 foot candles, 
sugars produced by a plant are 
all consumed with no reserve 
for storage. When light is re- 
duced below this “compensation 
point,” starvation begins. 

In garden planning you may 
assume that all garden plants 
do best in full sunshine; the 
few that retain vigor in shaded 
locations must be sought out. 
Even these few suffer from the 
competition which the roots of 
trees and shrubs give them, in 
the soil. Roots extend around a 
tree in a circle as large as the 
top, and some trees, in search 
of food and water, send their 
roots incredible distances, in the 
struggle to survive.

“In some areas Mental Health 
Clinics have been organized.

“The local authority under which 
the Health Unit functions is com- 
posed of a board of five to seven 
members, one member belng chosen 
by leutenant-governor in council, 
‘the other members appointed by the 
County Council. 

“Some of the Health Units’ im- 
portant work is to reach the pre- 
School age children, giving them 
immunization against diphtheria, 
smallpox and whooping cough, They 
may also be given anti-tetanus tox= 
old or be immunized against scyr- 
let fever. Uncorrected physical dc- 
fects are brought to parents’ notice, 
Important, too, is the Maternal, 
infant and child hygiene often pre= 
venting maternal death ang comp)i= 
cations. Health and child clinics 
are organized and preventative work 
is constantly carried on by nurses, 
schools and homes are visited and 
mothers may seek and receive ad- 
vice and help from nurses In thoir 
difficulties of child health, ete. An- 
other phase is checking tuberculosis 
and other contagious diseases.

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EDITORIALS 


IS LINDSAY OVER-ORGANIZED? 

The indifferent attendance at some public meet- 
ings called in recent times is being interpreted by some 
people to indicate that Lindsay is over-organized and 
that there are simply too many demands being made 
upon the public’s time. Whether or not this is true is 
a matter for conjecture, but it would probably be safe 
to say that organizations operating within the town are 
overlapping to an extent in their demands for public 
time and attention. This condition is, of course, 
brought about by two factors, one of which is adjust- 
able and the other more difficult to control. First 
there is the fact that many groups and organizations 
hold annual meetings at this season of the year and this 
is the adjustable circumstance because there is no 
yeason why every organization must end its year or hold 
its annual meeting at approximately the same time. The 
second and more difficult to control factor is that there 
are so many organizations and groups in operation in 
Lindsay today (and new ones coming along) that ft 
would be impossible for the individual to take a genu- 
ine interest in more than one or two and still have time 
to enjoy his or her private life. 2 

The situation is not one to be overly-concerned 
about since experience has shown that over-organiza- 
tion has a tendency to correct itself by the simple pro- 
cess of elimination. In Lindsay's case a solution to the 
problem of the indifference in various projects might be 
reached by consolidation and unification of effort. 

Instead of having several groups working on some- 
what related community projects, it might be found 
both practicable and advisable to unite and form a “com- 
munity projects council” which could deal with various 
phases of municipal development outside the sphere of 
Town Council. That there is strength in unity has 
been proven too often to be ignored ~by -local or- 
ganizations working in the interest of this community. 


RURAL TELEPHONE INTERFERENCE™ 

The Ontario Telephone Act revisions which are 
now before the Ontario Legislature ‘and which will quite 
probably become law by reason of the goveriing party’s 
overwhelming majority, would appear to contain cer- 
tain weaknesses. The greatest of these is the forma~ 
tion of an Ontario Telephone Authority which, it seems, 
will be placed in the position of being able to interfere 
far too much with the business of private telephone 
companies. According to semi-official interpretation 
of the Authority’s powers, it will be set up to “regulate 
rates, order construction or alteration of plants, set up 
bookkeeping standards and otherwise endeavour to im- 
prove the service given by independents.” 


These powers suggest a control by the government - 


which exceeds its need to ensure reasonably good tele- 
phone seryice and there are very good reasons to be- 


lieve that such an Authority will be responsible for 
working a hardship on the economy of . these inde- 
pendent telephone systems and their subscribers. AS 


it is now many of these telephone systems are provid=- 


ing reasonably good service to the communities they = 


serve at a cost which is far below that paid by tele- 
phone users in urban centres. It seems extremely 
likely that these rates are going to be forced up un- 
necessarily by interference in the business methods 
employed by these independent companies if the pro- 
posed Authority's powers are to be as far-reaching as 
now indicated. 

There may be room for some amendments to the 
Telephone Act in the interests of maintaining a reas- 
onable service to the public but matters of policy within 
these various independent companies should not he 
interfered with to the extent that a hardship is worked 
on the public. 

Over the years when governments had little or no 
attention to give to rural telephone companies, they 
were organized by community-minded citizens who 
maintained them well and did so at rates commensurate 
with the user's ability to pay. There have been marked 
improvements in service oyer the years and it. would be 
a sad thing to destroy the initiative and enterprise which 
has inspired the maintenance and improvement of these 
telephone systems. E 

There is such a thing as {oo much government in- 
terference and the present amendment to the Ontario 
Telephone Act appears to be paving the way for some- 
thing of this sort. 


INTEREST IN MINERAL 
WEALTH OF HALIBURTON 

Interest in the mineral wealth of the Haliburton 
highlands has been revived in recent weeks and ap- 
pears to be vigorously sustained. It would be a very 
pleasing economic development for this entire district 
if really valuable mineral development materializes in 
the area now being prospected and claim-staked. At 
the present moment there is reason for mild optimism 
on this score because some reputable mining compan- 
jes have shown an interest in the area to the extent that 
they have taken up options, staked and, in some instanc- 
es, commenced drilling. However, this fact does not 
in itself mean that the area being tested will prove econ- 
omically worthy of further developmnet, but It does 
seem that the present interest and activity in the area 
is the most encouraging to date. 

The highland area has long been suspected of pos- 
sessing hidden mineral wealth. C. W. Hodgson, M.P., 
for this riding, has for several years been advocating 
that the uranium potentia] of the district be seriously 
investigated by federal authorities. Just what has con- 
vinced Mr. Hodgson that the area has good reserves of 
uranium-bearing ores is not fullly known but recent 
developments tend to confirm his convictions in this 
connection, Those average citizens who have occas- 
jonally looked over the highland area and taken an in- 
terest in its rock formations, have been generally of 
the opinion that there seemed to he no sound reason 
why valuable mineral deposits weren’t to be found in the 
region. ' 

Earlier attempts are on record of mining under- 
takings in the district now under study but none of these 
were extremely successful. But times change, meth- 
ods of mineral location improve and areas which showed

McCARTHY'S FORUM : 

The forum of Rome was a small and ineffective 
arena for rabble-rousers compared with the television 
screen that Senator Joseph McCarthy uses, and a much 
baser thing McCarthy makes of his senatorship by TV 
than did Brutus of the Roman Senate hall and forum 
in March, 44 B. C. 

Senator McCarthy “ordered” the American Secre- 
tary of the Army to appear before his Senate commit- 
tee and face his charges that the army was attempting 
to “coddle and promote Communists”. It was arranged 
that two television networks should broadcast the con- 
frontation. And thus, before hundreds of thousands of 
TV viewers, McCarthy throws his loaded charges at 
the American cabinet minister caring less for truth than 
for calumny, wanting not to inform the people but to 
sway them. It is demagoguery on a vicious two dimen- 
sional ‘surface. The TV screen does not reveal the 
depth of the stabs at the heart of American democracy. 
Truth and eharacter are assassinated by vilification and 
half-truth, spread on television screens of the Amer- 
ican nation. 

“Tf ever there was misuse of a great forum, and 
distortion .of the functions of television, it is by such 
broadcasts. A people-set up courts, under legislation; 
the public court of TV is not the place to try a man’s in- 
tegrity ora nation’s army.

On one occasion we were privileged to see a collec- 
tion of mineral samples which had been taken from the 
Haliburton County area, particularly the eastern sec- 
‘tion, and it was a most impressive assortment. Having 
seen this collection, we have never since been able to 
lightly discount reports of important mineral finds in 
the area. 

The present uranium interest in the highlands may 
bring undreamed of development but it would be wise 
at this stage to view its progress with a cautiously op- 
timistic eye, at the same time encouraging exploration 
and study of the area. A : 


SPRING AND SAP 

The brilliant flashes of springlike weather which 
we have been enjoying in between snowstorms serve 
to remind us that the real thing cannot be too far 
There are many signs which assure us that 


clog our driveways and shelter the spring crops will not 
last too much longer. Already the sun, warming up 
for its spring debut, is undermining the drifts and 
streams have open spots at more frequent intervals. 

A few years ago, and it is likely the same today in 
some sections of Ontario, one of the things the children 
of the rural areas looked forward to most in spring- 
time was the beginning of the sap run in the maple bush. 
When word got around that the sap was running it was 
the signal for the spring season’s first pilgrimage “to 
the woods”. Sometimes it was a very disastrous pil- 
grimage from the standpoint of wear and tear on cloth- 
ing but the participants generally agreed at the end of 
the jaunt that the delight of drinking from a bucket of 
cool, sweet sap more than repaid them for any hard- 
ships endured. Then there was the added pleasure of 
happening to chance along just at the time when the 
sap was “being boiled down” which was always good 
for a taste or two of that sweetest of all sweet things, 
maple syrup. .The rigours of the trip often made by 
plodding across very muddy fields or by following the 
longer remaining snowdrift route around the hedge- 
rows, were sometimes further compensated by a piece 


‘of maple sugar, although this was only on very rare 


occasions. Then there were other times when the 
presence of children in the sugar bush, except when 
helping to gather in the sap, was very unwelcome and 
the first drink of sap had to be obtained with great care 
and at some risk to personal safety. i 

The advent of the syrup season was also a time 
for stocking up with maple syrup to last through the 
coming summer and winter. Maple syrup was never 
a particularly cheap commodity, bringing from $2 to 
$2.50 per gallon even in the hardest times but then it 
was not used extravagantly either, being reserved for 
those special occasions when flap-jacks and syrup 
were the order of the day. 
; Those children who are fortunate enough in this 
day to be able to make the springtime pilgrimage to the 
sugar bush are privileged indeed for they are experienc- 
ing the true advent of spring. . . . the time when all 
nature is shaking off the shackels of winter and surg- 
ing forward to participate in another glorious season of 
growth and activity. It might do a lot of older child- 
yen a heap of good to go out of their way to enjoy the 
experience of a visit Lo a sugar bush this spring.

ADDITIONAL WARNING SIGNS 

Another accident occurred at the “Dew Drop Inn” 
curve west of Lindsay over the weekend. Several guide 
posts were demolished in the accident and an elm tree 
of tender years was stripped of some of its bark — eyi- 
dence of an accident all too often recorded at this point. 

The frequency with which accidents occur at this 
corner suggests that there may be something lacking in 
theway of warning signs. Or il may be that the curve 
is poorly constructed but this wouldn't appear to be the 
case, allhough it must be admitted that it is a fairly 
abrupt. curve and ts not designed to accommodate 
vehicles travelling at high rates of speed. Whatever 
{he reason, it is time that something was done to inves- 
tigate and take whatever steps are necessary to reduce 
the danger. 

It will no doubt be the aim of the Trans-Canada 
highway, when it continues its eastward course from 
Oakwood where it left off last year, to overcome such 
danger points by taking a course which will eliminate 
short curves.

The Board says it realizes that 
“cases may occur which do not 
seem to be expressly covered by this 
new definition and the Chaliman 
of the Board has asked that wo 
urge Branch Officials to whose af- 
tention such cases may comé, to 
contact the nearest District Au- 
thority, 50 that these cases may re- 
ceive careful study and considera- 
tion.” * a

have been considered casual, but 
were not, it would strongly recom- 
mend that full particulars be sent 
to Dominion Command Service Bur- 
eau through the Provincial Com- 
mand, “The Post’ was told. Z 

The pertinent part of the direct- 
ive (Appendix “A”), says Mr. Mc- 
Fadden, has been quoted in a recent 
bulletin, and it has been urged 
that “full use be made of this new 
definition of casual earnings to as- 
sist War Veterans Allowance reci- 
pients in this area.”

I would like to refer your readers 
especially all those interested in 
hearing good music and promoting 
it to Pages 188-189 of the much- 
lauded “Massey Report’, 1951, 
brought out by the Royal Commis- 
sion on the Nationa] Development 
in the Arts and Sciences, 

In the report we read in part; 

the Canadian concert stage is 
very largely dominiated by concert 
agencies from the United States, 
although certain musical societies, 
notably in Montreal, Toronto, and 
Winnipeg, have consiStently included 
Canadian artists in their concert 
series. No Canadian musician could 
wish to exclude or impede the few 
incomparably great artists whose 
concert tours in Canada give great 
pleasure to Canadian audiences and 
are an equally great stimulus to 
Canadian musicians; and Canadian 
audiences cannot be expected to 
be content with indifferent perform- 
ers only because they are Canadi- 
ans. But we have been assured that 
Canadian resident musicians are by 
no means inferior in talent, in train- 
ing, and in experience to many visit- 
iting artists included in the concert 
series along with a few incompar- 
ably great names, and that Canadi- 
an musicians resident in Canada, 
Rowe er gifted, are never included 
in the concert series conducted by 
American agencies ... (those) . , .| 
who work on behalf of Canadian 
artists ... are severely handicapped 
in competition with powerful Ameri- 
can organizations . . unless the local 
committees in the more than 150 
Canadian cities and towns subscrib- 
ing to these concerts of American 
origin will insist that a reasonable 
proportion of resident Canadian 
musicians be included . . . . there | 
is danger that the Canadian concert | 


stage will present no Canadians ex- 
cept for a few expatriates returning 
briefly for q concert tour to their 
native land.” 

Almost three years since the 
“Massey Report”! And nearly all of 
the over “150 Canadian cities and 
towns subscribing to these concerts 
of American origin” have no resi- 
dent Canadian musicians represent- 
ed years after year. Why? Not the 
fault of the American agency con- 
cerned, but the total fault of the 
“committees” who do not “insist 
that a reasonable proportion of 
resident Canadians be included.” 
Zero is not a “reasonable number.” 

Windsor might well have been 
included in the “Massey Report” 
with Toronto Montreal and Win- 
nipeg, for the local Christian Cul- 
ture Series from its beginning has 
had a “reasonable proportion of 
Canadian artists” annually; and 
this year with the three appear- 
ances of the Detroit Symphony Or- 


chestra were Canadian soloists: 
Elle Spivak, violinist, Jeannine 
Morand, Dramatic Soprano, and 


James Milligan, Baritone -- all of 
them enthusiastically praised by 
both critics and audience which 
came to Windsor from both sides 
of the border. 

Local Committees, in the name 
of the “Massey Report,” begin now 
to shoulder your awful responsibil- 
ity to the future of music and the 
arts in Canada. It will require en- 
lightenment, imitiaitve, patience, 
courage, as well as imagination; but 
it is worth it. It is easier to sit down 


| hastily and select all non-Canadian 


artists from a prepared list of an 

American agency -- many of these 

artists previously unknown to you. 

However, it is not very intelligent;

The Ground Observer Oorps func- 
tions on the principle of observation 
posts spaced approximately eight 
miles apart and report aircraft to 
a central correlation centre or filter 
centre, Here, Corps volunteers plot 
the courses of aircraft and pass all 
information to an associated radar 
station or Search and Rescue Unit. 
All observation posts are manned by 
civilian volunteers who are trained 
by R.C.AF. officers. For the time 
being howevér, these posts will not 
be activateg on a 24-hour basis. 
They will be alerted only during 
a period of a live training exercise 
or during an alert, such as an air- 
craft lost in the area, The filter 
centre for this area is to be located 
at Peterborough. 

Mr. Breese has accepted, as a 
responsible Canadian citizen, the 
important task of organizing ob- 
servation posts in this area and ex- 
presses a hope that volunteers, both 
men or women, will devote some 
of their free time to the air defence 
of Canada.

“LUTHER” FILM 


As a motion picture it is beautifully- 
photographed and very well-acted 
by a superb cast of English French 
and German actors. Its story tells 
of the Reformation which was 
brought about by Martin Luther 
when he came to the firm conclusion 
that “A man can’t earn salvation 
by what he himself does. Man gains 
salvation through faith in Christ, 
through what God has done for 
man through this Saviour”. Labelled 
as a heretic Luther was excom- 
municated by the Pope and con- 
demned by Emperor Charles V.

Within our lifetime, he predicts, 
Canada will reach that glittering 
goal as the world’s leading producer 
of uranium, the wonder mineral of 
the atomic age, and will bring forth 
a vast supply of material and Iuel 
to lead the way into a new indus- 
trial age. 

The pendulum will swing its full 
course, he thinks, as Canada mines 
vast iron ore deposits in Quebec, 
gold and nickle in Ontario, oil on 
the prairies, coal in the Rocky

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Tax Rate Up 7 Mills 


New Separate School Cost 
Boosts Supporters Rate 
To 65.8 Mills For 1954 


Lindsay’s Council struck the 1954 
tax rate on Friday night. Try as 
‘they might, members said they 
couldn’t see where they could fur- 
ther reduce in order to set the rate 
lower than 57 mills, an increase over 
the 1953 rate of seven mills. Separ- 
ate School supporters found that 
their new school debentures have 
shot their mill rate up from 45 
mills in 1953 to 65.8 for 1954. 

Just before the motion making 
the tax rate 57 mills for Public 
Schoo] supporters and 65.8 for 
Separate School supporters was 
passed, Mayor Hick commented that 
council couldn’t “pare down much 
more unless we cut down services to 
the point where it would be danger- 
OUS! ate sig 

It is school costs that have sent 
tthe tax rate up, council said, plus 
the fact that the Board of Works 
in 1953 had almost two mills out of 
the surplus, which they are not 
going to get this year. That money 
had to be included in their budget 
figure of $83,705. (Last year the 
B of W budgeted for $56,628.10 and 
actually spent $63,360.68. . . and 
an additional $14,987.14 from sur- 
plus). It will be noted that last 
year’s actual B of W expenditure, 
plus the money taken from surplus, 
is about $4,000 less than this year's 
budget figure. 

Ald. Breese said that the $4,000 
was due to the purchase of new 
equipment ang additional charges 
for cleaning sewers “which has 
got to be done.” 

School costs have increased in 
every department. For instance, the 
total demand from the Public 
School Board this year (does not 
include the proposed new school 
expenditure) was $144,233.12, while 
the 1953 figure was considerably 
Jower, $121,907. Levy for 1954, in 
mills, 17.6701. 

For the Victoria County High 
School District Board, the HS. area 
Jevy (ignoring their demand for the 
extra mill payment) was $41,892.85, 
plus the County of Victoria High 
School debentures, $12,726.81, (less 
occupancy tax 1953 of $387.83), or a 
total of $54,231.83 and a levy, for 
1954, in mills of 5.9345. 

The Separate School Board levy 
was $12,486, which coupled with 
their debenture levy for their new 
echool, $13,437 (less occupancy tax 
of $99.93) makes their total levy in 
dollars $25,223.07 and in mills, 
26.4639.

She told of the com- 
paratively new industry in Canada, 
that of the Extract of Seaweed, 
“Righty years ago an English 
chemist discovered that a seaweed 
extract could be used as a stabilizer 
and thickening agent, but it is only 
within the last 20 years that any- 
thing had been done about it com- 
mercially. For years Nova Scotia 
and the other maritime provinces 
have been selling raw seaweed at 10 
cents a pound to American firms for 
processing at around $1.90 a pound. 
Carrageen is a fine brownish, white 
powder derived from Irish moss, 
and sodium alginate is an extract 
from kelp which grows in large 
quantities along the Atlantic coast. 
These seaweed extracts are used in 
ice-cream, tooth paste, medicine, 
shaving cream, ink, cosmetics, 
paints, chocolate milk gelatin, pie 
fillings, marshmallows, salad dres- 
sing, cheese and other products too 
numerous to mention, and scientists 
are still discovering many new uses 
for these extracts. These extracts 
are uSeq as thickening agents in 
an ever increasing number of in- 
dustries.

Lindsay’s Reeve Opposes Plan 
But Warden, Others Claim 
Causeway Would Benefit Town 


Discussion about the building of 
the Pigeon Lake causeway, which 
has been talked of for some time 
now was dealt with at some length 
by Victoria County Council on Tues- 
day afternoon, A motion carried 
that County Engineer Wilford is to 
fave soundings taken through the 
ice there if possible, right away. 

Peter Perdue, of Emily, opened the 
discussion on the topic by saying 
that he hoped councillors would look 
at it “on a broader scale” than 
they had in the past. He said that 
the largest tourist attraction in 
Canaau Is the Parliament buildings 
in Ottawa, He said that when tour- 
ists from U.S, have visiteq Ottawa, 
one-third go on to Quebec and the 
other two-thirds come to the 
Kawartha Lakes. However, in his 
opinion, after they have come 
through Peterborough and gotten 
to his side of Pigeon Lake “they have 
no place to go,” and if they want 
to get north they have to go miles 
out of their way via Omemee, etc. 
Mr Perdue mentioned that sound- 
ings for a causeway had been taken 
before from a boat, and he felt they 
might not be too accurate, He 
thought if they were taken now 
through the existing 27 inches of ice 
they might be more accurate 

Reeve Butler, of Lindsay, said 
that “Lindsay is very much op- 
posed to this causeway ..- so is the 
(ocal) Chamber of Commerce 
it would take business away from 
Lindsay. ._ 

“It would bring business”, said 
Mr Perdue, intimating that it 
would bring many more people into 
Victoria County who now stay and 
spend their tourist dollars in Peter- 
borough County. 

Engineer Wilford said that he had 
stated at the January session that 
the Pigeon Lake causeway seemed 
to be a “future project” as there 
doesn’ seem to be “enough interest 
to start it now.” He did mention, 
though, that if the causeway were 
biult, before any work were done 
government permission would have 
to be considered since the govern- 
ment look upon the lake as qg navi- 
gable water. He said that a high 
fixed span (to allow boats to go 
underneath) might have to be 
part of the bridge. He felt that 
soundings through the Ice would 
cost about $100.

A RESPONSIBILITY WHICH IS NOT 
BEING MET IN CANADA.... 

The Select Committee on Reform Institutions’ 
charge that comic books, radio and TV were responsi- 
ble for increased juvenile delinquency in Ontario is one 
which must be regarded with some seriousness by every 
parent in the province. Tt will no doubt come as a con- 
firmation of what many parents have long suspected 
Siottud that the publication of comic books and presenta- 
tion of many radio and television shows is carried on 
without proper consideration of the welfare of those 
who will-be influenced by what they yead, hear and see. 

The Select Committee, it was good to note, urged 
that comic books come under stricter supervision of the 
authorities with a view to discouraging circulation of 
the less desirable types. It was also interesting to learn 
of its stand in relation to radio and television and its rec- 
ommendation that the authorities and sponsors recog- 
nize their responsibility to the public and feature shows 
which would encourage the better tastes of youthful 
citizens. Movies were likewise subjected to some criti- 
cism but in this case criticism was directed at a laxness 
on the part of censors which was permitting undesirable 
pictures to pass through unchallenged and upon whom 
responsibility for their showing rests. 

The criticism voiced by the Select Committee are no 
doubt considered and—sound opinions which need to be 
supported by the public. They should also serve to 
alert parents to the necessity for supervising more fully 
their children’s entertainment. This is a difficult task 
as anyone in authority over children will admit but it is 
an important one and its neglect or otherwise can have 
far-reaching effects not only on the child but on the 
community in which the child lives. The authorities 
can only go so far in protecting children from undesir- 
able influences—parents must do their part too! 


Others Say... 


CO-OPERATION OR BLAME? 

ONE of the most difficult tasks facing editorial 
writers in this country today is who should be blamed 
for increased unemployment. Some blame high wages 
and low productivity of labor. Others claim manufac- 
turers and retailers are grabbing too big a profit. While 
still others, in traditional fashion, lay the accusing 
finger at the doorsteps of various governments because 
of high taxes. It all depends which paper you read. 

Not being an economist, a union member or a big 
industrialist, we find ourselves in the middle of the 
argument, wholly unqualified to analyze the situation, 
but with the opinion that all of us must bear some re- 
sponsibility. 

Most people will agree that finding a cure is more 
important than spending our time blaming someone 
or some group for the present situation. At the 
moment, nobody is willing to accept or confess any 
guilt. Each of us is trying too hard to make somebody 
else the goat. Wach of us expects somebody else to 
have a complete plan to cure the illness, instead of 
thinking how much we ourselves are involved. 

There is only one answer to the problem that we 
can see. The brains of each group will have to sit 
down together, not to negotiate their own case, but 
ready to make sacrifices for the overall good. Frankly, 
we doubt if the situation is sufficiently acute at the 
moment for this kind of meeting and we hope it will 
have improved by spring to the point where the gloomy 
folks find their pessimism dispelled. But, we should be 
planning now for the day when such a meeting may be 
necessary. ioe 

There are many answers which will come out at 
that time. If we are to be dependent on export mark- 
ets, our products have to be priced to meet world com- 
petition. This applies to manufactured and farm pro- 
ducts. To do this, and maintain our present standard 
of living, our unit costs have to be as low or lower than 
those against which we are competing. Our profits 
have to be in line with those of competitors. So, either 
our productivity must be raised, our wages, profits 
and taxes lowered or our selling price will not be low 
enough to meet competition. It is certainly a tough 
problem to solve, but.it,can be done if we are all willing 
to co-operate instead of blaming the other fellow,

They 
make good eating, too, according 
to Department foresters. 

Although reasonably adaptable 
to their environment, muskrats 
must have favourable habitat to 
multiply and reproduce successfully, 
says District Forester F. E. Snider, 
of North Bay. Stich vegetation as 
bullrushes, cattails, arrowleaf and 
grass reeds are their preferred items 
of food. While they are members of | 
the rodent family, their tasts, on 
occasion, includ clams, turtles and 
crayfish and they have been taken 
in traps set for mink and baited 
with duck, fish or meat. 


Their greatest enemies, besides 
man himself, are owls and hawks, 
minks and large fish. Fluctuations 
in water levels have been known to 
wipe out entire muskrat populations, 
Mr. Sider says. For a home site, 
muskrats will choose one with plen- 
ty of fresh or brackish water, suit- 
able vegetation and a bottom lined 
with the peaty remains of plants. 
Floating masses of vegetable matter 
afford excellent muskrat cover. 

An aquatic or semi-aquatie rod- 
ent, muskrats’ fur varies in colour 
from brown to dark brown, even to 
black sometimes, and is waterproof. 
Well-developed hind feet, contrary 
to general belief, are not webbed 
like the beaver but long, stiff hair 
on the toes is matted together in 
swimming and functions as q web.

The Fish and Game league has 
declared war on the ow! and ‘is 
paying a bounty of 25 cents on the 
ghostly marauder. But officials say 
they will not be able to prevent 
the mass killing of game birds until 
the lemming stays north and the 
owl with dt.

To Investigate 
Stories of Old 
Sailing Vessel 


Pond Inlet, N.W.T, March 9 -- 
(BUP)-- Peter Murdock, manager 
of the trading post at Pond Inlet, 
js planning an expedition to Pylat 
Island, 300 miles north of the Mag- 
netic Pole, to investigate stories of 
a deserted safling vessel believed to 
be more than a century old. 

The only time the vessel has 
been seen by a white man was when 
the crew of ar American battleship 
spotted the wreck during 4 patrol 
in 1945, 

Eskimos from this region who 
male an annual pilgrimage to 
Pylat island to bring back driftwood 
reported to Murdock that the an- 
cient vessel, now covered with Arctic 
moss stands about 15 feet above 
the ground, 

The Eskimos told Murdock the 
ship lies about half a mile east 
of a big glacier and about 400 yards 
inland. Murdock believed the ship 
moved far inland because the land 
at that point is slowly rising, 

The Eskimo said only the rear 
half of the ship and the skeleton 
structure are left. 

White men have attempted in 
vain to reach the location for a 
number of years, They have failed 
because of poor anchorage along the 
Pylat island coast and the danger 
of icebergs which drift down through 
Lancaster Sound. 

Several persons have come to 
within 30 miles of the ship, but 
in every instance the Eskimos who 
have guided expeditions have failed 
to go further White men believe 
that some superstitious belief stops 
them at this point. At any rate, 
nothing can persuade them to go 
on, except once a year when they go 
for wood and they have always 
refused to take a white man with 
them, 

Several years ago a band of nor- 
mally friendly Eskimos turned into 
savages when a white trader at- 
tempted to follow their pilgrimage 
to the ship. The man was badly 
beaten and almost died of exposure 
before ‘he could trek back to the 
post. 

The coast of Pylat island is sheer 
cliff. In the winter when Lancastor 
Sound freezes up, travel by dog 
team becomes very difficult, due 
to the large mass of frozen ice. Per- 
son, travelling in small boats in 
that area are in danger of drown- 
ing shoulq the sea become rough. 
Four persons are known to have 
died in attempts to reach the ship. 

However, Murdock a _ stout- 
hearted Scot, said “he is going to 
attempt It, He believes the ship was 
either an old whaling vessel or one 
of the ships in the ill-fated Frank- 
lin expedition which was in quest of 
the North West passage. |

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Irene Castle, Famous Ballroom Dancer, 
Famous Again For Interest in Dogs 


Irene Castle, no stranger at at- 
tracting attention, is at it again. 

‘This time the dancer, who became 
famous during the First World War, 
is battling the Chicago Public Health 
authorities for measures it took to 
combat rabics, 

Miss Castle, now Mrs, Irene Castle 
Enzinger, has been an ardent cru- 
Gader against cruelty to animals for 
the past 30 years. She believes that 
rabies canot be transmitted by dogs. 
She thinks the inoculations and 
quarantines Public Health author- 
ities impose constitute cruelty to 
animals. 

Recently she offered to let her- 
self be bitten by a rabid dog to 
prove that emergency measures 
were unnecessary. She sald she was 
willing to bet $5,000 that she would 
not‘die, The head of the Chicago 
Board of Health refused to accept 
the bet. 

Before the movies made glamour 
girls a dime a dozen, Irene Castle 
was the glamour girl of much of the 
1910-1920 decade. She and her first 
husband, Vernon Castle, were tops 
in the ballroom dancing field. Ir- 
ene’s dress, manners and coiffures 
were copied by the women of two 
continents. She is credited with set- 
ting the bobbed hair fashion. 

Irene Castle once said, “I really 
didn’t intend to set a new style by 
cutting my hair. The hairpins kept 
falling out when I danced, and once, 
et a club, one landed in a custom- 
ers soup. So I cut my hair short 
and {it seems like everyone else did, 
too.” 

During the First Worla War, Ir- 
ene Castle toured the Front as an 
entertainer, while her husband flew 
combat missions for the RAF. He 
was killed on teaching duty in the 
United States, on a training flight. 


“Finally,” she says, “we got a 
contract stipulating that we would 
not appear in any show that includ- 
ed an animal act.” 

In the early 30's, when she set- 
tled in suburban Lake Forest, Till- 
nois, Irene Castle began her cam~ 
paign to improve life for animals, 
It started with a long legal battle 
against a suburban farmer over his 
alleged cruelty to 30. pigs and a 
horse. She has been in and out of | 
court ever since. Once Miss Castle 
tracked a man or three months for 
abandoning a crippled collie puppy 
in 14 below zero weather. The man) 
‘was jailed, 

Irene Castle insists that she 1s 
not an anti-' vivisectionist. But she 
feels animals are sacrificed 
lessly and with undue suffering in 
medical experiments. She cam- | 
paigns constantly to force Jabora- 
tories to provide better kennels, 
feed and care for animals. ‘ 

She says a dog's life. is getting 
tougher. She thinks that despite 
the march of progress, mfan's feel- 
ing for animals grows no softer. — 

“Dogs,” she says, “are self-sacri- 
ficing, honest, forgiving and friend- 
ly.” And she adds, “How many peo- 
ple do you know that have those 
qualities?” 

Abounding energy always has} 
been a characteristic of the viva- 
cious Irene Castlé. | 

Most of her life she has had a 
dozen irons in the fire at a time, 
and cared deeply what happened to | 
all of them.” 

A number of years ago she ex- 
plained her philosophy. Said Irene | 
Castle, ‘I've had lots of fun out of | 
Jife. I've always insisted upon it. 
But to accomplish it, I have al- 
ways had to have something to dive 
into, something to absorb my inter- 


Irene Castle has been married 
three times since then. Her present 
‘husband is a Chicago advertising 
executive. 

The former dancer says her ar- 
dent interest in dogs does not stem 
from being, as she puts it, “A child- 
less old lady with a parrot.” She 
has two children and two grand- 
children. She says her love for dogs 
came from her father, a Cornell 
University physician who kept 75 
Show dogs. But she says it was her 
stage experience which long ago 
made her a crusader. 

“The trained dogs that were so 
kindly treated on stage,” she says, 
were cruelly handled off stage.

On The Farm Front 


Balance Agriculture 
Results From Experiment. 

Experience may be a good teacher, 
but in at least one instance its gifts 
Nave been scattered This story is 
told by H, B. Stelfox’. _ thé agrono~ 
mist in charge of forage crops at the 
Lacombe Experimental Station in 
Alberta. 

Since 1928, students of crops and 
soils have been urging the use of 
legumes and sulphur-containing fer- 
tilizers on the grey wooded soils of 
Central Alberta. But it was the de- 
mand for the legume seed during 
the war anq postwar years that 
sparked popular recognition of the 
value of this legume-fertilizer com- 
bination. v 

In response to the attractive re- 
turns made possible by this demand 


.,. Many grey soils operators quickly | 


learned the advantages of sulphur 
application, ‘ 

When they found that grain crops 
following fertilized clover also show- 
ed greatly increased yields, they were 
more than ever convinced of the 
wisdom of their ways. 

As gq result |. of better balanced 
type of agriculture has been en- 
couraged and a chance to improve 
soil fertility provided. © 

But this is just a beginning, It 
may sound strange, but this im- 
proveg soil fertility may result in 
depleted sofl fertility unles, other 
steps are taken. 

Increased yields from sulphur ap- 
plication mean increased use by 
the crops of other nutrients in the 
soil, 

If heavy crops are expected, they 
must be fed. é 

To maintain high yields on Cen- 
tral Alberta’s grey wooded soils. 
phosphorus fertilizer in addition to 
sulphur will be the next requirement, 

In many tests on these soils there 
has been an encouraging response 
to phosphorus following the use of 
sulphur. In others, there has been 
no response although tests show 
that the soils definitely are low 
in phosphorus. 5 

For those who suspect a phos- 


vhorus deficiency, or those who wish | 


to forestall a drop in soil fertility, 
application of both sulphur _and 
Phosphorus to the legume crop is 
recommended : 2 

This can by applying separate 
sulphur-and phosphorus fertilizers or 
a combined fertilizer like ammonium 
hosphate 16-20-0. which - contains 
around 14 percent sulphur as well as 
nitrogen ang phosphorus. 

Tf legume seed production is in- 
tended 50 to 60 pounds of A-P 16- 
20-0 per acre is a suitable rate: For 
hay or pasture the rate can be in- 
creased to about 100. pounds, 

Although fertilizer applied to: le- 
gume crops improves yields of grain 
following the legumes, the grain 
crop is further benefiteq from fer- 
tilizer again applied when the grain 
is sown 

Ammonium phosphate 16-20-0 at 
around 50 to 60 pounds per acre 
is the recommendation. 

Adverse Effect of 2, 4-D. 
Weed-Killer Noted 

A federal agriculture department 
official ha, warned farmers against 
adverse effect of 2, 4-D weed-killers, 

Peter Pankiw of the Experimental 
Station at Beaver Lodge, Alberta, 
says there have been reports from 
Northern Saskatchewan beekeepers 
of low honey yields where 2-4-D has 
been extensively used. 

He says there also have been 
complaints from seed growers that 
2, 4-D drift ts affecting seed: yields 
of sweet clover. 

He says federal investigators have 
applieg 2, 4-D to sweet clover at 
rates from one ounce to one-fifth- 
of-an-ounce per acre to simulate 
vapor drift conditions and effects. 

At one ounce per acre the sweet 
clover stems were twisted and the 
growth checked, The flowering was 
delayed from three to four weeks. | 

Plants were stunted and the a- 
mount of bloom reduced. The seed | 
sel was poor and the yield was only 
72 pounds per acre compared with a 
normal 400 pounds 

At one-fifth-of-an-ounce per acre, 
the effects were similar, but less pro- 
nounced 

Advice For Hog Breeders 

The senior animal husbandman at. 
the Lacombe; Alberta, Experimental 
Station... J. G Stothart . , has 
some good advice for hog ‘breeders 
He belleves in creep-feeding the 
little pigs and in giving them the 
highest quality feed possible. 

When pigs are three weeks old 
they shculd be in and out of the 
creep, suppementing their mother’s 
milk with the solid fare provided 

Keep oat hulls and other fibre oul: 
of thelr feed, and supply plenty of 
fresh, clean: water at all times. 

Rolled wheat or whole oats for 
the basis of the creep feed is good 
if supplemented with rich protein | 
mineral mixture, If skim-milk is fed | 
instend of the supplement, make | 
sure {t's sweet and’ always good 


quality. 


All food changes should be made 
gradually, and when changing from 


creep mixture to the growing ration,

Can Plan anyway 
After the kind of winter just 
experienced in most of Canada 
there is some doubt now as to whe- 
ther this continent is getting any 
warmer. But there is no doubt at all 
about spring, and that season, late 
or early, means the beginning of: 
gardening again. 
In some of the warmer parts of 
the country, planting will have 
starteq already. In others we may 
have to wait for a few weeks yet. 
As a general rule, the experts say, 
it is best to proceed gradually. Far 
more seed and effort are wasted, 
they claim, by rushing ahead, rather 
‘than waiting until too late. 
In the meentime it is possible to 
plan and that should give us more 
‘beauty in flowers, more quality in 
vegetables and more general satis- 
faction all round. 
A Mine of Information 

For this planning a good Cana- 
dian seed catalogue is indispens- 
able. Canadian is stressed advisedly 
ang for very practical reasons. Only 
varieties that have been specially 
tested and approved for Canadian 
conditions are listed in Canadian 
catalogues. 

Some things may thrive excep- 
tionally well in another country but 
they may be far too tender for our 
tugged climate or they may take 
much too long to mature or bloom. 
But the seed catalogue is much more 
than a list of approved varieties and 
pictures, There is vital information, 
such as color, height, maturity, soil 
and other special requirements. We 
need to know all about these points 
if we are to garden intelligently. We 
don’t want to have colors clashing, 
or little things “hidden by bigger 
ones, or plant certain flowers or 
vegetables too late or too soon. Some 
plants neeq plenty of. sun, others 
like a lot of shade. Some actually 
prefer poor, sandy soil, for others 
it can’t be too rich, These likes and 
dislikes are all noted in the seed 
catalogue. 

Make If Last 

For a succession of bloom, or fresh, 
vegetables, we must know how long 
it takes from the time of planting. 
until we have the first bouquets or 
salads. To keep on having bouquets 
and salads right through the sum- 
mer We make several plantings two 
or three weeks apart, or We use an 
early, medium and a late maturing 
sort. 

The modern garden is no longer 
a feast and famine proposition, with 
more peas, beans or corn than we 


a week or two after weaning, feed 
the combination for a few days.

Toronto --In discontinuing the 
non-resident family angling licence 
in Ontario “from and including '54”, 
the Hon, Welland S. Gemmell, Min- 
ister of Lands and Forests, explains 
that the action has been taken only 
after long and careful study and 
because of a great deal of abuse of 
this privilege. 

“To those who have expressed 
disappointment over the discon- 
tinuance of the family licence,” the 
Minister said, “may we say that 
this action was taken only after 
long and careful study of the situat- 
jon, over a period of years. It had 
became increasingly evident to the 
Department that privileges grant- 
ed under this licence were subject to 
a great deal of abuse, which meant 
that the original purpose of the 
licence was then defeated.” (The 
non-resident three-day angling li- 
cence was discontinued in 1945 for 
similar reasons.)

It has also been stimulated by'the 
amalgamation program of the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture in- 
troduced in 1939, — 

In most cases two or three small 
factories merged into one, after one 
of them had been renovated or re- 
placed with a new building. New 
equipment was usually installed to 
assist in the production of high | 
quality cheese. 

In a few cases one large central 
plant has replaced a whole group 
of factories, as in the Lake Saint 
John area of Quebec . . . where 
a new plant at Chicoutimi re- 
placeq 12 small factories. 

The new combined cheese and 
butter factory just opening at Sum- 
merside is another exampie which 
replaces three former cheese fac- 
tories and three butter factories.

know that the world’s largest paper 
bag has been named after him. 

Paul would be able to carry a 
half a ton of grapefrult in it... 
or a six month’s supply of groceries 
for an average family. The company 
has even invented a machine to 
make this huge paper poke . ee 
ang they've appropriately enough 
named it after Canada's logging 
hero, 

The machine perfected for its 
manufacture cost about $150,000. The 
bag has gone into production in 
New York. 

In case midgets are interested, the 
Same company is making paper bags 
which rank as the world’s tiniest. 
Actually they're used for concen- 
trates and seasonings, 

The uses to which the new huge 
paper bag may be put still are lar- 
gely ‘in the dream stage But with 
the tren din pre-fabricated houses 
continuing strong .. . it may only be 
a matter of time until the new home 
owner will have his house delivered 
in a Bunyan paper hag. 

Sashes and window-frames can 
now be packaged in this economical 
way, 

Dimensions of the monster paper 
poke are 19 inches by 18 inches by 
167 inches. 

They can be made of one or two- 
ply _. and of various weights and 
grades of paper as protection against. 
moisture. 

The company estimates 20 major 
industrial uses for their large pro- 
ducts . .- which, of course __ . can 
be made of smaller dimension than 
the extreme length of 14 feet. 

The general uses cited by the com- 
pany for such a giant are for rugs 
and carpets, under-rugs, textile rolls 
and bolts linoleum rockwool and 
insulation. 

In case none of these uses appeals 
to the every day consumer . . . listen 
to some of these which might inter- 
est you _ . they're used for loom 
reeds, garden umbrellas, paper 
board tubing, metal tubing, rubber 
hose, fishing poles and rods, arti- 
ficial leather and other coated ma- 
terials, gutters and down spouts, 

Tn case you haven't any loom reeds 
or drain spouts kicking arounnd the 
house for which to use the gigantic 
paper bags, perhaps you have a bet- 
ter supply of bamboo poles, wooden 
poles for tenting and awning, or 
some pre-fnbricated sections of sash 
and door frame lumber, electrical 
appliances or housewnre, 

The large paper bags are so miich 
more economical in manufacture 
and sale than many standard pack- 
aging devices, that thelr use will 
probably become more widespread | 
than anyone dreams.

Thinks the kind of food you eat 
may hold the key to frustrations 


There’s an old saying that the foods that give pleasure often are 
way to a man’s heart lies through his | the ones that cause allergies. But 


stomach. 

But a doctor in New Haven, 
Connecticut, believes that internal 
roag should be re-charted. As Dr. 


William Kaufman sees it, the boule- | 


vard that leads to the stomach is 
connected to the brain, not the 
heart. 

Dr, Kaufman has made a 10-year 
| study of food allergies and food | 
preferences. And he’s found that the 
king of grub the average person 
pours down his gullet is often the 
key to his frustrations. 

Take those who stuff themselves 
with such luxury goods as caviar, 


pickled artichokes or nummingbird | 


soup. According to Kaufman, they 
fall in the category of 
foods.” He says people who eat 
such foods frequently are those who 
feel unappreciated and. are trying 
to satisfy their egos by lapping up 
extravagant chow 

Kaufman also likes to single out 
those who tum to milk or its by- 
products in great amounts. He says 
many of these people feel insecure 

. that subconsciously, they're try- 
ing to recall the days when they 
felt the security a baby gets when 
Mama warms up the bottle. 

Most people, Kaufman points out, 
have fixed ideas about what is fit 
to eat, He says that most of us. . - 
even when we have a free choice of 
what to eat - Select fewer than 
20 different types of items per 
month. 

He tends to regard with a dim 
eye the finicky food habits of most 
of us. . and 
would rather starve to death than 
eat out-of-the-way foods 

If you feel you drink too much 


coffee or tea, Kaufman has an 
explanation for that, too. He says 
it could be that you rely on such 


beverages because they're regarded 
48 grown-up fare He says the child | 


overdoes it in later fe when Mama 
isn't aroung to tell him “No.” 

Then there are what Kaufmann 
call “pleasurable association” 
foods. Sometimes people eat certain | 
foods because they rpmind them of | 
loved ones, good friends, or relatives 

For instance, the man who de- 
manded Boston baked beans every 
Saturday night because Uncle Henry 
alway, had them when he was alive. 
And Uncle Henry was a nice old! 
gent, | 

Tf you're old enough to remember | 
the roaring twenties and the days 
when college boys gorged themselves 
on gold-fish you may still wonder | 
why they aid it. Very simple, says 
Kaufman, Such eating habits bring 
out the ham in people. They like to 
show off --- either by enting strange 
foods ov by over-eating.

Mr. Peel outlined the program 
for, and advantages of, the Senior 
Public School, making special men- 
‘tion of the benefits to be derived 
from the senior schoo] by the non- 
academic student for whom the 
present system has little to offer. 

Two questions he asked his lUst- 

eners were “Are you and other 
citizens sufficiently concerneq with 
our educational investment?” and 
“Do taxpayers damn a policy of 
‘better education because they do not 
realize that it will cost no more 
than a mediocre system?” 
The chairman stated that an edi- 
torial in the Watchman-Warder on 
February 24th stated that “a large 
portion of the cost of education is 
the cost of the buildings.’ He said 
that the 1953 operation of the Pub- 
lic School Board showed that 8 per 
cent of the total cost was for cost 
of buildings. 

He said that in the brief to coun- 

cil it was forecast that 2 10-mill 
increase in the tax rate would be 
requireq by 1958. Of this, one mill, 
said Mr. Peel, was absorbed in this 
year’s rate of 17.67 mills. 
In his address, Mr. Peel spoke of 
school percentage of total tax rate-- 
(1948 -- total rate, 38 mills -- Public 
School rate, 10.58 mills -- 28 per 
cent; 1954 -- total rate, 57 mills -- 
Public School rate, 17.67 mills -- 31 
per cent; relation of PS. rate to 
total tax rate fairly constant); Re 
GRANTS he said that although 
grants by Dept. of Education have 
increased by many millions the per- 
centage to the individual school 
boards is constantly decreasing in 
relation to costs and cited tht fol- 
lowing comparative years: 1946 -- 
37.5 per cent; 1954 -- 24 per cent; 
and re ROOMS required he said: 
“Our figures have been checked 
from every angle; other centres 
throughout the province in similar 
predicament; Ottawa Board of Edu- 
cation is reouesting Council for 
debentures for 74 rooms required 
immediately.” 

The Public School Board chair- 
man said that the “plan looks for- 
ward 5 or 6 years, which is the 
period recommended by the Depart- 
ment of Education for which Boards 
should plan: The (Lindsay) Board 
unanimously opposed adding to 
present schools as it cannot see how 
it can be done economically and 
with the number of rooms required 
would not fit into the overall pic- 
ture. Basement rooms, as attractive 
as they can be, are to be considered 
as temporary accommodation only.” 

In closing, Mr. Peel stated that 
“it Is time that some public body 
in Lindsay took the long view and, 
with due regard to caution, carried 
out long term plans. Piecemeal 
planning means wasted effort, con- 
fusion, inefficiency ang higher 
cost.” 

Before the meeting closed the 
Lindsay Lions Club went on record 
as endorsing the plans of the Public 
School Boarg and are writing to the 
council of the Town of Lindsay to 
that effect, it is reported. 


$100,000 Fire

Outdoor planting can begin in 
your garden as soon as the soil 
has thawed out and dried suffi- 
ciently to work. If your soll is 
stiff, hard to spade and culti- 
vate, slow to allow water to 
drain through it, every spring 
something should be added to 
make it more porous, 

Beginning gardeners are often 
persuaded that what is needed 
is a few inches of “black dirt.” 
Even if your soil is clay, exca- 
vated for the foundation of a 
new home, that is the wrong 
solution. Forget the color of the 
soil and concentrate on its po- 
rosity, a quality without which 
any soil black, yellow, or red, 
will give you trouble. 

At the other extreme are soils 
in beach areas, of almost pure 
sand. These are altogether too 
porous, holding neither moisture 
nor plant food, but letting every- 
thing wash away. 

Both types of soil need the 
same treatment which is the 
addition of decayed vegetable or 
animal material, such as sew- 
age sludge, muck or peat dug 
from old bogs, well decayed ma- 
nure, commercial peat moss, 
leaf mould or compost from a 
compost pile. 

It is seldom advisable to mix 
sand with clay or clay with 
sand. Both are excellent to have 
in soil, but together they often 
produce an extremely hard com- 
position. Instead of sand, how- 
ever limestone can be mixed with 
clay, with excellent results. 
Limestone causes the fine clay 
particles to combine into sand-

tain moisture, while allowing air 
to enter freely and excess water 
to drain off. 

Do not be afraid to use crushed 

limestone freely, since it will not 
make clay soil harmfully alka- 
line, no matter how much you 
use. The clay has a ‘‘buffer’”’ 
capacity which prevents this, 
say the scientists. 
All the materials used to im- 
prove your soil should be mixed 
with it thoroughly. Spade the 
organics into sandy soil also, 
they will hold moisture and 
store up plant food for the 
plants to use, instead of allow- 
ing it to wash away. 

Spading alone is a fine soil 
conditioner, and if planned sen- 
sibly is not a difficult chore. 
Mark the area to be spaded as 
a whole and divide into sections, 
one for each day. Limit the 
day’s work to an hour, until 
you become hardened to it. 

_ Spread material to be spaded 
in evenly over the whole area. 
Begin by opening up a trench at 
ome end of the day’s section, 
throwing the soil removed in a 
pile nearby. Then dig an ad- 
joining trench, with spade at 
right angles to its length, throw- 
ing the soil and organic matter 
into the first trench. Continue 
this until the day’s work is over, 
resting at frequent intervals. Fill 
the final trench with soil re- 
moved from the first. Drive the 
spade straight down each time, 
digging the full length of its 
blade; and turn the ‘‘spit’’ of 
soil as you drop it. It beais any 
kind of plowing for a small

Speech Defects Should 
Be Corrected Early 

I have written before about 2 
schoolmate whom we spoke of a5 
tongue-tied because of a severe {m- 
pediment in his speech. Despite ths 
disability he was not ridiculed, be- 
cause he had a great reputation as 
a fighter if anyone tried to mimic 
him. I was told that his tongue was 
tied so far back in his mouth that 
this caused his defective speech 
and I wondered why his parents did 
not have his tongue cut loose, To- 
day, no youngster has to go through 
the misery of being ridiculed in the 
schoolyard as we have speech cor- 
rection experts who can help the 
great majority of these cases. The 
defects are treated as early as pos- 
sible so that the youngster will 
not develop an inferiority complex. 

In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. 
Harlan Bloomer discusses the re- 
sponsibility of child specialists to 
children with speech defects. “Ad- 
vice concerning the care of children 
whose speech Is defective should 
be generally available to parents, 
through their child specialist or fa- 
mily physician. Unfortunately fa- 
mily physician and child specialist 
alike have been prone to rely on the 
comforting but often mistaken pre- 
diction “Let him go; he'll outgrow 
it.” 

At a matter of fact, children do 
not outgrow their speech defects 
and, by the time they have been 
brought to the speech therapist, 
precious years have been lost and 
irreparable damage may have been 
done. The informed physician can 
render invaluable assistance to these 
children in the prevention or treat- 
ment of their individual speech pro- 
blems. 4 

Dr, Bloomer points out that one 
of the distressing things about 
speech defects -- severe or mild --is 
that the child, his parents, his 
teachers and playmates cannot help 
but evaluate the abnormal speech. 
This evaluation is usually to the 
child’s discredit and he has to live 
with these playmates and their 
discredit because of his speech de- 
| fect, “He is more than likely to 
develop a low estimate of his per- 
sonal worth sometimes to the extent 
that his initiative, such as taking 
part in games or other school ac- 
tivities is prevented. He is handicap- 
ped because of his lack of normal 
speech. His educational achieve- 
ments are likely to be hampered by 
his feelings of inferiority and his 
difficulty in class recitations.” Thus 
I have spoken before of the diffi- 
culties of a classmate who stuttered 
although he was the brightest stu- 
dent in the classroom. 


Metrazol Helps Elderly Patients 
Who Are Not Mental Cases 

There are three methods of shock 
treatment, all of which have clear- 
ed up mental disturbances in many 
cases. These methods are Insulin, 
metrazol and electric shock. That 
the drug, metrazol, is helpful m 
other physic&l disturbances In the 
elderly 1s stated by Drs. Joseph O. 
Smigel, Lawrence A. Serhus, and 
Samuel Barmak in the Journal of 
the Medical Society of New Jersey. 

“The problem of loss of appetite 
in the aged becomes a serious one, 
especially in large institutions where 
menus cannot be individualized. 
Tho care of older people is further 
complicated by states of apathy, 
apprehension, disorientation und 
fntigue so often found in such & 
group.” 

Metrazol proved beneficial in im- 
proving the appetite, blood picture, 
and general condition in a group 
of 20 patients in a chronic disease 
sanatorium, This drug stimulates 
breathing and circulation of the 
blood and thus reduces the “gone” 
feeling due to lack of exygen in the 
blood and increases the general 
well-being of the patient. Metrazol 
is stable, non-toxic (not poisonous) 
and does not accumulate in the 
system even when given for a con- 
siderable length of time. The ab- 
sorption of metrazol, whether given) 
by mouth or injection, is good. 

“Metrazol is administered in a 
dose of 0.2 gms. four times a day. 
If there is no improvement after 
a month, the dose js increased ta 
0.3 gms. four times a day, Under 
such Management, almost all pa- 
tients showed improved appetite. 
Hemoglobin (iron), red, and also 
white cell count rose. The disori- 
entation (loss of knowledge of nis 
whereabouts) disappears. Patients 
who had lost control of their bowel 
and bladder frequently regained 
this control by use of metrazol. An- 
other favorable response to its use 
is that the blood pressure falls sig- 
nificantly, especially in those who 
have high blood pressure.” 

“Many patients previously bed- 
ridden become able to walk about 
and are able to care for their own 
needs,” This being able to wale 
|about and look after their own needs 
means much to physicians, nurses

of old age. Often generation, growth 
and repair are still possible, often 
degeneration can be delayed --by 
improvement in nutrition. 

“One of the greatest advances in 
modern medicine is the recognition 
that many changes, which previous- 
ly were thought to be natural to | 
old age, can really be prevented or 
postponed.”

Third Year in Row 


Sioux Lookout --The moose popu- 
lation of this district, now estimated 
at about 14,000 in the 129,000 square 
mile administration area, have in- 
creased for the third consecutive 
year, the Ontarlo Department of 
Lands and Forests reports. The total 


is 13 per cent above last year, Figures 


are based on estimates for single 
trapline areas from many hundreds 
of trappers, on aerial checks by 
Department officers on hunters’ re- 
ports and other information, Popu- 
Jation density 1, comparable with 
the adjacent Kenora and Port Ar- 
thur districts. 

Kill by licensed hunters during 
the two ‘1953 open seasons is esti- 
mated at 313 moose. This includes 
159 bulls killed by non-residents 
and 92 bulls, 44 cows and 18 calves 
killed by residents. 

By winter’s end, conservation of- 
ficers predict, Treaty Indians will 
haye taken an additional 1,100 to 
1,200 moose which provide meat

High Schoo! Area problem in this 
district was presented at a special 
meeting calleq last week to teview | 
the situation as it pertained to the | 
extra mill Lindsay is declining to 
pay. Presented by Mr. Gerard Con- 
nolly for the Board, the paper sets | 
forth several points of interest to} 
Lindsay and district High School 
Area supporters. Here is what he 
had to Sy: 

“T am of the opinion that this 
conference {s long overdue and it is 
my hope that it is not too late to 
take advantage of any co-ordinated 
plan, that might come as 8 result 
of our talks. 


“We have all talkeg among our- | 
selves concerning the one mill, but | 


are we all well informed on the 
subject. 

“You as Council members and we 
as Board members have many 


things in common concerning the 


one mill. We do not want the 
Lindsay tax rate increased any more | 
than it is. We realize it ts already | 


too high. Together what can we do 


to prevent t increasing? | 


“In 1945-46, it became apparent 
to everyone and particularly the 


LCI Board that the collegiate did 


not have adequate facilities to car- | 


ry on the education programme aS 
laid down by the Department We 
were tremendously overcrowded, 


plumbing was bad, lighting unsatis- | 
| 


factory and parts of the building 
were condemned by the fire mar- 
shall. Something had to be done. | 
Many plans were studied, all costly | 
hundreds of thousand dollar propo- | 
sitions. In the Interest of economy, 


and in an effort to spread the cost ;

sell the district on a District High | 


Schoo] Area. Let's stop right here. | 


“The cost of the new building | 


would have been partly paid for by 
the outside municipalities through 
the County rate per pupil basis at- 
tending the hign school. We were 
trying to sell them the idea of a 
paying more and paying on the basis 
of their assessment which is a much 
sounder plan 

“Tf we had built the school our- 
selves, the grant on the debenture 
payment would have been 45 per 
cent, while on the District High 
School basis the grant on the de- 
benture payment {4s 75 per cent. 

“The Province is encouraging 
this system through higher grants 
and in the interest of economy we 
wanted to take advantage of these 
payments. 

“Why was an attempt made to sell 
this idea to Ops, Mariposa and parts 
of Fenelon and Verulam? The at- 
tempt was ntade because we realiz- 
ed that a school was absolutely nec- 
essary and that if we went !t alone, 
it could cost the Lindsay rate pay- 
ers hundreds of thousands of dol- 


Jars. We did the next best thing. We | 


tried selling the idea to the adjoin- 
ing municipalities. They would have 
no part of it. Ops flatly refused. 

“At a special meeting of the Town 
Council held on May 17th, 1950, and 
which minutes were approved at the 
meeting of our Lindsay Council on 


June 5th, a motion was passed ask- | 


ing the County of Victoria to estab- 
lish a High School District and on 


behalf of the Council the request | 


in triplicate was forwarded to Mr. 
E. ©. Anderson, Public School In-

“At the meeting on May 17th, the 
Council of the Town of Lindsay 
also agreed to make an additional 
payment to the Area of a sum equi- 
valent to one mill on the County 
equalized assessment for the Town. 

“This motion read as follows: 
‘That the Town of Lindsay enter 
an enlarged School Area as outlined 
‘hy Mr. Forman, comprising the 
town of Lindsay, the Townships of 
Mariposa and Ops and parts of the 
Townships of Fenelon and Verulam 
and ts prepared’to assume as an ad- 
ditional cost for the Town of Lind- 
say of a sum equal to one mill on 
the equalized County assessment,’ 

“This motion did not imply that 
Lindsay would enter the Area for a 
limited time of one year only. Re-

“This motion was circularized to 
all interested municipalities and 
many meetings were held. The prob- 
Jem was serious. It looked as if 
Lindsay would have to go It alone. 
All possible ways Were explored be- 
fore the municipalities concerned 
agreed to enter the School Area and | 
share the cost of the new building, 
but they agreed and incorporated 
the Lindsay motion into thelr mo- 
tion. Thus Ops, which due to its 
geographical location was the key 
to the High Schoo] Area, agreed 
to come in and a District High 
School became a possibility. There 
were certain advantages and dis- 
advantages to both sides with this 
arrangement. 

“From the outside municipalities 
viewpoint, thier children were given 
education equal to the town's child- 
ren. That was not possible before 
due to smaller schools, smaller staffs 
and less choice of subjects. To off- 
set this, they agreed to close their 
schools in Little Britain, Woodville 
and Bobcaygeon, thus their children 
had to travel many miles each way 
each day to take advantage of this 
new opportunity, Some of these 
children are on the road at 7.30 or 
earlier each morning, arriving home 
at six o'clock in the evening 
leaving and arriving home in the 
dark. Despite some apparent disad- 
vantages these people are anxious 
that their children be given every 
opportunity to receive the best that 
our education system has to offer 
and are satisfieq that the High 
School Area is the best means by 
which this can be accomplished. 

“We in Lindsay obtained a badly 
needed wing to the school, saving 
our’ taxpayers considerable money 
and we also retained a payroll of 
over $100,000 per year, most of which 
is spent in Lindsay plus the looking 
after of the daily needs of the pup- 
ils and sometimes their families. To 
offset this, we pledged ourselves to 


the Area of a sum equivalent to one 
mill on the County equalized as- 
sessment for the Town and relin- 
quish control of the School to the 
County. Does this not seem like a 
reasonable contribution for the 
benefits the Town is deriving? 

“This one mill or grant was paid 
in 1951 and amounted to $5,076.00 
In 1952 the one mill was paid and 
amounted to $5,276.78. 

“Tn 1953 this amounted to $6,132.- 
81, of which $1,713.15 was paid and 
the balance of $4,419.72 has not | 
been paid to date, but, gentlemen, | 
part of the one mill has already 
been paid. Woulg this not indicate | 
an acknowledgement of obligation 
under the original agreement? The

several changes have taken place. 
(1) The Area has been enlarged 


townships.

Prepare the soil by spading or 
plowing, rake it smooth, and de- 
cide on the layout of rows, 
Stretch the line which marks the 
first row. On each side of this 
line two or three inches away 
make a shallow trench with the 
corner of the hoe blade, say three 
inches deep. Then sprinkle plant 
food in these trenches, using two 
pounds per 100 feet of row, in 
each trench, Cover with soil, and 
procede to make the seed drill 
and sow seed, midway between 
the fertilizer trenches.

We went | 
to them for advice. On March 24th, 
1953 we were advised--"That the | 


| council concurs in the attitude of |

town of Lindsay for the extra one 
mill to be paid for secondary edu- 
cation as agreed upon when the! 
area was formed”. We have no al- | 
ternative but to collect the balance. |

“What are the provisions? Under | 
section 50, subsection 5 of the High | 
School Act, it states clearly and I | 
quote from the Act, 

“Where the council of one of the 
Municipalties is of the opinion that 
the division of lability In accord= 
ance with subsections 1 to 4, im- 
poses an undue burden on the rate 
payers of the Municipality or part

“This has not been 
done. No application has been

, THE “EXTRA MILL” LINDSAY 
HAS REFUSED TO PAY TOWARD 
MAINTAINING THE H.S. AREA 

Nothing in recent years has focussed the attention 
of the rest of Victoria County on the Town of Lindsay 
quite so much as the town’s refusal to pay the “extra 
mill” toward maintenance of the District High School 
Area, Virtually every municipality has protested the 
town’s decision to refuse payment of the extra mill for 
1953 and it would appear that the outside municipalities 
and the town both have reasons for protesting and re- 
fusing to pay, respectively. On the other hand it also 
appears that both the protests and the refusal to pay 
have, up to the present time, been too strong and too 
adamant, respectively. 

When the High School Area Was first formed, fol- 
lowing written application for same by Lindsay Council 
of 1950, it was agreed by the Council of that day to 
assume an additional maintenance cost of one mill on 
the basis of Lindsay's equalized county assessment. 
The area at that time was defined to include all or parts 
of the following municipalities: Lindsay (town), Ops, 
Mariposa, Verulam and Fenelon townships. In the 
three years that followed, during which Lindsay paid 
the agreed “extra mill” for two of these years, the extent 
of the area was enlarged to include much more of Vic- 
toria County, a corner of Durham County, plus another 
enlarged high schoo] at Fenelon Falls. In the same 
period. Lindsay's municipal assessment climbed rap- 
idly and its county equalized assessment therefore rose 
proportionately, so that Lindsay was paying a much 
larger additional sum than the “extra mill” originally 
agreed to represented in the beginning. This naturally 
caused the town some concern and Council of 1954 
flatly refused to pay the extra mill owing for 1953 and 
based its refusal primarily on the grounds that the 
original agreement was null and void. 

The facts as they now appear would seem to indicate 
that Lindsay is justified in seeking a new agreement 
with the High School Area Board in order that its 
share of the cost of the enlarged high school area be 
kept within reasonable limits. However, it is also in- 
dicated that a point-blank refusal to pay an obligation 
incurred by a previous council is not the answer. The 
situation calls for some give and take on both sides in 
an effort to reach an “amicable and fair” agreement. 
No lawsuit is likely to achieve this, but there is reason 
to believe that a consultation between the Board and 
Lindsay's Council would resolve the problem. If it 
should develop that no settlement could be reached be- 
tween the two parties, there is still the privilege of re- 
sorting to arbitration which, while it would not be as 
costly as a lawsuit, would still entail some costs 

In view of these things is there not a clear-cut re- 
sponsibility on the part of both Lindsay’s Council and 
the High School Area Board to save as many taxpayers’ 
dollars as possible by avoiding either course of action 
until all other avenues of settlement have been gone 
over? And, isn’t it likely that if the matter goes to 
costly litigation whichever side wins will perhaps be the 
butt of considerable criticism if their gain is only a 
fraction of the costs entailed in getting it? 

As things now stand the High School Area Board, 
being fairly disposed, cannot fail to recognize that the 
original agreement between town and outside munici- 
palities has been virtually wiped out by changed condi- 
tions and therefore some fresh arrangement should be 
drafted. Lindsay on the other hand must feel impelled 
to recognize that there was a moral obligation incurred 
when the town first entered the high school area which 
should not be lightly dismissed. 

If there is a lesson to be learned by the situation 
now at hand, it ceuld conceivably be that agreements 
between town and county should be subjected to annual 
review and negotiation. And that their terms should be 
written into a witnessed contract. 


SAFETY INCARS... 

The other night an article appeared in one of the 
papers telling of a member of the Ontario legislature's 
feelings in the matter of cars and safety on the roads. 
He suggested that manufacturers should be required by 
law to equip all cars with governors which made possible 
a maximum speed of 60 miles per hour. “The Post” ad- 
vanced a similar suggestion a few weeks ago and it is 
satisfying to note that there are others who share the 
view that cars are capable of going at speeds. faster 
than the average individual is safe to drive them. 
The staggering toll of dead and injured which is result- 
ing from highway travel is all the evidence that is 
needed to confirm this belief and more evidence than 
should be required to prompt authorities to take ade- 
quate action to curb the trend. 

There is a growing feeling among many people 
that car manufacturers have an obligation to the motor- 
ing public to do more than they have been in the inter- 
ests of safety. One very good idea which was advanced 
the other day suggested that entire cars be surrounded 
by a band of thick rubber or other shock-absorbing 
material so that a head-on collision would produce a 
bounce instead of a crash. Still another suggestion 
concerned the interior construction of cars and advo- 
cated a foam rubber, or similar cushioning panel across 
the top to break the force of impact in an upset. More 
adequate protection across the dashboard area was also 
recommended, plus general construction improvements 
which would get away from the “sardine can” features 
found in many cars today. 

There is great need for improvement in automobile 
safety and great should be the acclaim of any manu- 
facturer who takes the initiative in pioneering some 
much-needed safety features. As for the need for goy- 
erning the speed of cars by automatic controls, there 
is a very definite case to be considered by provincial and 
federa] authorities.

INCENTIVES COMING UP 

“When your neighbor loses his job, that’s a reces- 
sion; when you lose your own job, that’s a depression.” 
By this yardstick there are now 3,000,000 “depressions” 
in the United States, according to latest figures on un- 
employment. But there is no depression in the usual 
sense of the word, and wide confidence among econom- 
ists that there will be none. 

Indeed, there have been several spurts of new 
activity in the last week. Moreover, there are addi- 
tional indications that incentives to consumer buying— 
both official and non official incentives—are coming up. 
In Congress increasing pressures are developing for 
further tax cuts. 

ven the promise of more money left in consumers’ 
hands after taxes are collected is a potential spur to 
better business. But the larger incentives are not 
promises. They don't depend on official action. They 
are already here—in the shape of price cuts. Here is 
the best, the most effective, the most widely stimulating 
kind of antidepression measure. For price cuts, avail- 
able to all, provide broader incentives than could a tax 
cut here, a wage increase there. . 

Price cutting is one of the saving graces of flexibil- 
ity in a free enterprise system. It is applied more or 
less voluntarily by individual businessmen themselves. 
So far price cuts are spotty. Indeed, in averages back 
at the wholesale level they are not visible. But in the 
retail field either price cuts or better goods for the same 
prices are clearly taking effect in several lines. 

In many areas the prices of old houses are down 
from 5 to 15 per cent. Mor weeks automobile dealers 
have been making better allowances on trade-ins or 
shading prices to foster sales. Retailers are trying to 
move high inventories of durable goods, such as wash- 
ers, television sets, and other appliances by slicing up to 
20 per cent off 1953 prices. Husbands may not believe 
it, but women’s clothes are already cheaper. So are 
phonograph records and automobile batteries. 

Delayed rises in rents and some services have pre- 
vented cuts in prices showing so far in any marked 
change in the cost of living indexes. But the trend ap- 
pears unmistakable. At the same time most price cuts 
have not been made in a way to suggest a “panic” drop 
or to encourage buyers to hold off for bargains big 
enough to justify long waiting. 

Public awareness that governmental action will 
almost surely be taken to head off a depression further 
removes any temptation for a “buyers’ strike.” It also 
reassures producers and investors. President Hisen- 
hower’s promise to move boldly if March figures show a 
continuing decline is good insurance against psycholog- 
ical factors which could produce such a decline. 

It would be foolish to assume that the American 
economy is “out of the woods.” The chief economist 
of the conseryative National Industrial Conference 


sion.” There is danger that forces making for rigidity 
in prices and wages may too long resist readjustments. 
The need for more vision and more courageous action 
to make reductions is very great. But awareness of 
this danger of rigidity and visible moves to meet it are 
on the increase. Indeed, there is reason to hope that 


sight will prove sufficient to turn the tide. 


$1 TO FISH 

What's a dollar to a fisherman? The Department 
of Lands and Forests presumes that it is nothing much. 
It recommends in the White Paper tabled this week in 
the Ontario Legislature that a one-dollar seasonal fee 
be charged to residents of the Province if they fish. 
Since there are hundreds of thousands of fishermen in 
Ontario, a tidy sum could be got to help pay the bills of 
the Department resulting from its attempt to restock 
the Jakes and rivers. The fishermen benefit; they 
should pay. That is the argument. 


It is sound enough, from one angle. But as & 
matter of principle it does not appeal to us. Have to 
pay for the right to hold a rod over a pond? And what 


about the barefoot boy with cheek of tan and a can of 
worms? And the ladies who of a lazy summer after- 
noon like to dangle a hook with one hand and a roman- 
tic novel with the other; or who merely go out in the 
boat with their husbands under protest, an extra line 
for the fish-hungry fellow? To tax fishing seems an 
interference with an inherited right. Tax outsiders, 

yes, but these are our waters.

Is it the majority of fishermen—the people who 
would pay the majority of the dollars in tax—who de- 
plete the lakes and rivers? What about these people 
who live all year round by the lakes and rivers, fish 
whenever they take the notion and the game inspector 
is not around, and who would be hard to find, anyway, 
when it came time to collect the $1 licence fee? As for 
the cost of re-stocking, perhaps developing science in 
managing fishing waters will produce better results at 
less cost. And stricter adherence to fishing regula- 
tions, seasonal limits, maximum catches, minimum 
lengths, will do more than any $1 tax would to preserve 
the fish.

Our final question: How is the $1 tax going to be 
collected? What army of snoopers and inspectors will 
have to be paid to catch the unlicensed occasional 

Sunday fisher? Would the resident fish licence not be 
even harder to collect fairly and squarely than the old 
yadio licence fee, which long before it was abolished 
was a public joke and a maker of law-evaders by the 
million. At least most radio sets were stationary, and 
up and down immovable streets. Who is going to ex- 
amine the credentials of the floating four hundred 
thousand fishermen who drop a line here, there and 
everywhere? —Peterborough Examiner.

Mr. Reginald G. Geen, co-found- 
er and provincial president of the 
ORMTA, spoke to the members of 
the early history of the Association 
ang the essential part it plays in 
the musical life of the province, as 
well as the benefits accruing from | 
it to the individual members and 
their studente. 

The following address of interest 
to teachers, parents and students 
was delivered by Mr. Geen at a 
meeting of the Association’ held 
recently in London, Ontario: 

“Seventy-five per cent of prac- 
tice time spent by the average mu- 
sic student is wasted,” Reginald G. 
Geen, provincial president of the” 
Registered Music Teachers’ Associ- | 
ation of Ontario and dean of adju- 
dicators and examiners, charged. 

He was speaking to the teachers 
parents and pupils at an open 
meeting sponsored by the London 
branch ORMTA in the William Me- 


Practice. He emphasized that con- 
temporary life, which makes s0 
many demands on a child's life be- 
cause of present-day amusements 
and facilities, requires music prac- 
tice that will not ‘fritter away time.’ 

“Many children, told by their 
parents to ‘go in and get your half- 
hour in at the piano,’ practice er- 
tors and think that if they play the 
piece often enough wrongly they'll 
play it rightly.” Mr. Geen declared. 
“They might far better be outside 
playing hockey!” he exclaimed. A 
child must practise with his mind 
he must hear what he plays -- and 
if he does, he will get the piece 
right. Parents should say, ‘Johnnie, 
play this line correctly before you 
Bo out and play.’ He may do it in 
10 minutes, but that is far better 
than a half-hour of practising er- 
rors,” the speaker emphasized. 

Mr. Green had a test for the more 
experienced student to prove he had 
practised with his mind. "Study a 
Bach Fugue for a week and then 
close the book ang try and play it 
from memory. That is a real test.” 

The speaker deplored the attitude 
of some schoolteachers who speak 
of a child not having sufficient 


spends so much time practising 


of collegiate students with such a 
teacher and showing that the top 
school pupils also were ‘music stu- 
dents. And statistics have shown 
that the top men in British univer- 
sities have been music students. 
“Music study is splendid training 
ground for students,” he concluded. 

“Fondness for children and the 
ability to be patient with them were 
put at the top of the list as require- 
ments for the ideal music teacher 
by Mr. Geen. Next comes ability as a 
musician, he believed. And he urged 
| that teachers take an interest in 
the whole life of the child. But once 
a choice has been made by a parent, 
woe betide the parent who criti- 
cizes the teacher to the pupil, the 
speaker pointed out. “If you disa- 
gree with the teacher, go to him and 
‘have it out with him. But don’t do 
your criticizing in front of the 
child.” 

Speaking as a teacher, examiner 
and adjudicator, Mr. Geen went 
on to certain details of practising 
the importance of scales and 
finger exercises to develop the mus- 
cles 80 that the hands and wrists 
are capable of the work they must 
do, proper pedalling and exercises 
to get it right, accent. “Pupils 
should understand why they are 
required to do the exercises and 
scales,” he emphasized, “otherwise 
they think they are merely uninter- 
esting tasks that can be sslipped 
over.”

Sides Of “Extra Mill’ Case Reviewed 


Fulton Advises 


Without Legal Proceedings, 
Suggests Compromise Practical 


A discussion lasting about two 


and one-half hours took place | 


Wédnesday night between Lindsay 
representatives on the High School 
Area Board and representatives of | 
Lindsay’s 1954 Council. The con-— 
ference was called by Mayor A. E. 
Hick to further consider disposi- | 
tion of the issue concerning the 
“extra mill” to the High School 


Area Board for 1953 which Lind- | 


say's 1954 Council has declined to 
pay and which the High. School 


Area Board ,contends Is owing to) 


it. As a result of the meeting 
Mayor Hick has agreed to submit to 
his Council a proposal arrived at 
towards the end of the meeting 
which suggested that the lawyer for 
the Town and the lawyer for 
the area Board get together and 
talk the matter over, later report- 
ing their findings to their respect- 
ive groups. 

The proposal was advanced by 
Mr. J. W. Deyell, and Mr. Fulton 
recalled previous occasions when 
he had consulted with opposing 
counsel on cases involving threat- 
ened costly litigation to the ad- 
vantage of all concerned. Mr. Ful- 
ton observed that all discussions 
at this meeting were “without prej- 
udice” and observed that neither 
party would be obliged to abide by 
their reports or recommendations. 
should the lawyers confer. 

The High School Area Board 
bases its claim to extra com- 
pensation, amounting to the 
equivalent of one mill on the 
basis of Victoria County’s equal- 
ized assessment of Lindsay, on a 
resolution passed by Lindsay’s 
1950 Council which was unani- 
mously approved, indicating Lind- 
say’s preparedness to enter the 
High School area and assume ex- 
tra liability amounting to one 
mill on the basis of the County’s 
equalized assessment at that time. 

The Town of Lindsay, through 

its 1954 Council, has refused to 
meet the Board’s 1953 demand for 
payment of the extra mill on the 


grounds that the whole situation 


has changed since that time, citing 
that (a) the area has been enlarged 
to include many more municipali- 
ties, (b) the eounty’s equalized as- 


sessment of Lindsay has steadily in- | 
(c) | 


creased since. that time and 
it questioned the legality of the 
commitment by the 1950 council. 
At the outset of the meeting Mr. 
Fulton reviewed minutes of the 
council meeting at which the reso- 
lution was passed and communi- 
cations relative thereto between the 
town and county. He read a let-| 
ter from the Town Clerk to the 
High School inspector advising of | 
the resolution passed and making 
application for the formation of a 
High School Area and agreement to | 
make an additional payment of one | 
mill towards its cost, the area being | 
then defined to include Lindsay, 
(town), Ops, Verulam, Fenelon and | 
Mariposa Townships (in whole or 
parts thereof), He observed that 


according to Section 259, of the | 


Ontario Municipal Act, a bylaw was 
necessary to make such an agree- 
ment binding and that, such 2 
bylaw, wasn’t passed. “Legally, the 
agreement 1s not worth a hoot in 
my opinion,” he declared. Mr.

(2) When it was announced 
Lindsay wasn't going to pay it

Lindsay's membership represented 
only 5 out of 21; 

(4) That a motion had already

this up to talk matters over with 
| the Mayor and Mr. Fulton.” 

Mayor Hick noted that the Lind- 
say motion defined the area con- 
| cerned, 

Mr. Fulton pointed out that 
Lindsay entered the agreement be- 
lieving they were saving money, not 
paying more. He noted that further 
additions to the area had been 
made in 1950 and again in 
1951, bringing the town into a 
whole county deal, making a new 
thing—so Lindsay wouldn’t be pay- 
ing as originally intended. He 
further cited the formation of a) 
high school at Fenelon—whereas | 
Lindsay thought there was just 
going to be one school. 

Claims No Protest Made 

Mr. Forman maintained that 
Lindsay was well represented at 
County Council when these changes 
were made and no protests were 
registered. 

Mayor Hick contended they were 
questioned and that these changes 
were considered when the 1954 
council refused payment of the extra 
mill for 1953.

Mr. Fulton cited increased trans- 
portation costs arising from area | 
enlargement and Lindsay’s in- |

Arbitration Talked 

The question of taking the matter 
to arbitration was raised at this 
point and for a time it appeared 
i this might evolve.

vided for an arbitration hearing 
| if a municipality felt its contribu- 
| tion to the area was out of line.

Still later in the meeting Mr. 
Gerard Connolly, separate school 
representative on the Board, read 
a statement reviewing the case at 
hand in which he presented a 
resume of facts leading up to the 
present discussion.

Profits from your own vegeta- 
ble plot are not measured in 
money alone. The whole fam- 
ily shares in them, the pay-off 
being better appetites and conse- 
quently improved health. 

The sun-tan which mother and 
children may acquire in the easy 
cultivation of a small garden 
should not be compared with the 
temporary kind expensively ac- 
quired in two weeks at the 
beach, 

Gardeners, young and old, en- 
joy all-season tan, with all the 
benefits that come from ar 
abundance of vitamin D. 

The work of caring for a veg- 
etable garden is not difficult. 
After the’ ground has been 
spaded, no task involves more 
muscle than sweeping the floor. 
Modern methods of cultivating 
stir the soil no deeper than one 
inch. Adequate fertilization in- 
creases yield and quality, so 
that a small area gives a big 
harvest. 

Experiments have demon- 
strated that all the vegetables 
needed by a family can be grown, 
in soil of average fertility, in less 
time than it takes to shop for 
them, and of higher quality than 
could be purchased. 

An average garden plot for a 
family of four is 1,000 square 
feet. There is a wide latitude in 
the choice of vegetables to grow. 


Vegetable Plot Pays Big 
Bonus in Delicious Food

The heaviest yield can be ob- 
tained from what the research 
men call “efficient” vegetables, 
which give the most food from 
the least land. 

Heaviest yield can be obtained 
from vegetables of which we eat 
the leaves. These include the 
“greens’’ which are cooked, and 
the salad leaves, which are eaten 
raw. These are the “‘green, leaty 
foods"? which are so rich in vita- 
mins. 

Next in food production are 
vegetables of which we eat the 
roots, stems, or seed pods. Beets, 
carrots, parsnips, broccoli, snap 
beans, turnips and onions all give 
heavy yields, are rich in calorie 
value, vitamins and minerals. 

Don't discard any of these on 
the theory that you do not like 
them, unless you have eaten 
them when half grown, fresh 
from the garden. 

Vegetables which give the low- 
est return in food value for the 
space they occupy are those of 
which we eat the seed or fruits, 
such as melons, cucumbers, 
squash, sweet corn, peas and 
lima beans. But if you can grow 
these on stakes, trellises or 
fences, thus exploiting the air 
rights of your garden area, you 
can afford these luxury crops 
even in a small garden. 

Tomatoes should be grown in 
every garden, pruned and staked 
preferably, so they take up no 
more soil space than carrots, yet 
yield abundantly over a long sea- 
Son. Cucumbers, melons, and 
pole lima beans are all good 


crops for training on a garden 
fence, where they yield well.

| No agreement was reached Tues- 
day night between the Lindsay Hy- 
dro Commission and the represen- 
(tatives of the Union of its operat- 
ing employees. In a meeting which 
lasted over four hours, the Union 
representatives turned down the 
proposals as set out by Commission- 
er Reg. Cozens. 

As spokesman, Mr. Cozens offered 
recognition of Local No. 31 Nation- 
al Union of Public Service Employ- 
eeSas the bargaining agent for 
the operating employees of the 
Lindsay Hydro Commission, ex- 
cepting the foreman, and a signed 
agreement to that effect, incorpor- 
ating the following: 

(1) Across the board increase of 
12% ‘per cent on the present wage 
scale. 

(2) Reduction in the work week 
from present 45 to 422 hours, ona 
five-day week. - 


(3) Supplying of work gloves. 

(4) Increase in the standby pay 
(for night troublemen) from $1.00 
to $1.40 per day. Increase in stand- 
by pay to substation operators of 
50 per cent of the above rate (sub- 
station men only on standby half 
as long as other men). 

The Hydro manager also said that 
the Commission offered an increase 
in sick pay allowance accumulative 
to 12 weeks instead of the present 
nine weeks. 

This morning, Manager Jack 
Lightbody said that the Union com- 
mittee felt that they couldn't go 
back and recommend the Commis- 
sion proposals, as set out by Com- 
missioner Cozens, to the operating 
employees. 

(The Post” was told earlier this 
week that the average increase 
‘being asked by the men is “about 
25 per cent or better” of their 
yearly wage. It was pointed out, 
however, that there are different 
(wage) categories and the per- 
centage would vary somewhat in 
each case. As as example, though, 
a man who may be earning $1.44 per 
hour now, “The Post” learned, was 
asking $1.81.) 

Mr. Lightbody said that the 
reason given at Tuesday’s meeting 
‘by the Union representatives for 
turning down the Commission pro- 
posals was that the wage increases 
were not as high as the employees 
wished. Other benefits such as me- 
dical insurance, Blue Cross, and 
smocks and overalls, were mention- 
ed, beside the higher wage demands. 

He said today that the Commis- 
sion feels that the stated proposals 
are “as far as they dare go” be- 
cause they feel that they must 
consider the Hydro consumers here, 
“who have to pay the bills”. »¢ 

At the last meeting between the 
two groups, Union and Commission, 
the three points of contention that 
stopped negotiation at that time 
were Union security (a closed shop 
and a check-off), certain wage de- 
mands, and Union recognition. The 
last point, recognition, was granted 
Tuesday evening, but the Commis- 
sion refused the first two, as set 
out by the Union. 

Asked by “The Post” what the 
1214 per cent increase, if accepted, 
would have ‘meant in dollars and 
cents per year, Manager Lightbody 
sald approximately $7,000. 

In discussing present salaries of 
the Hydro Operating employees, 
“The Post” was told that in 1953 the 
men who receive top pay got ap- 
proximately between $3,400 and 
$3,700 per year. The lowest paid 
man, at 97¢ an hour, “The Post” 
was told, would, if he worked 
a full year, have made about $2,260. 
in 1953. Tf the 1214 per cent had 
been accepted he would eam this 
year about $2,550. (The payroll’ of 
the Hydro, for an employees, is 
semi-monthly and amounted last 
year to about $2,000 per pay.)

King Edward VI, were sayeq bY 
Mrs. Ross Moss, grandmother of 
Maxwell Moss, his sister, Mrs. F 
mary, Goff, both local resi 
and their brother, Glen Moss, w] 
lives in California. A Toronto sta 
dealer, J. N. Sissons, paid $7,500. 
the stamps. 

Three sheets, two sheets of 100 
| fifty cent stamps, and one with ten 
removed, made philatelic history. 
Some of the world’s leading stamp 
books will have to be revised, in- 
cluding that of Toronto expert Fred 
Jarrett who was known to have 28 
of the purple stamps, the largest 
number known in existence. 

The total face value of the stamps 
is only $199 (two 50 cent stamps are 
missing) but the Mosses lost $500 
by just tearing off ten from the 
100 stamp sheet to show other 
dealers. The three perfect sheets 
woul have brought them $8,000. 

The Edward VII issue was recall- 
ed to Ottawa when the king died in 
1912 to be replaced by stamps of 
George V.

Board said “Town Planning” was 
born of the rapid expansion of 
nearly every community which fol- 

| loweg World War IT for the welfare | 
of the community Continuing the 
| spokesman said that “the Provincial 
government faced this need by es- | 
tablishing a new department to| 
control the development of any| 
community. This department is 
known as the Department of Plan- 
ning and Development.” 

“The object of town planning is 
to determine what, in all circum-| 
stances in the best pattern of future 
development for any community, or 
to plan for the geueral welfare of 
any community. Town planning in- 
volves three phases; First, the ga- 
thering of information; Second, the 
analysis and interpretation; and 
Third, the projection of proposals 
for action. 

“Town planning enabling Acts”, 
said the spokesman, “have been pas- 
sed by all Provinces in Canada with 
the exception of Quebec’ where 
town plans may be adopted by spe- 
cial Act of the Quebec government 
| or through specific provisions in 
City Charters, In the majority of 
enabling Acts the objective of town 
| planning is stated to be an ordered 
| development of the town involving: 
(1) The preparation of a master 
| plan for ordered development. This 
| 1s called the Official Plan; (2) The | 
| control] of the uses of land and} 
building, throughout defined areas 
of the town, This is known as Zon- 
| ing; (3) The control of the sub- 
division of new areas for develop- 
| men; (4) The establishment of a 
| system of streets and roads for ef- | 
| ficient traffic flow; (5) A program 
for the developments of parks, 
| playgrounds and other public ser- 
| vices such as water, sewage, schools, 
| fire and police protection etc. 
“A plan may be made for a single 
| municipality or in certain provinces 
for a group of municipalities. Usually

Date Back To Socrates’ Time, 


Lindsay's B & P 


“Free enterprise had its enemies 
as long ago as the time of Socrates; 
it has survived because of its 
strong appeal to average people,” 
Miss Nazla I. Dane, of Toronto, 
told a meeting of the Lindsay Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Club 
at their International Night ban- 
quet on Monday. 2 

Miss Dane, who is In charge of 
the women's division and educa- 
tional division of the Canadian 
Life Insurance Officers Association, 
spoke on “Three R's for Women,” 
their rights, responsibilities and re- 
wards, 

Pointing to the strides that wo- 
men have made in winning e- 
quality, Miss Dane warmed that 
Tights of all free peoples must be 
jealously guarded against encroach- 


ing socialism. 

“We must guard most jealously 
our freedom of choice; the right to 
move freely about the country, take 
the king of job we will be happy 
in, and the right to change that 
work if we are not happy in it. We 
must guard the right to gain for 
ourselves the things we want most,” 
She said. f 

People have a eonfused idea of 
what capitalism and socialism are, 
she said, pointing ont that those 


who believe in capitalism and free 
enterprise are diffident in speaking i 


in defense of their system while 
socialists and communists are very 
vocal. s 

“This is not the first time I have 
talked about the problem of teach- 
ing socialism for what it is and not 
for its idealism,” Miss Dane said 
She quoted from a teacher's letter 
in which he describeq the applica- 
tion of socialist doctrine -- from 
each according to his ability ana 
to each according to his need — 
to pupils in his class. . 

“He suggested that he take the 
marks obtained by each student in 
any test and pool them’ s0 that the: 
average would be a passing grade,” 
Miss Dane said. “The students 
quickly figured out that if those 
with high marks couldn't keep them 
for themselves they would soon lose 
the incentive to do well.” 

From that point it was easy to 
explain that if you take away the 
incentive under a socialist-com- 
munist system, the standard of 
living falls and regimentation by 
government is necessary to keep 
things going, Miss Dane said. 

“JT don’t think I have ever come 
across a More reasonable method 
of setting out the problem and 
showing the weakness of the social- 
ist-communist system,” she, said. 
Urging women to take & more ac- 
tive interest in public affairs, Miss 
Dane pointed to the important 
position women hold in the coun- 
try. 

“Do you know that over a million 
women draw paychecks in Canada? 


That women spend 85 cents out of 
every retail dollar?” She pointed 
to life insurance records showing 
that women have purchased more 
than 10 percent of all life insurance 
solq in Canada today. 

“This gives me great comfort,” 
she said. “We hear so much about 
letting the government do things 
for us. I have nothing against the 
government making a basic provi~ 
sion for my old age but I want to 
make further provision for my later 
years so that I may have what 1 
want for myself.” 

Returning to the question of free 
enterprise, Miss Dane said that in 
her own business, life insurance, 
the top executives had come from 
modest homes and had risen the 
hard way. 

“Through their own efforts and 
abilities they have reached posi-

A prominent surgeon recently re- 
marked that now that he was in 
his seventies, he might expect to 
develop arthritis and othef body dis- 
turbances that seem to go with old 
age. He was still doing major oper- 
ations almost daily and felt that the 
pain in his back was arthritis of the 
joints of the spine because he was 
standing so much for a man of his 
age. He believed however, fhat his 
heart was normal for his age. 


warning us that we do not have to 


| endure disease just because we hap- 


pen to be growing older. 

In Archives of Internal Medicine, 
Drs, Harvey Poliokoff and Paul 
Kaufman state that heart disease 
is not an inevitable accompaniment 
of old age. “Even after the age of 
60, most anatomically normal hearts 
function normally, too. Clinical, X- 
ray and electrocardiographic me- 


}thods of study, if critically appraised 


give a fairly accurate differentiation 
between the normal and abnormal 
heart in aging persons,” 

Of 800 consecutive bodies examin- 

ed after death of patients over 60 
years of age, 5 per cent (1 in 20) 
showed no gross evidence of hard- 
ening of the arteries and heart 
muscle or other heart disease. The 
functional, that is the action of the 
heart, was good in all 5 per cent of 
patients Even heart murmurs and 
disturbances of the rhythm of the 
heart, as evidenced by the electro- 
cardiograms of elderly patients, 
may be found in normal useful 
hearts. X-ray findings agree with 
these other findings, the size and 
situation of the heart being normal. 
Most blood pressures were under 150 
systolic and 100 diastolic which are 
the present normal limits as stated 
‘by life insurance companies. High 
blood pressure of any degree is al- 
most always associated with coron- 
ary sclerosis. “These patients who 
do not suffer or die of heart disease 
die mostly of malignant growths 
“‘cancer), cerebral accidents (apo- 
plexy) or kidney ailments. 
' Other obseryations seen in per- 
sons with normally aging hearts are 
dilated veins, increased pressure of 
the veins in the absence of heart 
failure, and famt heart sounds be- 
cause of senile (old) changes in the 
heart muscle. 

“Fever or emotional stress may 
| make changes in the sounds of the 
heart which sounds would be normal 
if emotional disturbances were not 
present.” x 

As we grow older we should not 
feel that we should expect to de- 
velop heart disease Even if you 
notice some changes in and about 
the heart --pain in chest, extra 
heartbeat or murmurs --it doesn’t 
mean that you have organs heart 
disease. 

Your family snpsteise is quite 
capable of telling you whether ‘or 
not your heart is normal. Should 
he have any doubt or if he wishes 
to reassure you he may refer you to 
a heart specialist who with his 
experience and equipment will give 
the reassurance necessary for your 
sake ang also for the sake of your 
physician, 


One Cause of Cancer of the Luts 


cer of the lungs was not discovered 
because, like some other types of 
cancer, there was not much in 
the way of early symptonis to give 
any clue. In fact. one textbook gave 
only one symptom, that was a pe- 
cullar type of wheeze when the 
patient breathed air out of his lungs. 
However, when research physicians 
have examined thousands of cases of 
lung cancer they are sure to come 
across some symptoms. 

In the diagnostic section of Post- | 
graduate Medicine Drs. Samuel A. 
Leader and Robert J. Borgerson out- 
line some of the first symptoms of 
primary or early cancer of the lungs. |

first symptoms of primary cancer | 
of the lung may be due fo metastases 
(disease carried from oMe organ to} 
another In no way connected with | 
one another.)

of 2,000 cases diagnosed as primary 
cancer of the lung at the Hines

Of the 447 cases that could not 
be diagnosed definitely as cancer, 
there were ten only with proven 
eancer, 2 of which were due to me- 
tastasis, 

Many of the remaining 435 cases 
had negative biopsies. The rest, 
about half of the 435, had no biopsy 
for one reason or another; that is, 
some patients refused permission for 
biopsy, in others biopsy could not be 
obtained. 

First the bone metastases were 
analyzed. There were 346 in all. 
These were divided into 2 general 
groups: (A) in which the bone 
disturbance was established by au- 
topsy or biopsy, and (B) in which 
the bone symptoms were demon- 
strated only by X-ray or without 
clinical findings) However, in this 
group the presence of cancer was 
confirmed by autopsy or biopsy in 
all but 46 cases. Thus, the 346 bone 
metastases constituted 173 per cent 
of our 2,000 cases, 

It is generally conceded that the 
actual occurrence of bone metastases 
from primary cancer of the lung 
is considerably greater because the 
X-ray fails to demonstrate the ef- 
fects on bone and the skeleton is 
not examined routinely at autopsy. 

Any bone may be attacked. “In all, 
217 patients or 10.8 per cent of the 
2,000 had cancer symptoms due 
to metastases,” 

From the foregoing! findings 
there is the significant fact that 
there are often no “early” symptoms 
of the lung. In other words, can- 
cer of the lung is to be detected 
when the cure is possible by sur- 
gery, which means that it must be 
found before there are really any 
symptoms. There is, thus, the great 
need of careful search for early 
symptoms of cancer of the lung and 
metastasis as a cause must always 
be kept in mind. 


How Much Sleep Is Needed? ~ 

I have written before of a neigh- 
bor awakening me very early one 
morning, inviting me to go fishing 
with him. As I had other plans for 
the day I had to refuse his ‘invitation 
but asked him why his usual fishing 
companion was not with him. He in- 
formed me that his usual companion 
Was never awake any more when he 
calleq in the morning, in fact slept 
until noon and also slept a part of 
the afternoon Finally his friend re- 
ported this strong desire to sleep 
to his physician, who, looking for 
the commonest causes first, sent him 
to his dentist for an X-ray of his 
teeth. Nearly all his teeth were so 
badly infected that his dentist re- 
moved all of his teeth and put in an 
upper and lower denture -- a com- 
plete set. There was so much in- 
fection in his system that it wasssev- 
eral months before he lost that 
sleepy feeling and was able and 
desirous of going fishing again. 

The question sometimes arises as 


to just how much sleep an adult 
needs but we can readily understand 
that where Infection is present -- 
teeth, tonsils, gums, gallbladder -- 
much more sleep is usually required. 

In a recent article by a research 
physician anq a dentist, they report- 
ed that when the adult was in good 
health, not constipated . and free of 
infection all the sleep’ he needs to 
keep him well, willing and anxious 
to get up in the morning, is about 
seven hours, 
~ While the usual advice is to take 
eight hours sleep at night, it would 
seem that many healthy adults do 
require the eight hours, 

What may be a factor in the need 
of sleep is that many of these 
healthy adults have acquired the 
habit of sleeping eight hours at 
night, believe they feel tired dur- 
ing the day if they do not obtain it. 
Another factor entering into the 
need of sleep is the amount of rest, 
of sitting or lying down, during the 
day. 

One outstanding example of be- 
ing able to keep well and bright 
mentally on just four hours sleep 
is the great inventor Thomas Edi- 
son, However, these four hours were 
entirely without interruption as he'| 
was hard of hearing. Also it is told 
that at times, though keenly inter- 
ested in his inventive work, he would 
lie down on a couch for a long or 
Short period several times a day 

‘The thought then is that while 
our research workers have found 
that seven hours sound sleep is en- 
ough for the average healthy adult, 
habit and infection are tsciatest in 
some cases.

Beaverlodge Experimental Station 
in Alberta. ‘ 

That doesn’t mean that knowledge 
isn't needed and there are several 


things that will contribute to the 
success of the plantation. Spacing, 
planting and pruning methods are 
among them. 

Work at Beaverlodge suggests that 
the best spacing for apple trees ia 
14 to 20 feet each way, depending 
on size at maturity ang the variety 
grown. 

For planting, dig a hole three feet 
in diameter and two feet deep 

Horticulturists’ Advice 

The horticulturists advise you to 
throw away the subsoil, but pile the 
topsoil carefully for packing around 
the roots_ 

If more topsoil i, needed, bring it 
in. Peat moss, if it’s available, will 
help to establish the young tree. It 
shoulg be thoroughly mixed with 
the topsoil, and as much as 50 per 
cent peat moss can be used.

Leaves Omemee 
For California 


In the ourrent issue of the Read- 
er’s Digest there Js an article by 
Robert Thomas Allen. A footnote 
explains that Robert Thomas Al- 
len, Canadian writer whose stories 
Ihave appeared in MacLean's and 
other publications, formerly lved 
in Omemee, Ontario, and now re- 
sides with his family in California. 

‘That statement is amplified in a 
letter which Mrs. Allen wrote to 
their writing friends, the Scots 
Youngs of Omemee. The “Allens 
emigrated only a few weeks ago, 
seeking sun and warmth. They 
have it, at Santa Ana, California, 
34 miles from Los Angeles. High 
temperatures of 85 to 89, average 
now about 75, and evenings coo] 
enough for a top coat, 

A woman real estate agent, native 
of Brantford, found them a house, 
away from the smog and the smell 
of oil wells which clutter the coast. 
Santa Ana (pop. 50,000) is eleven 
miles from the sea. 

The house? “Houses in good 
locations are scarce and we were 
fortunate to get this one. It’s well 
furnished ang has wall to wall car- 
pet in living room, dining room, 
hall and two of the three bedrooms. 
The kitchen and bath are tiled and 
the garden is better than I hoped 
for.” 

The garden? Hear Mrs. Allen's 
description of the garden around 
their pink stucco, Spanish-style 
house: “There's a fish pond in the 
yard with about a dozen goldfish 
in so we can’t starve! There's a 
barbecue pit, too, and fruit trees 
-- orange, lemon, black fig, peach, 
two plum, avacado, nectarine and | 
grapes that grow all around the 
tall fence and help to make the 
yard private.

Anything which renews our interest in the progress 


and development of our children is a good thing. We 
are sometimes so preoccupied with our own problems 
that we fail to take into proper consideration the wel- 
fare of our children either in school or around the home. 
As long as they are into no mischief, we take their pres- 
ence pretty much for granted and pay little attention 
to them other than to make sure they are well fed, 
properly clothed and decently mannered. Some among 
us regrettably may even neglect those things. To these 
people “Education Week” and a Visit to their children’s 
school might bring about a new awareness of the im- 
portance of these young people, the moulding of whose 
lives is the shared responsibility of parents and teachers, 

There are, of course, many other people who have 
always been keenly interested in the activities of their 
children in and out of school . . . people whose interest 
is enduring and who undoubtedly reap many rich re- 
wards as a result of their closeness to their offspring. 
Fortunate indeed are those parents who take time out 
at regular intervals to really get to know their children 
for by so doing they enrich two lives .. - their children's 
and their own.

THERE'S REALLY NO SUCH STREET 

For years now a street running east off Lindsay 
Street has been incorrectly named. It has been 
masquerading as “Kent St. Hast” whereas Kent Street 
is in reality a street which very definitely terminates at 
the intersection of Lindsay St- If it were to continue 
east it would have to pass directly through the building 
known as the Britton block and, since it does not do 
this, how can another street running east.of Lindsay 
Street several feet to the North of Kent St. be accurately 
referred to as “Kent St. East”? 

It was suggested during a meeting of Town 
Council that “east” streets such as Kent, Russell, 
Glenelg, ete., be renamed to avoid confusion for people 
looking for “east-of-the-river’ addresses. The sug- 
gestion was turned down but we believe this decision 
should be reconsidered along with other street name 
complications such as the one mentioned-at the outset 
of this article. Any review of street names might, it 
is suggested, include some consideration for improving 
the name indicators of main arteries, particularly hav- 
ing in mind the need for increased night-time reada- 
bility. Of course it. may be argued in this latter con- 
nection that ‘one can always ask” but how much less. 
complicated to be able to “‘see for yourself”.

Jt reminds us, sadly, of some of the comments 
made by the (beaten) United States tennis players 
about how terribly nasty those big Australian spectators 
all were with their 'orrible cockney accents. It. also 
recalls memories of a time when a (beaten) Russian 
soccer team left the field in indignation, swearing It had 
all-heen a capitalist plot to buy the referees. 

“The facts are fairly simple.

and the team chosen to represent Russia put the puck 


in the Canadian net seven times, According to the rules 
of the game and the object of the exercise this meant 
that Russia beat Canada and, incidentally, won the 
world championship.

OTHERS SAY 


INDIGENT PATIENT DEFICITS 

The Toronto General Hospital has billed the city 
for an amount representing its deficit on indigent pa- 
tients last year. The situation is that $238,072 already 
paid by the city under the statutory rate of contribu- 
tion, plus $228,642 In statutory and supplementary 
grants by the proyince—a total of $466,714—falls short 
by $286,917 of meeting indigent patient costs. This is 
only one of the hospitals that bill the city annually in 
respect of the same thing. With hospital costs rising, 
the gap between income and outgo steadily widens. 

The Ontario Hospital Association in a pamphlet 
just issued presents “The Facts About Hospital Costs.” 
In regard to the indigent patient situation, the facts 
were set forth in the president's address at the conven- 
tion here last October. Mr. Weber said ‘association 


accountants reckoned the average loss on indigents at 


$5 a day. ‘ 

As the OHA points out, there is a heavy financial 
burden on hospitals in those areas “where the municipal 
authorities do not voluntarily assume a larger propor- 
tion of the cost than called for by statute.” Belleville 
is now paying the full rate on indigents. Government 
statistics indicate public ward cost there as $8.60. The 
Belleville Intelligencer suggests that other municipali- 
ties follow this example and end “the iniquitous prac- 
time” of placing part of the burden on the provident. 
The example is unlikely to be followed widely without 
provincial action, and President Weber of the Hospital 
Association is of opinion that “it should not be diffiewlt 
to convince any government” that municipal rates 
should be increased to a point more in keeping with 
costs. 

Toronto is now paying actual operating deficits, 
rather than indigent patient deficits. By this method 
the city has the advantage of hospital profits on paying 


patients and also donations and sundry income. One 


this basis it paid out $475,000 in 1952. Under Bill 80 the 
provisions of the Public Hospitals Act heretofore apply- 
ing to the city became a responsibility of the Metropoli- 
tan Council, but as of what date is not clear. 
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—The Telegram. 


HOW’S YOUR AVERAGE INCOME? 

Because the Department of National Revenue is 
interested in collecting income taxes it is also interested 
in incomes. The figures that come to it give the De- 
partment an opportunity to tot-up how much people 
earn—according to their tax form declarations. We 
have been examining some 1951 tables, just published. 
In that year Peterborough had 12,810 income taxpay- 
ers; they declared an average income of $2,930, and 
they paid on that income a total of $37,500,000. This 
was an average of $211 for the year. f 

On the basis of average income, computed from 
forms, people of Peterborough are far down the list. 
Top average income in cities of Canada was earned by 
Trail and Kimberley—$3,486. A difference is that only 
6,890 people in the two towns paid income tax. Shaw- 
inigan Falls (Que.) is second, average income — of 
8,310 taxpayers being $3,433. Next, surprisingly 
enough, is the city of St. John’s, Newfoundland. The 
average declared income for tax purposes there was 
$3,348. We note, however, that in that city of 53,000 
only 10,700 people paid income tax. Compare this with 
12,810 Peterborough taxpayers out of a total population 
then of 38,272. Incidentally, some Newfoundland 
people are fond of saying, “Look how much tax we pay 
in exchange for the Mederal,subsidies, grants, bonuses 
and the like”. Well, St. John’s is the only Newfound- 
land town in the whole Canadian list of income taxpay- 
ers, and the St. John’s people paid a total of only $3,600,- 
000 in income tax. Peterborough, as¥ we have already 
said, contributed $2,700,000 that year. 

The average income of Torontonian income-tax 
payers was $3,267, of Montreal taxpayers $3,330: But 
Toronto admitted to 434,340 taxpayers, Montreal (a 
larger city) to 362,540. Further, despite the declared 
higher average income of Montrealers, they paid an av- 
erage tax of $357, while Torontonians paid $366. In 
fact, the highest average tax in the country was paid in 
Toronto.. Does that indicate that Torontonians are 
more honest than citizens of other places, or less skil- 
ful in finding tax loopholes?

Premier Frost 


‘The current issue Of “Saturday 
Night” pays tribute extraordinary 
to Premier Leslie M. Frost in a re- 
view of his political career and 
some generalizations on his “per~ 
sonal touch” in matters political | 
Here js what “Saturday Night” has 
to my: 

A Sure Touch 

The Hon. Leslie Miscampbell 
Frost, QC, Premier of Ontario, will 
never win fame as an orator, but 
he has a more valuable political 
gift, that of inspiring trust. This, | 
combined with an unimpeachable 
record in the Provincial Legislature | 
and an instinctive abillty to talk | 
the language of his Province, from | 
Bay Street to Biscotasing, puts him | 
in a class with Louis St. Laurent as | 
his party's biggest vote-getting as- | 
set. For this reason, many Conserva- | 
tives have felt that he could be the | 
man to lead them out of the wil- 
derness in which the national party | 
has wandered for two decades, but | 
he has disclaimed any federal ambi- 
tions and has insisteg that his only | 
wish {ts to “do a good job for On- 
tario” a sentiment that does 
him no harm at all in a provincial 
election. 

His apparent lack of interest in | 
the bright bouble of national lead- | 
ership may be the result of a con- 
tinuing loyalty to George Drew, | 
under whom he served as financial | 
eritic when the Conservatives were | 
in Opposition in Ontario and as 
Provincial Treasurer and Minister | 
of Mines when Drew led the party 
to power. last year’s federal | 
election, however, Mr. Frost and his 
senior officers showed no great 
desire to put the whole weight of 
their powerful provincial organiza- 
tion behind Mr. Drew’s drive to 
capture seats in Ontario. It is quite 
possible, of course, that Mr. Frost 
simply did not want to take the 
chance of committing his forces to 
a battle that was already lost. 

Meanwhile, he continues to han- 
dle provincial affais with a sure 
touch. The closest he has come to 
serious trouble is the current fuss 
about the handling of road con-

tracts in the Fort William area, but | 


these seems to be little chance that 
the Opposition will be able to take 
any rea] advantage of it. The inves- 
tigation was started in the first 
place by the Provincial Govern- 
ment,-a@ special investigator was ap- 
pointed and machinery of prose- 
cution set in motion. The Opposi- 
tion, bewildered by the clean pre- 
cision of the Frost moves, has blun- 
dered about in such fashion that 
by the time the investigation is all 
over, it is likely that the Govern- 
ment will emerge with no loss of 
prestige. 

An effective Frost tactic Is to let 
his opponents talk themselves to 
political death. It won him a tre- 
mendous victory in the 1952 elec- 
tion and it could happen again. For 
example, Albert Wren, MPP for 
Kenora, and an aspirant to the Lib- 
eral leadership, recently suggested 
that Uquor permits were silly and

Made To USA’s 


Mr, Fred Warren, proprietor of 
the variety store In Fenelon Falls 
bearing his name, has written an 
unusually interesting account of his 
visit to Salt Lake Clty during a 
recent trip to southwestern United 
States. 

He writes: “When planning my 
trip to visit my sister and brother- 
in-law, the Jack Mitchell's at Peb- 
ble Beach, Cal., I arranged to stop 
over a day at Salt Lake City, having 
no idea what a treat was in store 
for me. Due to most fortunate cir- 
cumstances, and the great kind- 
ness of Mr. M. F. Black and Mr. 
John Ayre of Denver, Col., Mr. Gus. 
Aydelott and Don McClerry of the 
D and RG RR of Salt Lake City, 
T had the great privilege and pleas- 
ure of seeing, at least, the high- 
lights of this most interesting city. 
Arriving on the Zephyr at 11 p.m., 
I took a taxi to Coveys’ New Am- 
erica 225 room motor lodge, then 
took a walk in the clear mountain 
air after my day’s train ride, be- 
fore retiring. Next morning after 
breakfast in the 350 capacity cof- 
fee shop, Gus turned me over to 
Don, with the station wagon. I 
would like to tell you of our con- 
versation; it was an education for 
me to listen to this intelligent 
young man, who knows so well the 
history of his wonderful city, and 
has the ability to describe it so well. 
However, I will just make a few 
observations on the outstanding 
points of interest of beautiful Salt 
Lake City, with its interesting his- 
torical background of the Mormon 
pioneers and their leader Brigham 
Young, who arrived at the valley 
of the great salt lake, July 24th, 
1847. It is not to be ‘wondered that 
these people welcomed the soft 
contours of the valley, even though 
uncultivated, as the promised land 
of Zion, for its geography includes 
a Dead Sea. a River Jordan, a 
Lake of Galilee and many other 
physical features resembling the 
Holy Land. There, over 100 years 
ago, Brigham Young with his party 
of Mormon pioneers arrived, and 
proclaimed “This is the place”. Ut- 
ah’s centennial is marked by a 
| magnificent “This is the Place” 
monument, designed by one of the 
world’s famous sculptors and cost- 
ing $300,000. iN 

“On July 28th, 1847, Brigham 
Young struck his cane between the 
|forks of a mountain stream and 
| declared, “Here we will build a 
temple to our God.” The ten--acre 
area became dedicated to its pres- 
}ent purpose, and destined to be- 
come one of the world's best known 
ang most visited sites. Within the 
wall of Temple Square stands the 
spired Mormon Temple, which re- 
quired forty years of pioneer labor 
to build; not a single metal nail 
was used in its construction. The 
domed Tabernacle nearby has a 
seating capacity of 8,000; it houses 
the world renowned Tabernacle 
organ, Its doors are open daily at 
11.50 and closed promptly at 12.10 
and remain closed during the entire 
recital which concludes at 12.45. I 
was there on Tuesday, Jan. 19, for 
the recital, Roy M. Darley at the 
organ. The Tabernacle Choir is a 
voluntary unpaig organization with 
a membership of more than 375 
voices. It is famous for its more 
than two decades of weekly nation- 
wide radio broadcasts, and its fre- 
quent concert tours. The organ has 
been in use since 1867 and was 
originally built by pioneer artisans. 
It has been enlarged from time to 
time and is known the world over 
for its excellent tonal qualities. 
Nearby stands the Brigham Young 
monument, a statue to the great re- 
Igious leader and leading figure in 
the forming of the west, The grace- 
ful Sea Gull monument was erected 
in 1913 in grateful remembrance of 
God's mercy to the Mormon plon- 
eers In 1848 when the sea gulls 
saved their crops from a scourge of 
crickets, 

Salt Lake City is the capital of 
the State of Utah; some of its fin- 
est buildings are ecclesiastical and 
some of its most interesting houses 
are the historic ones occupjed by 
Brigham Young and his family. 
Preserved by the “Daughters of the 
Utah Pioneers” on Temple Square 


{s the oldest house standing in Salt 
Lake City. 

“The state capital building is pat- 
terned after the National Capital. 
It is built of Utah granite with its 
dome covered with Utah copper. It 
was finished and formally opened 
to the public on Oct. 9th, 1916. From

We fol- 
low the course of the ore past the 
large copper mills and smelters ‘to 
the shores of Great Salt Lake itself, 
where the water is so buoyant, ‘You 
can't sink"; it covers an area of 
2000 square miles. In every four 
pounds of lake water is one pound 
of solid matter of which 13 oz. are 
common salt. One salt works pro- 
duces from ten to fifteen thousand 
tons of salt per year. 

“Perhaps you will feel like taking 
these ramblings with a ‘pinch of 
salt,” but I have just touched on a 
few of the sights that impressed me. 
and urge you fo go and see this 
and more for yourself. Never have 
1 been in a strange city where those 
you meet were more kind and cour- 
teous; the passer-by smiles natur- 
ally and nods or says “Good-morn- 
ing” as if he meant it, and I belleve 
he does, These people have actually 
made the ‘desert to blossom like 
the rose.’

Bobcats Take 
Over Habitat 
Of Many Lynx 


Toronto Bobcats are taking 
over the habitat of lynx in many 
parts of Ontarlo, the Invasion being 
particularly noticeable in the vicin- 
ity of Sault Ste. Marie, Cockburn 
Island and Manitoulin Island, ac- 
cording to foresters of tihe Ontar- 
io Department of Lands and Forests. 
For some years now, they say, there 
jhas been increasing evidence that 
pobcats are extending their range 
northward into country formerly 
occupied by lynx. 

Lynx, for instance, used to be 
found in the Tweed district in 
Southeastern Ontario but no catch- 
es have been reported for several 
years. Bobcats, instead, are on the 
increase. This winter William Mil- 
jer, of Pakenham, caught one in a 
peaver trap. The lynx Is found in 
the forested areas of Canada and 
the northern U.S., the bobcat gen- 
erally across the continent to the 
south. 

The two animals are difficult to

Heid impractical 


Premier Frost and members of 
Victoria County Council have a- 
greed that the proposed Sir Sam 
Hughe, plan for straightening out 
the rather dangerous portion of the 
Fenelon Falls Highway 35 about 
McLaren's Creek would be impracti- 
cal, 

Much discussion took place about 
what could be done to eliminate the 
curves there, and the matter was 
left finally in the hands of the 
County Safety Committee, under 
chairman Bottum, of Bobcaygeon.

These were from the Stone 
House to Cambray, and from the 
Stone House to the first corner 
North thence cutting east over to 
Highway 35. Mr. Worsley said the 
present condition of Highway 35 
is “dangerous”. He ~aid the accident 
there on Friday night last was “one 
of the worst” he had ever seen He 
felt that whatever was done in 
building such a road would have to 
be done a, q development road or 
“tt wouldn't be done at all”. (It 
was stated that the provincial 
Engineer for the Department of 
Highways, Mr Bouch, was expected 
to be present at this sitting of 
County Council).

Fiscal Year 1953-64 

1. For the current fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, 1954 the net ordinary 
expenditure of the Government of 
Ontario, after providing $16,945,000 
for sinking funds and $40.5 million 
for the Highway Reserve Account, 1s 
estimated at $361,167,000 The net 
ordinary revenue is estimated at 
$362,176,000, leaving an interim sur- 
plus on Ordinary account of $1,009,- 

00. (p. 5) 

2, The Government earneg its 
eleventh consecutive surplus since 
it assumed office in 1943. 

3. A special supplementary 
grant totalling $7.0 million, will 
be paid to hospitals before the 
end of the present fiscal year on 
the basis of $300 per bed for 
beds in service on December 31, 
1953. The grant may be used for 
the retirement of capital debt 
or for capital improvements. 
(p. 5) 
ck special capital payment of 

$1.0 million will be made to the 
Ontario Cancer Treatment and 
Research Foundation for the new 
Institute building. With this grant, 
the Province will have contributed 
$6.3 million of its share of the cost

The five-year plan of 
highway expansion announced in 
1949 is well ahead of schedule (p, 18,

11. The Government of Ontario’s 
expenditure on education for 1953-54 
will total $81.9 million. (p. 8) 

12. The “Ontario Government's 
health bill, including the special 
grant of $7.0 million to public gen- 
eral hospitals, is estimated at $53.3 
million, (p. 9) 

13. The Government's expenditure 
for education health and welfare 
has increased from $34.6 million in 
1942-43 to $159.6 million in 1953-54, 
nearly a_ five-fold increase, (p. 12).

Coboconk (PNS) -- Mrs. Hutch- 
inson who operates the Bethel 
Home for Unmarried Mothers in 
Toronto, was the guest speaker at 
Trinity Full Gospel Church, Her 
son, David, was also present.

Her husband was a Baptist 
minister in Toronto when his wife 
began her work in her now famous 
home. They considered the vision 
to have a Scriptural meaning, found 
in Isaiah. In their interpretation 
the girls in her vision were unmar- 
ried mothers and their dark glasses, 
their spiritual darkness. 

The speaker went on to say the 
Bethe] home for unmarried mothers 
will be 26 years founded in June of 
this year. In the past 25 years over 
1200 have passed through the Beth- 
el home. No mother has died and 
only three or four blue babies have 
died. Mrs. Hutchinson herself had 
cancer a few years ago but Was 
cured of it. At present 77 meals are 
given daily. The first location of 
Bethel Home was Parkside Drive, 
opposite High Park, which was used 
for a number of years. The present 
home is much larger, having twen- 
ty-six rooms, seven garages, a recre~ 
ation room and nursery. 

Slides were shown at the meeting 
of this work, the buildings, babies 
and its many interesting phases. 
The girls who enter this home do 
not pay on entering, but these wao 
have parents who are able to help 
out are asked for a donation.

come missionaries. She makes sure 
each baby goes into a Christian 
thome where the child will have 
good upbringing. The girls have a 
sewing room, and are taught to sew. 

Mrs. Hutchinson brought to the 
meeting some aprons, dolls for heds, 
collars, salt and pepper shakers, 
pincushions and some fascinating 
shell work the girls have made. The 
money made from the sale of these 
things goes to the upkeep of the 
Home. Mrs. Hutchinson plans when 
funds permit to have a Bethel Homs 
for children and a Bethel Home for 
the aged. : 

This is a project most worthy of 
support, the speaker said, when ove 
thinks of the tiny lives involved.

The explosion of gasoline fumes 
fat the Robert Inglis Service Station | 
just south of Cameron about 4.30 
p.m, Friday afternoon blew out 
a living room wall and the bedroom 
ceiling of the owner's home. He told 
“The Post’ that he was insured, but 
that the insurance adjuster had set 
no estimate as yet. No one was 
injured in the blast, 

When telephoned by “The Post’ 
this morning, Mr, Inglis said that 
the blast occurred as the gasoline 
service tank for his station, located 
in the ground of his home, was be- 
ing filled by Wally James, of Port 
Hope, g driver for the Texaco com- 
pany. 

He went on to explain that on the 
tank is a “breather” which Is sup- 
poseg to take the fumes away. How- 
ever, as James filled the tank a ball 
of fire, reported to be the size of a 
washtub, rocketed skyward with a 
Joud roar from the mouth of the 
tank. 

As for what caused the wall and 
celing in the house to cave in, Mr. 
Inglis said he couldn't “say what it 
ts or what it was.” He did say, 
though that he believes the wall of 
the house was saturated with 
gasoline fumes from the storage 
tank which exploded when the blast 
occurred from the tank “breather” 
quite near_ 

As stated, the damage was all to 
the house’s interior, the outside of 
the house not being damaged, Mr. 
Inglis said that telephone mainten- 
ance men and 2 Lindsay electrician 
are checking the house's wiring.

If you're thinking of going to the 
Norland-Moore’s Lake area to see 
the results of recent uranium stak- 
ing activity in the region it would 
be a mistake to expect to find your- 
self in the midst of a bustling pros- 
pecting splurge. For the most part 
staking has been carried out rela- 
tively quietly in this area with 
probably the greatest outward sign 
of activity being caused by the roar 
of low flying planes as. they cruised 
back and forth in a preliminary 
survey of the district’s mineral po- 
tential. 

Intensive staking has been done 
on both sides of what is now known 
as Shadow Lake and more commonly 
referred to by local residents as Mud 
Turtle Lake. Farmer A. C. Adair, 
whose property lies just south of the 
village on the left hand side pro- 
ceeding south, is among those whose 
property has been staked, Mr. 
Adair told “The Post” Thursday af- 
ternoon that samples have been 
taken of the rock on his property 
and that the assays were proving 
“interesting at least.” He also de- 
clared that the deposits of uranium 
extended under the lake and that 
he believed the area bordering the 
lake had been virtually all staked. 
Mr, Adair noted that not all stak- 
ings are registered when submitted. 
Some, he declared, are rejected and 
he intimated that this had hap- 
pened in some cases in the Shadow 
Lake staking splurge. Mr. Adair's 
farm, by the way, is the site of a 
former molybdenum mine which 
operated for a time several years 
ago. 

Another resident of Norland, Mr. 
J. A. LeCraw, general merchant and 
tancher, told “The Post” that he is 
informed that part of his property 
has been staked but that he wasn’t 
concerned because he owned the 
mineral rights and was content to 
let exploration work proceed. 

As for the villagers themselves, 
many talked with agreed that it 
would be a good thing if a strike 
worthy of development were made 
in the district but they were mostly 
Inclined to adopt a “wait and see” 
altitude, meanwhile getting on with 
the business of making a living. 

The uranium staking activity in 
this section of Ontario now ex- 
tends north to Moore's Lake and 
cuts across country from south of 
Kinmount to Bancroft, One prop- 
erty is reported to be almost ready 
to go into operation in the Wilber- 
force area, 

There is) good opportunity for 
anyone locally who has never seen 
mineral strikes staked out to do so 
in the Norland area and some of 
the staking is visible from the 
road but you have to keep a sharp 
lookout.

Extra Revenue 


Neighbours Run 
Into Each Other

Production of maple syrup and 
sugar in 1950 in Canada, according 
to latest figures, was ‘valued at 
$10,635,999. More than half of it, 
valued at $6,495,596, was consumed 
in the local market. 

Maple proaucts can be an acces- 
sory crop te other products of the 
woodlot such as logs, lumber and 
fuel wood, an advantage pointed 
out by the Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests which provides 
free advice on cutting, marketing 
and better management of woodlots 
generally.

The white man learned the art of 
making mapic syrup and sugar from 
the Indian who, in early spring, 
would gash the maple tree in a 
slanting direction and insert below 
the opening a wooden chip or spout 
to direct the sap into a birch bark 
dish on the ground. 

The dark, thick syrup, secured by 
boiling down the sap in an earthen 
bucket, was highly prized as it was 
the only sweet the Indian had. 
Production of maple syrup, not so 
common now as in pioneer days, 
declined because many farms have 
no woodlots, In many sections it is 
still a dependable cash crop and 
the 1931 census showed more than 
24 million trees tapped across Can- 
ada, Production was distributed ov- 
er four provinces, Quebec leading 
with 864 per cent, then Ontario 
with 12.1, New Brunswick 9 and 
Nova Scotia 4 per cent. In that 
year the value of the crop was 
slightly over $3 million. Almost the 
entire yield is obtained from the 
sugar or hard maple but the soft 
or silver maple is tapped in south- 
western Ontario. 

For many years the pioneers fol- 
lowed closely the primitive metiiods 
of the Indians, tapping the trees 
with an axe and using wooden 
troughs to catch the sap, then 
boiling it in tron or copper ket- 
tles suspended on poles between 
two trees. Unprotected from rain, 
snow, ashes, leaves and dirt, the sy- 
rup had a strong flavour, was dark 
in colour ang variable in density. 
It 1s now recognized that cleanli- 
ness is neccssary to produce the 
better grades of syrup and sugar. 
The best is a ght amber and re- 
sembles the first grade of clover 
honey. 

One of the first {mprovements 
was the use of an auger instead of 
an axe in tapping the trees. Wood- 
en buckets supplanted the hewn 
sap troughs. The large kettles were 
replaced with shallow evaporating 
pans two to three feet wide and 
four to six feet in length. These 
required less fuel and boijed the 
sap much faster, A shelter wos 
built to protect the pans from dirt

This goose is no ‘goose’, 
It's a real smart bird 


There’s an old goose up at Wil- 
‘berforce thai isn’t so much of a 
‘goose’ as its name implies. It has 
been smart enough to settle down 
in the backyard of a villager and 
mooch food while his wild brethren 
have flown off to eke out an exis- 
tence in the wilds during this de- 
layed action spring. But then this 
story is unearthed by the Dept. of 
Lands and Forests which tells it 
thus: 


“One of the first signs of ap- 
proaching spring each year is the 
arrival of early migrants. The first 
to arrive is the Horned Lark, closely 
followed by Crows, Starlings, Geese, 
Duck ang other birds in order. This 
year for some reason several flocks 
of wild geese were noted flying 
over this District at an unusually 
early date. On Tuesday, March 2nd, 
the residents of the Village of 
Wilberforce in Haliburton County 
were surprisea to see a large flock 
of Canada Geese flying very low 
over the village and eventually to 
alight within a stones throw of 
some houses, This flock of about 
60 birds stayed quite contentedly for 
the remainder of the day and dur- 
ing the following night. Onetaking 
off the following morning, one old 
goose appeared to be so well im- 
presseq with the location that he 
decided to stay and proceeded over 
to the back of one of the houses 
apparently looking for a handout. 
At time of writing he is still there 
and partakes regularly of grain 
Placed out as food for him. Geese 
are very hardy birds and can stand 
a lot of cold if plenty of food is 
available. Several residents of Wil- 
berforce are said to be waiting 
with interest to see whether this 
goose will migrate farther north 
later in the season, or, whether he 
will be content to “vacation” at the 
beautifully locateq village of Wil- 
berforce for the summer.”

Fire Season 
Opens Soon 
In District 


The fire season as laid down in 
the Forest Fires Prevention Act be- 
comes effective April Ist. This is 
announced by District Forester 
‘Wheatley who says that “Following 
this date no fire may be lit in the 
open—save for the purpose of cook- 
ing and securing warmth—except 
under the authority of a burning 
permit, in that area known as the 
Fire District. The southerly bound- 
ary’ of the Fire District is roughly 
described as follows — the south 
boundary of Methuen Township, 
thence to the northerly shore of 
Stoney Lake, Deer Bay, Buckhorn 
Lake, Pigeon Lake and Bald Lake; 
all being the southerly boundary of 
Burleigh and Harvey Townships in 
the County of Peterborough; thence 
to the southerly boundary of Som- 
erville, Laxton and Dalton Town- 
ship in the County of Victoria.” 

“Now,” says the district forester, 
“Ss a good time to burn accumulated 
brush and other debris in complete 
safety.. Once the snow is gone and 
the dead grass and forest litter be- 
gins to dry out it is unsafe to burn 
anything in the open,. This condi- 
tion will remain until the new veg- 
etation covers the land with a new 
crop of green growth.”

Claim staking activity in the 
Norland area seems to have 
diminished according to the 
latest reports from that area.

The picture up- 
per right shows typical rock 
outcroppings found in the Nor= 
land area and lower right Js a 
section of the village of Norland 
whose residents speculate calmly 
and with a certain emount of 
reserve on the possible outcome 
of the staking rush which bor- 
dered on their commumity. 

One Norland resident who 
seemed to be particularly well 
informed on the subject, told 
“The Post” there was, evidence 
that uranium was to be found 
in areas where limestone and 
granite formations merged. 
Such a set of conditions exist 
in this region. Coboconk. a few 
miles to the south, is in rich 
limestone country and this for- 
mation gradually gives way to 
granite formations as one drives 
north of the village. ai 

The uranium staking activity 
in the district extends north to 
the Moore Lake region and is 
most intense east and south of 
Kinmount in the Crystal Lake 
area. To this date no reports of 
mining operations are confirm- 
ed although there is a rumour 
to the effect that one strike 
has been developed to the point 
where test shafts may be sunk. 

Tt is learned on good authority 
that a few of the claims staked 
around Norlang have proven to 
be “falsely staked.” Thirty days 
are allowed from tinte of stak- 
ing to the time of registration 
and it is reported that this per- 
jod has passed for most of the 
staked area in the Norland 
Section,

STREET PATCHING TIME APPROACHES..-« 

The season for patching up Lindsay's. streets for 
another spell is approaching and, judging from the 
number of pot-holes, there is a big job to be done. 
One thing about this job which proves most discourag- 
ing is the fact that patches to our streets seem to have 
little durability. .. . they are dislodged with provocative 
ease and only in a few instances do they last the fol- 
This is a situation which deserves

more attention than it has received in the past with a 
view to producing a patching process with more than 
the ordinary adhesive qualities or with an overall seal 
which resists the invasion of water which is primarily 
blamed for the dislodging of these patches. 


TO WHAT EXTENT CAN THESE ATOMIC 
AND HYDROGEN BOMB TESTS BE TOLERATED? 

The incidents reported in the Far Hast following 
the explosion of the most recent atomic and (or) hydro- 
gen bombs developed by the United States must be of 
concern to more than the people of Japan who have 
shown that the effects of the bombs are more far- 
reaching than the Gnited States authorities. apparently 
knew. The latest and most significant ofthese reports 
is that which tells of atomic dust being showered on 
parts of Japan proper, nearly 2,000 miles from the scene 
of the bomb test site at Bikini atoll. This report is 
evidence that the people who have developed these hid- 
sous explosives have now produced something which 
they are unable to fully control and which may be doing 
far greater damage than either they or the world sus- 
pects 2 

In view of these developments the people of the 
world are becoming disturbed by the possibility that the 
ill-effects of the bomb explosions may be more wide- 
spread than is even now established by the Japanese 
incidents. 
“To what extent can these atomic and hydrogen bomb 
tests be tolerated?” And there are those who are of the 
opinion that no nuclear bomb should be exploded 
which constitutes a peacetime menace to people any- 
where in the world. There are limits to which experi- 
ments with destructive forces can be tolerated and 
there is evidence that this limit is rapidly approaching.

A REAL SHOCK TO THE SYSTEM 

You just can’t believe anything any more. For 
years, we've been a devotee of boracic acid for every- 
thing from baby’s diapers to sore eyes. Overnight, con- 
fidence of the decades has been wiped out by reports 
that the stuff is really poisonous and responsible for 
several deaths. Hospitals have banned its use and, “we 
imagine, everyone in the country, including us, has vis- 
ited the medicine chest and destroyed the supply on 
hand. A shock like that can break a man’s faith in 
the medical and pharmaceutical profession. At least, 
they could have told us gradually the way the govern- 
ment does when bringing in new taxation. For months 
there are rumors of increases to condition mentalities 
for the new burdens. Then, when the blow comes it is 
not quite so unexpected. That method would certainly 
have been much less shocking in this boric or boracic 
acid case, —The Canadian Statesman.

Telling The Patient 
He Has Cancer 

Some weeks ago I wrote an 
article on what Philadelphia phy- 
sicians told their cancer patients. 
Many physicians. thought the pa- 
tient and relatives should be told 
the truth without delay, others. felt 
the truth should be told gradually. 
A letter from Otis R_ Bowen, Bre- 
men, Indiana, gives answer to the 
suggestions contained in the article 
and refers the Philadelphia physi- 
cians to an article published in the 
Journal of the Indiana State Medi- 
cal Association, April, 1953, en- 
titled “Should the Patient Be Told 
When Diagnosis Is Cancer?” 

Dr. Bowen conducted a survey 
of patients (477) between the ages 
of 18 and 90 in this area to deter- 
mine if the patients wish to know 
whether or not they had* cancer, 
whether they desired that their close 
relatives be told if they had can- 
cer, whether they 


into thinking they did not have it, 
and who they thought should tell 
the patient about the diagnosis of 
cancer. Dr. Bowen prepared a ques- 
tionnaire with space for questions 
and reasons. 

The answers to Dr, Bowen's ques- 
tionnaire were about what we might 
expect in these days when the ma- 
jority of our men and women want 
to know the truth. 

“In general, the greatest number 
of persons not only desired to know 
the truth but also desired that thelr 
close relatives be informed. A large 
majority did not feel that patients 
should be fooled. An overwhelming 
number thought the physician 
should be the one to tell the patient 
about his illness. Many persons ex- 
pressed the desire for co-operation 
between the physician, minister and 
close relatives in handling the situ- 
ation.” 

The age group of 31 to 50 seem- 
ed more cancer conscious than 
the younger age groups. “Patients 
repeatedly gave more extensive rea- 
sons for their desire for the truth.” 
Dr. Bowen, in conclusion. states 
that it is his firm opinion that the 
patient's desires should be followed 
in this matter rather than the phy- 
siclan's There are very few excep- 
tions, he reasons for the patient's 


in the article in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association as 
well as the exceptions. 
Dr_ Bowen found that the reasons 
patients have for wanting to know 
the truth about whether or not they 
have cancer are far more numerous 
and important than the physicians 
ever dreamed, “Patients have shown 
that they can take the truth better 
than the dreadful fear and indecis- 
jon of whether their physician is 
trying to shield them from the fact 
that they actually have cancer.” 
A final point is that the type of 
treatment used --X-ray, radium or 
surgery --shows the intelligent pa- 
tient that he likely has cancer.

Some have modernized the pro- 
cess to the point where oil is being 
used instead of wood as fuel for 
operating evaporators. To "facilitate 
collection of sap from trees in a 
large sugar bush, one woodlot own- 
er near Toronto had laid 3,000 feet 
of pipe in his woodlot which carries 
the sap to a central collection spot. 

Duration of the maple syrup sea- 
son varies. It may come any time 
from the middle of March to the 
middle of April. The flow is not 
continuous and there may be only 
one or two good runs or, in a good 
season, there may be a dozen. 

The sap contains 95 to 98 per 
cent water which Is evaporated by 
boiling. The question is sometimes 
asked whether tapping injures the 
tree. Certain trees have been tapped 
each year for generations and 
they're still healthy, Care should 
| be taken to avoid girdling the tree 
by varying the level of the spile 
holes. The wood is dicoloured aroung 
the spile holes and this spoils a 
few feet for lumber, but it is satis- 
factory for fuel, Decay is likely to 
gain entrance through the holes 
and in some districts these are 
plugged with cedar pegs. Tapping 
probably reduces the growth of the 
tree slightly, foresters say. Many 
| woodlot operators maintain that it 
is not a good pbdlicy to tap trees 
| under 12 inches in diameter and 
some tap the smaller trees in al- 
ternate years. 

The amount of sap obtained from 
a tree depends on the leaf area. If 
sap production were the only ob- 
ject with a maple bush, it would be 
advisable for the trees to be spaced 
as in an apple orchard. But the 
‘sugar bush also provides fuel and 
logs for the owner's use and for 
sale. Trees must be spaced closely 
to produce tall trees for timber. 
The leaf surface on these will nat- 
urally be much less than on open 
grown shade trees, Because of high | 
financial returns, it is considered 
better to combine timber and maple 
sugar production. 

Pasturing livestock can damage a 
Woodlot since cattle will browse 
| seedlings and break down saplings | 
so that the woods may eventually 
disappear. Also, woods are needed 
to protect the soil against loss of 
moisture in summer. The pastured 
Woodlot has a far greater water 
run-off. In the unpastured wood- 
lot, the decaying leaves act as a 
sponge to absorb moisture. 

“Many owners of maple bushes,” 
Mr. Marritt says, “intend to con- 
serve them for the financial] return | 
they receive from the sale of maple | 
syrup. This is especially true it | 


| cropping or pasture. Perhaps large | 
bushes shoulg not be retained on 
better land, but when the production 
costs and the monetary returns are 
| compared, it will be found that the 
returns from the well-managed 
maple woods will compare “favour- 
ably with other crops. Production 
costs are very low as the land does 
not require plowing, cultivating, 
fertilizing or seeding. 
"It is being realized more clearly 
as the years pass that a farm, even 
if the land is highly productive, 
| should have a small acreage in 
| woods to provide cheap fuel and 
lumber ang to protcet the owner's 
crops. If a percentage of the trees 
are maple, the farmer will be able | 
to secure sufficient syrup for his | 
| own needs, too.”

Mayor of Lindsay Bert Hick iy 


formed his council Monday night 
that Lindsay’s industrial commit- 
tee ought to be enlarged. The 
mayor felt that “three or four heads 
are better than one” and in this 
way, by a five man committee, 
Lindsay's industrial aspect could 
be given a shot in the arm. 

He said that he had mentioned 
before that he thought a larger 
committee was needed to work with 
Mr. D. McQuarrie and himself in 
obtaining new industy for Lindsay. 
He stated that experts say that a 
town with a well-informed five-man 
industrial committee seems to do 
well. He thought a council com- 
mittee should study the whole in- 
dustrial question and appoint a 
large industrial committee. The 
Mayor named Ald. Maidens, Ald. 
Harrigan and Deputy-reeve Stevens 
to work with him on the idea of a 
larger committee, 


As for the present setup, the 
Mayor said that a fair job was be- 
ing done but that “three or four 
heads are better than one.. an 
expanded program would be better

The board now is quoting number 
three-C-W Garnet wheat basis in 
store Vancouver at a price only 
slightly higher than the board's 
asking price for number five wheat 
in the same position. 

Number one-C-W and number two

Most women love roses . -- 
thousands of women grow them in 
their gardens ,.. and many women 
work with roses. 

But... and bhis may surprise 
you ... only one woman in the 
United States grows roses commer- 
cially for wholesale distribution. 

That woman, Helen Totty of 
Madison, New Jersey, says “That's 
| my one claim to fame.” 
| She also could say, without exag- 
|geration, that roses made her life 
what it is today. And it’s a busy 
life. 

The onergetic rose grower Is one 
of the 22 directors of the 38th In- 
ternational Flower Show now being 
| held in New York City. She also is | 
secretary of the New York Horticul- 
tural Society, She is a lecturer, | 
photographer ang world traveller. 
And, of course, she runs her 22 acre 
nursery in Madison with a staff of 
between 40 and 60 helpers, 

How did Helen Totty happen to 
become the only woman rose grower 
in the industry? 

“well,” she says, “it just happen- 
ed.” 

Helen Totty has been surrounded 
|by flowers all her life. 

Her father. one of the founders 
of the International Flower Show, 
ran a nursery in Madison, the sec- 
ond largest rose growing commun- 
ity in the United States, as his 
father did before him. 

When she was a little girl, before 
she went to boarding school, Helen 
Totty was a lonely only child, sep- 
arated by miles from any neighbor 
children. She played in the family 
greenhouses and learned the names 
of plants and flowers before she 
learned to read. 

As she grew up, Helen never 
thought of making flowers her car- 
eer. She studied French and math- 
ematics and planned to be a teach- 
er. She went to France on a schol- 
arship, and when she went back 
to the States, got a job as a teacher. 
In six months she knew that wasn't 
| for her. She worked in a bank, and 
she didn’t like that either. 

But between times Helen worked 
in her father’s retai] flower shop 
in New York City, filling such 
orders as came her way from places | 
like St. Thomas Church, St. Pat- | 
rick's Cathedral and Rockefeller | 
Center. And almost without know- 
ing what was happening, she found 
| herself getting more and more in- 
volved in gardening. 

The Totty Nursery discontinued 
| its retail shop, and concentrated 9n 


| growing plants for wholesale mar- 
| kets. Helen worked in the perennial 
department for a while. One day 
she thought she saw a way to in- 
crease production. Her father told 
her to go ahead and try her system 
| for a week. 

| “That,” says Helen Totty, eS 
one of the toughest moments of my 
horticultural career.” 

She approached the head of the 
department with her suggestion ang | | 
| he said, almost coldly, “Well, all 
| right, if you insist. But, remember, 
| you’ re very new here.” 

She'd literally grown up in the 
| nursery and had known the man 
all her life. 

“I knew then,” she said, “I'd | 
have to prove myself to the staff.” 

That plan worked, and as the 
| next four years passed, Helen Tot- 
| ty studied at neighboring universi- 
ties, and experimented in the nur- 
series. She earned the respect of 
the staff, When her father dled 15 
years ago, na one thought it al all 
strange that Helen decided to run 
the nursery herself. Like her father, 
she specialized in roses. 

“And that,” says Helen Totty, “Is 
how I became the only woman 
commercial rose grower in the 
country. Because my father didn’t 
have a son to leave his business to.” 

Hearty Helen Totty loves sthe 
work, and says she's found being a 
woman {n a man’s ‘jeld more, of 
an advantage than a handicap. 

“In this business,” she says, 
“everyone helps everyone else with 
new methods and new ideas, But 
T think from the beginning they 
helped me more than anyone else 
because I am a woman,” 

Belonging to horticultural socte- 
tles is a necessity for a commercial 
flower grower, and so {s travelling. 
| Helen Totty enjoys both. She's 
covered the United States, the con- 
tinent and Hawaii on combined 
business and pleasure trips. 

She is called on to do a Jot of

A Bird in the Hand 


May Get Him Two in the Bush 


One of the oddest hunting -en- | 
thusiasts in the United States 1s 
John Hamlet of Ocala, Florida. 

Hamlet loves hunting . | . but 
{t's his theory that it's strictly for 
the birds. 

To be more specific, Hamlet lets 
birds do all his hunting | . . trained 
birds that he capture, and puts 
through their paces himself, 

Hamlet is the last practitioner of 
a dying art --falconry. He believes 
he may have the largest collection 
of hunting birds In the world. The 
retired government biologist 1s one 
of the two master falconers in the 
State of Florida. He has spent more 
than 20 years training swift-flying 
hawks and eagles until at present, | 
he has a veritable menagerie of 
birds from all over the world. 

Included in the group are a half- 
dozen Golden eagles from the rocky 
mountain area .. a Harpy eagle 
from South America --- a White- 
breasted Sea eagle from the Philip- 
pines _, . and a number of Prairie 
and Peregrine falcons. 

Also, several varieties of vultures | 
from South America and Africa, | 
Including a rare lippet-faced vulture, 
one of the world’s most primitive 
forms of bird life. It came from 
Mount Kilimanjaro area in Kenya | 
Colony. 

Hamlet says all of the birds, with | 
one or two possible exceptions a-| 
mong the vultures, are capable of 
learning to obey signals, to indulge | 
in free flight away from their | 
trainer and to return at his com- 
mand, 

While some of the birds are now 
only “yard birds” or peters, Ham- 
let is training them for a commer- 
cial exhibit he plans to establish 
in Florida this summer_ Eventually, 
he plans to include a specimen of 
every bird and animal ever used 
by man for hunting purposes 

Hamlet's interest in falconry goes 
back to the time when he was a 
13-year-old boy in the Black Hills 
of South Dakota. There, he trapped 
his first eagle, and tamed it. At 
14, he owned a Golden eagle. 

Hamlet didn’t possess enough 
knowledge to train his pets to hunt, | 
but he was successful in gaining | 
their confidence and in teaching 
them tricks. In later years, this early 
interest was re-awakened when he 
became acquainted with another 
falconer on a trip to Washington. | 
From that point on, falconry took |

A New Form Of Dysentery 

During the autumn of 1953 there 
were a large number of men and 
women suffering with what was cal- 
led acute and chronic bacillary dys- 
entery and chronic ulcerative colitis, 
that js, inflammation of the large 
bowel. Nearly every physician had 
one or more patients suffering with 
this disease but the symptoms were 
so varied that it was only when phy- 
sicians compared notes that they 
found that the disease while not 
usually fatal was causing much dis- 
tress. ; 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Drs. Joseph 
Felsen and William Wolarsky re- 
minded physicians that they had 
directed the attention of physicians 


| to this ailment in 1933, in the Jour- 


nal of Tropical Medicine, to es- 
tablish a relationship between bacil- 
lin dysentery and chronic ulcerative 
colitis (chronic inflammation of the 
colon or large bowel). 

“In 15 states it was not even a 
reportable disease. This condition 
Was subsequently corrected through 
the cooperation of public health of- 
ficlals.” There were new and unusual 
clinical forms of the disease in which 
there was pointed out a character- 
istic progression of changes in the 
large bowel which could be readily 
shown by means of the sigmoido- 
scope (the instrument which shows 
up the last few inches of the colon 
(arge bowel), : 

There then followed an increasing 
number of cases of bacillary dysen- 
tery. Although the number of cases 
“appears” to be decreasing, Drs. Fel- 
sen and Wolarsky report that as a 
matter of fact, there is really an 
increasing number of these cases. 
They publish figures to show that 
after reaching a peak of 38,313 cases 
in 1934, there was a decrease to 
about 17,000 cases in 1947 which was 
followed by a sharp secondary rise 
to 32,425 cases in 1951. 

However it is known that the 
above figures are but a fraction of 
the actual number of cases. I ven- 
ture to say that practically every 
physician has treated @ number of 
these cases although he considered 
them as just an ordinary case of 
dysentery. 

Some physicians are of the op- 
inion that this particular type of 
dysentery is in some way related to 
the dysentery which afflicted our 
troops in Korea but Dr. Felsen and 
Wolarsky, who have carefully in- 
vestigated this disease, state that 
it is in no way related. They point 
out that the typical case of acute 
bacillary (caused by the bacillus 
organism) dysentery is readily 


physician and is confirmed by the 
discharge from the bowel --bloody 
diarrhoea, cramps in the abdomen 
and rise in temperature. Unfortun- 
ately, many patients cannot be diag- 
nosed so readily; these physicians 
pointing out that in the Jersey City 
epidemic of 1934 the symptoms 
shown by the sigmoidoscope gave 
three characteristic stages --swelling

of the lining of large bowel, destruc- 
tion of this lining and the ulceration 
itself appearing in the first, second 
and third days of the disease. 

Fortunately, the new antibiotics 
such as penicillin and the sulfa 
drugs are the best known eg anent 
for this disease. 


One of the friendly forces behind 
mankind is what is known as the 
fat depots. These deposits of fat are 
located in various places in the body 
so that when there 1s a shortage of 
food, nature has this depot avall- 
able to prevent starvation, As we 
investigate the matter, we find that 
nature is always ahead of our needs. 

In normal nutritional state, fats 
constiute about 10 to 15 per cent 
of the body weight of man. Fat is 
found in every cell of the body; but 
in the connective tissue of certain 
regions great numbers of fat-con- 
taining cells heavily outnumber the 
other kinds of cells to form store- 
houses of fat or fat depots. - 

‘The main function of fat depots 
is to store nutritive material; in ad- 
dition, the internal fat depots form 
soft elastic pads between the vari- 
ous organs and the layer of fat im- 
mediately under the skin helps regu- 
late the temperature of the body. 

The largest internal fat depots are 
located in the omentum -- the lin- 
ing of the abdomen, the covering 
of the kidneys, covering of the 
heart the lower back and the but- 
tocks. But fat is present practically 
everywhere in the body except in the 
eyelids penis and scalp, 

Fat tissue consists | of closely pack_ 
ed fat ‘cells with a few scattered, 


small “fibrous cells with a rich net=4 


work of bloodvessels. The fat cells 
have gradually crowded out most of 
the other elements so there is no 
sharp limit that can be drawn be- 
tween fat tissue and the common 
ective tissue. i 

‘The average fat tissue contains a- 
bout 90 per cent fat and 10 per cent 
water, but at times the fat may be 
as little as 7 per cent and the water 
as high as 46 per cent. In extreme 
jJeanness, the water content of fat 
tissue is usually higher than in obese 
individuals in proportion, 

It is interesting to learn that 
while fat can be stored in any or 
large amounts in the fat depots, 
only a limited amount can be stored | 
in what we call active tissue such as 
muscles. 

It is gratifying to learn about 
these fat depots with which nature 
has so bountifully supplied us, be- 
cause in these days of various kinds 
of serious accidents it is comforting 
to know that nature is supplying this 
é&tra amount of fat tissue should 
@ severe emergency arise. Fat tissue 
is ordinarily not a useful tissue like 
muscle (protein) but nevertheless 
supplies the needed nourishment in 
emergencies.

Two Speakers 

The ‘students of LCI were for- 
tunate this past week in being ad- 
dressed by two ladies representative 
of important organizations, On 
Tuesday, Miss N. Dane, representa- 
tive of the Canadian Life Insurance 
Co., in a witty and thoroughly en- 
joyable “talk” with the students ac- 
quainted them with the fundament- 
al facts about life insurance. The 
purpose of ner talk she said was 
to instruct the students in the bene- 
fits and different policies of life 
insurance, so that when they bought 
a policy of their own, they “would 
be able to ask too many questions 
to the agent.” 

Beginnings 

Life insurance, she stated, dates 
far back into history. Its beginning 
was made when material things 
were considered of more value than 
human life, and as a result captains 
of ships and leaders of caravans 
were insured for the duration of the 
voyage or trip. 

Founder in Canada 

Hugh Baker, of’ Hamilton, was 
the founder of life insurance in 
Canada, and opened the first Cana- 
dian Insurance Company in 1847. 
The insurance business, however, 
Miss Dane pointed out, grew rapid- 
ly ang at the present time there are 
42 Canadian companies, 22 Ameri- 
can and six British companies in 
Canada. 

“Life insurance” Miss Dane told 
the students, “is not just for dying.” 
On the contrary, she said, over two- 
thirds of the policies are paid out 
to living policy holders. Insurance, 
she stated further, may even be 
bought with some specific deadline 
in mind. For example, one may buy 
a policy which will come due on 
the set date which one wishes to 
go on a trip, buy a home, a car, or 
for a variety of reasons. In con- 
clusion, Miss Dane advised the stu- 
dents to buy insurance in an en- 
lightened way to satisy each indivi- 
dual and the way of life he wants.

Air Pollution 
Seen Factor In 
Cancer Of Lung 


Toronto. March 22 -(BUP)- A 
British scientist say. that air pollu- 
tlon as well as tobacco smoke may 
be a cause of lung cancer. 

Dr Kingsley Kay, the chief of the 
Occupational Health Laboratory of 
The Department of National Health 
and Welfare, told members of the 
Royal Canadian Institute in To- 
| ronto Saturday that studies in Eng- 
land teng to discount the effect of 
tobacco smoking as the only cause 
of lung cancer. 

The studies show, he sald that 
deaths from lung cancer among 
city residents gre almost double that 
of rural dwellers According to Dr. 
Kay, this indicates that atmospheric 
pollution Is an important, factor on 
which tobacco smoking may be su- 
perimposed_ 

He sald that a careful exploration 
of alr pollution problem in Canadian 
cities should be made 

At the present time Dr. Kay 
explained, published date on air 
pollution is only available for the 
city of Windsor, 

In Toronto the problem {s being 
investigated by the university and 
city authorities and in Sarnia 
studies of pollution are being made 
by the Ontario Research Council

Known Number 
Of Unemployed 
Over 1,000 — 


There are now over 1,000 people 
on the unemployment insurance 
claims list at the local National 
Employment office, “The Post” was 
told on Monday. H. Brown, em- 
ployment officer here, stated that 30 
of the 60 suspended employees at 
Horn’s had been in his office by 
11 a.m. today. He said this 30 today 
brought the figure up to the high- 
est number of unemployed persons 
to ever draw benefits from the local 
office. 

There aren’t many jobs available 
yet. Mr. Brown told “The Post” 
that there were a few jobs avail- 
able, but certainly not enough to 
take care of all the people out of 
work in the area served by his 
office. 

On top of the number who do 
draw unemployment benefits, there 
are reportedly quite a number, too, 
who are not eligible for the weekly 
stipend, but who are out of work 
and are looking for jobs.

OUR RENEWABLE RESOURCES 
«eee. a new urgency 

It has been announced by the Canadian Forestry 
‘Association Inc. that a conference of 100 delegations, 
representative of agriculture, forestry, engineering and 

_ public service groups from provinces all across Can- 
ada, will meet in Montreal next month for a two-day 
conference. This is an announcement which will be of 
special interest to all those who are concerned with the 
conservation of our renewable resources and who have 
frequently been distressed by glaring examples of want- 
on waste and indifference to future needs, some of 
which is apparent right in our own district. 

The purpose of this conference as defined by the 
Canadian Forestry Association, is to bring together 
many leaders ~~ ~2riculture, forest industry and the for- 
estry professio representatives of national business 
and engineering, and public service groups, and give 
conservation of all renewable resources a new urgency 
and a broader meaning. The considered views of the 
nation-wide delegations to be used as a guide to be 
presented to industry and to provincial and national 
governments for their information and action. 

That there is a need for a new sense of urgency to 
be impressed on the minds of all charged with the care 
of our renewable resources, (and this includes almost 
everyone past the stage of childhood) is brought home 
in many ways on numerous occasions. Each spring, 
summer and fall we hear of multiple forest fires which 
wipe out thousands of acres of valuable timberland.... 
At certain seasons of the year we hear several reports 
of near-drought conditions in which creeks and other 
sources of farm water supply virtually dry up.... As 
we drive through certain sections of Ontario we find 
marsh areas once inhabited by beaver deserted and dried 
up due to a number of reasons, some of which would 
probably be preventable if proper foresight were em- 
ployed We see once stately forests reduced to a 
barren stumpland with no effort being made in many 
instances to replace these trees which were once ruth- 
lessly harvested. 

There are many other evidences of a very apparent 
need for a sense of urgency in conserving our renewable 
resources but the important thing is that a real start be 
made somewhere and soon. If the Canadian Forestry 
Association’s efforts hasten this day it will be deserving 
of the eternal gratitude of coming generations of Cana- 
dians. 


INCREASED POSTAL RATES: 
DECREASED BUSINESS? 
Will the increase in postal rates have an adverse 


effect on certain types of business and further aggravate _ 


an economy which is already showing some soft spots? 
This is a question which is being asked by many- people 
today who are in businesses which are liable to suffer to 
an unpredictable extent by increased postal rates. One 
of these businesses is the greeting card industry which 
has assumed large proportions in. Canada in recent 
years but which could conceivably suffer extensively 
when higher postal rates come into effect, making mail- 
ing the card almost equal to the purchase price in many 
instances. 

Thousands of dollars worth of business is transact- 
ed annually through the mails and as a result of this 
business many people are employed in manufacturing 
products sold by mail and the various phases of distribu- 
tion. It will because for righteous indignation if 
these businesses suffer reverses due to increased postal 
rates, thus further aggravating the present unemploy- 
ment situation. 

There seems to be general agreement these days 
that the federal government has shown very poor lead- 
ership in recent weeks by approving items which will 
tend to place a heavier burden on the Canadian public. 
This is particularly true when all across the country 
there are evidences that the cost of living is at least 
stabilizing itself if not gradually easing off. There are 
some appreciable reductions in the cost of certain foods 
and other necessities and postal rate increases, to say 
nothing of whopping big salary boosts for all members 


of parliament, are inconsistent with the trend to say the™ 


least. 


THE FACTS ARE.... 

A certain amount of discussion followed publication 
of a letter in “The Post” last week relative to the law 
governing the loads trucks may carry during the 
“half-load” season which is now in effect. Actually, 
there seems to be considerable misunderstanding on the 
subject and in conversation with provincial police at 
Lindsay it has been learned that the term “half-load” 
doesn't apply all the way through and that trucks in 
certain weight categories are exempted entirely. Just 
to try and help keep the record straight the following 
information obtained from the provincial officers may 
be of some assistance to readers who are using trucks 
in their business. 

First of all it is learned that the gross weight of a 
vehicle as shown on the ownership license doesn’t fully 
determine the weight the vehicle may carry on the high- 
ways when half-loads are in effect. The gross weight 
of the vehicle combines, as might readily be assumed, 
the weight of the vehicle and the weight of the load the 
vehicle is licensed to carry. It Is only on the licensed 
load capacity that the “half-load” ruling applies. For 
example: (A) A truck with a gross weight of 10,000 
pounds made up of vehicle weight 4,000 pounds and lic- 
ensed load capacity 6,000 pounds, would be entitled to 
proceed over highways with half-loads in effect with a 
maximum load. (B) A truck with a gross weight say 
of 18,000 pounds made up of vehicle weight 6,000 pounds 
and licensed load capacity of 12,000 pounds would be en- 
titled to proceed over highways with half loads in effect 
with a gross weight of 12,000 pounds (6,000 vehicle 
weight, plus 6,000 load weight or half the licensed load 
capacity). 

In order to simplify the load weight schedule while 
half loads are in effect the Highway Traffic Act rules 
that:

OTHERS SAY 


NO. 100 COMES TO LIGHT 

Prior to the Atomic Age there were 92 known chem- 
ical elements. That is there were 92 known substances 
which defied being broken down into more fundament- 
al constituents. Scientists did admit that there were 
more than 92 elements, but they had been able to isolate 
them and study their properties. 

The list now has reached 100 with production and 
identification of No. 100 in an atomic reactor in the 
United States. The newcomer is yet unnamed, but it is 
distinctive because it is the heaviest element known. 
It weighs 254 times as much as the hydrogen atom. 

Scientists have predicted that nuclear research 
would extend the list of elements far beyond the 92 that 
were isolated up to 1945. So far eight have been identi- 
fied, and no one can tell how many others await discov- 
ery. 

Tt is a lng way from the day when the four basic 
elements of creation were thought to be earth, air, fire, 


and water. But at least then it was believed there were 
no hidden surprises. Today we must be prepared for 
anything. St. Thomas Times-Journal. 


U. S. POWER TO DECLARE WAR 

Some speculation has been caused by President 
Eisenhower's recent statement that there is going to be 
“no involvement of America in war unless it is a result 
of the constitutional process that is placed upon Con- 
gress to declare it.” The question asked is whether 
this would prevent the “instant retaliation” which he 
and Mr. Dulles have declared would follow an enemy 
attack, 

The statement was made at a press conference in 

i reply to a reporter who asked what the President would 
do if American technicians in Indo-China were captured 
or killed. It may be taken that it was meant to refer to 
such a contingency, and possibly to the Indo-China 
theatre. 

_It could not apply to such a contingency as an at- 
tack on the United States by Soviet Russia, for that 
would involve the country in war without the consent 
of Congress, and the administration would not withhold ~ 
retaliation until Congress had made a formal declara- 
tion of war. 

If President Truman had waited for Congress to de- 
bate the matter, intervention in Korea would have been 
bate the matter, intervention in Korea would have been 
too late and that country would have been lost before 
help could have come. In this case, however, Presi- 
dent Truman did not declare war. Acting with the 
authority of commander-in-chief, he sent U. S. forces 
into the Peninsula for police action in support of the- 
United Nations resolution. In similar circumstances, 
if the case was equally serious, President Eisenhower 
might take similar action. 

The North Atlantic Treaty binds the parties to con- 
sider an attack on one of them an attack on all, and to 
_assist the party attacked by taking “forthwith” such 
action .as each deems necessary, including the use of 
armed force, to restore and maintain the security of the 
North Atlantic area. In this case it might be considered 
that Congress, having approved the treaty, had given 
its consent in advance to involvement in war. It is not 
Jikely that, if a sudden attack were made on France or 
Britain, the President would wait for Congress to meet 
before taking the action that might be necessary to save 
Europe.

Each Major Canadian Apple-Growing Area 
Has Own Peculiar Method of Packaging 


Toronto (BUP) -- Each of the 
three main apple producing areas 
of Canada - the Maritimes, Ontar- 
fo and Quebec, and British Colum- 
bia - has its own peculiar method 
of packaging the fruit for ship- 
ment throughout the world. 

Although the Canada Department 
of Agriculture governs the grading 
of apples, growers in different 
parts of the country have various 
ways of readying their produce for 
shipment. 

In British Columbia, all apples 
produced in the province are sent 
to the warehouses of a cooperative 
where they are packed under the 
same process, 

British Columbia producers put 
their apples in boxes made from 
either wood or corrugated card- 
board. Whether the apples are indi- 
vidually wrapped to prevent bruls- 
ing depends on the grade. Such 
grades as extra fancy or fancy de- 
serve a tissue paper cover but lower 
grades seldom get such protection. 

A label on the end of each box 
tells the grade, variety, the name 
of the packer and the declaration 
of size. The size declaration num- 
ber, which may run from 56 to 234, 
indicates the number of apples in 
the box which are all the same size. 

The boxes marked 234 contain 
the smallest apples which are about 
2 1-2 inches in diameter. One of 
the newer trends in apple packing 
in British Columbia is the use of 


cardboard boxes which are much 
less expensive than the wooden 
container. 

Growers in Ontario and Quebec 
are constantly searching for a con- 
tainer to replace the old style ham- 
per or crate, 

The greatest proportion of apples 
grown in the Ontario-Quebec area 
are packed in hampers, crates and 
six quart baskets although wooden 
and cardboard boxes and trans- 
parent bags are coming into more 
general use each season. 

If boxes similar to those used in 
Britis, Columbia are used, the 
apples are packed the same way 
and are usually more or less the 
same size in each box. 

Ontario provincial regulations 
state that if transparent bags are 
used, apples can only be packed 
in net welghts of three or five 
pounds. 

The label on this type of pack- 
age states the grade, variety, name 
of packer and the weight. Many 
consumers favor the transparent 
bags because they can See what 
they are buying. 

Maritime apples are packed in 
barrels, crates or boxes but the 
newer types of packaging methods 
are increasing in use. 

The general trend all over Can- 
ada is away from hampers and 
barrels and towards bags and boxes 
which suit both the producer and 
the consumer better. 


How To Keep Your Teeth 


We have heard a lot lately about 
fluorine. The chemical has been 
introduced into drinking water 
because it is thought that it might 
help us - particularly the children - 
to keep our teeth longer 

Although it is too early to say 
what the result may be, the evidence 
So far seems to show that children 
who drink water with fluorine in 
it have fewer cavities than those 
who drink water without it. 

The mouth is a kind of chemical 
factory. It worked more efficiently in 
primitive times than it does today. 
But even now, people who are not 
-highly industrialised have far less 
trouble than we do with their chemi- 
cal output. 

Teeth are the chief sufferers from 
the attacks which the acids we pro- 
duce in our mouths make upon us. 
The most common of these acid- 
makers is a group of bacteria calleq 
Lactobacilli. These bring about fer- 
mentation of sugar and starches, re- 
Jeasing destructive acid, to eat 
away the protective enamel of the 
teeth and to lay the tissue beneath 
open to infection. 

The Lactobacilli will be more 
familiar to the housewife as the 
organisms that turn milk sour and 
ferment fruit. 

Primitive people do not eat so 
much acid-producing food as we 
do ang their food needs more chew- 
ing than ours. Chewing polishes the 


teeth, clearing away those particles | 


which, if left between the teeth, stir 
the acid-making bacteria into ac- 
tion. 

Tooth decay is a disease because it 
destroys normal tissue. But it does 
not command dramatic headlines, 
and it is not found on any list of 
chief causes of death Yet it is the 
most widespread malady in the 
world. It can lead to intense pain, 
a toothless mouth, facial disfigur- 
ation, and to ailments in other parts 
of the body 

Professor Guttorm Toverud, den- 
tal health consultant for the World 
Health Organisation, believes that 
nearly all young people in industri- 
alised areas suffer from tooth decay. 
And_ almost all their elders suffer, 
in addition, for disorders of the 
gums and the body structure, sup- 
porting the teeth. 

During Worlg War IT the U.S. 
Army found that more conscripts 
were rejected for dental disorders 
than for any other cause. In New 
Zealand, nearly half of the young 
men called up had artificial teeth, 
and one-fifth were toothless, 

The official view now is that it 
is hopeless to try to cope with 
the problem merely by filling cavitles 
as they occur. The American Dental 
Society for example has estimated 
that if all the dentitsts in the U.S. 
worked at full speed repairing teeth 
alone, there would be six new cavi- 
(les for every one filled. 

But, while the position {, serious, 
medical science does not despair of 
finding a solution, as it has for so 
many other problems. Research 
workers are concentratng on find- 
ing preventives for tooth decay, 
Some progress has been made, 
though much more remains to be 
done if the flashing smile idealised 
by the designers of film posters 
and toothpaste advertisements is 
not to become extinct. 

The enamel-destroying acid is 
formed with very great speed. In 
fact, within five to twenty minutes 
after food has entered the mouth. 
We can help, therefore, by brushing 
our teeth immediately following 
meals before the acid has been l- 
berated. 

Some people seem to be immune | 
from decay They have the capacity 
of producing in their mouths natural 
ammonia compound that prevents

Hydro May Leave 
Water Heating 
Field To Gas 


Toronto, March 20--(BUP)--The 
Ontario Hydro Commission may 
give up the business of supplying 
power to electric water heaters in 
favor of natura] gas. 

Attorney General Dana Porter 
told the legislature yesterday that 
Alberta natural gas would provide 
jittle competition for hydro except 
in the hot water heating field. He 
said hydro might give up the bus- 
iness and put the electricity to 
other uses. 

He said that negotiations are 
now under way between’ the Fed- 
eral government and United States 
gas suppliers for the importation 
of natural gas to Ontario. 

The American gas, he continued, 
would build up a market for gas 
in the province until the pipeline 
from Alberta is completed. 

Porter explained that supplies 
of natural gas in Southwestern 
Ontario were not adequate to build 
up the market throughout the en- 
tire province. 

The Provincial government, he 
said, has made no commitments 
to anyone about how much Al- 
berta natural gas will be taken by 
the province.

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Water Board Raises Wages 
To $1.35 Per Hr. Maximum 


‘The Board of Water Commission- 
ers raised the wages of their out- | 
side employees at their Wednesday 
afternoon meeting. Superintendent 
Bob Reynolds was empowered to use 
his judgment as to which men, of 
the four concerned, are entitled to 
the top wage per hour of $1.35. On 
motion of Commissioner Sinclair, 
seconded by His Worship Mayor 
Hick, a motion carried that the 
wage scale be from the prevailing 
starting rate- in Lindsay» (at old 
rates, 85c per hour) up to a maxi- 
mum per hour of $1.35, Included in 
the motton was a standby rate of 
two hours. The wage boost is ret- 
roactive to March Ist. 

The former wage rate, from 85c 
per hour to $1.05, was considered 
by Superintendent Reynolds to be 
too low to compete with present 
rates being paid by other organiza- 
tions in town. 

Mr. Reynolds stated that these | 
four, all “key men,” are “just as 
worthy of a higher wage as some in 
town who are getting more.” He 
sald that tne men haven't said 
they wouldn't work for the old| 
rates, but he felt that they wished 
@ wage hike and. in his opinion, 
were worthy of it. 

The Superintendent said that of 
the four men, at least two would 
probably get the $1.35 per hour as 
they were key men and could not 
be replaced on short notice. One 
man, he said, has eight year's ser- 
vice with the Commission. 

These wage rates above do not 
affect the operators at the Pump 


House. The wages of these men are 
being considered at the moment and | 
a special meeting will be held next 
Wednesday about possible in- 
creases. There are four operators at 
the plant, it was stated, and their | 
salaries range from $2,500 to 82,600.

More Consumers 


n 1953 


An increase in net revenue of 
$1,810 was made in 1953 by the 
Lindsay Water Commission over 
1952 revenue. In 1952 net revenue 
was $13,617, and in 1953, $15,427. 
This was announced by Water Com- 
missioner M. Collins to the Wed- 
nesday afternoon meeting of the 
Board. He, stated that there “Was 
a net increase in expenses of 
$9,734.” 

The auditor's balance sheet for 
1953 was summarized for the Board 
by Commissioner Collins, who con- 
tinued that “the population served 
stands at 9,243, which was an in- 
crease of 90 over the previous year. 
The total of all customers served 
was 2,594, 57 more than for thé 
year 1952, Of these, 2,324 were 
serviced with meters, an increase 
over 1952 of 104. The balance of 
our users paid for water supplied at 
flat rates. You will note that those 
in this category continue to lessen. 

“The pumping plant on Mary 
Street and the Park well supplied 
a total of 408 million gallons of 
water during 1953, which was just 
slightly over a million gallons more 
than during 1952. The water sup- 
plied during 1953 averageq approxi- 
mately one million one hundred 
thousand gallons per day. While 
this is the average, it should be 
understood that there were days 
when the actual consumption was 
considerably greater than the av- 
erage. The average bill for each 
residential consumer during the 
| past year was $14.54, or two cents 
| greater than during the previous 
year. 

In order that Commissioners 
might be aware that the plant, 
equipment ard property are being 
| maintained, Mr. Collins tolq of the 
major repairs and improvements, 
fete, made curing 1953. He said 
that the costs “of these repairs are 
the main reasons for the increases 
in the year’s expenditures previous-_ 
ly referred to.” 
| Mar. Collins, reviewing the major 
‘items of 1953 listed them as fol- 
| lows: ‘i 

(1). There were two intakes ex- 
tending out into the river in front 
of the Mary Street plant. Both 
were constructed many years ago 
One collapsed, and the other did 
not provide a sufficient head of 
water during all seasons of the 
year, due to ice, etc., for efficient 
pumping. Early in 1952 the Super- 
intendent prepared plans for a new 
intake which would provide ade- 
quate water for pumping for the 
present, and in addition its capacity 
would be sufficient for a greatly 
enlarged plant, if ever constructed, 
and its location would permit econ- 
omical incorporation into any new 
plant when constructed. The Board 
authorized the Superintendent to 
proceed with the construction ac- 
cording to the plans he submitted. 
A portion of the work was done 
during 1952, the project was com- 
pleted in the fall of 1953 and put 
into successful operation. 

(2). In 1958 it was necessary to 
have the low lift pump rebuilt and 
to paint the outside of the Henry 
Street water tank, and to treat 
the inside of this tank to prevent 
rust and corrosion: New shut-off 
valves were installed in the deep 
well in Victoria Park, and new 
yalves installeqg on filters at the 
Mary Street plant. 

He said that “the land required 
for the new 500,000 gallon tank 
to be erected on Colborne Street 
East was acquired, anq our con- 
sulting engineers prepared plans 
and specifications for this tank. As 
soon as the required authorities are 
received it will be in order to call 
for tenders. Ib might be of interest 
to note that in the report concern- 
ing this project submitted by our 
consulting engineer, veference 1s 
| made to the necessity of installing 
| new water mains to link the new 
and old tanks, The Board deferred 
any action on this part of the pro- 
ject due to the large expenditure, 
and because it was not considered 
an immediate necessity. However 
our Superintendent submitted a 
plan which appears, to all intents 
and purposes, to be equally good, 
and the savings which could accrue 
would amount to many thousands 
of dollars.”

He disclosed that on May 6 ,1913, le- 
gislation was enacted which volded 
or wiped out the reservation of 
minerals contained in patents issued 
prior to that date, unless a separate 
grant of the minerals had been made 
before that date, Since 1913, the 
general policy has been to include 
mines and minerals in land grants.

Lindane Vaporizer Fly Traps . 
Prohibited By The Province 


Toronto, March 19 (BUP) -- The 
Ontario Health Department has 
prohibited the use of lindane vap- 
orizers which are found in restaur- 
ants and tourist establishments 
throughout the province to kill 
flies. 

The porcelain vaporizer heats 
the chemical, lindane, and gives off 
a vapor which clings to the walls 
and ceilings of a room, killing flies. 

The director of the Industrial Hy- 
giene Division of the Ontario 
Health Department, Dr. J, G. Cun- 
ningham, told the Legislature’s 
Standing committee that the de- 
partmental regulation bans the use 
of the vaporizer in homes, restaur- 
ants, schools or dairy barns. 

He said lindane is g toxic poison 
affecting the body’s liver tissues. 

Although the vaporizers enjoyed 
a great popularity last summer, 


Cunningham explained that flies 
gradually builc up resistance to the 
chemical. He said in many areas of 
the province it was no longer ef- 
fective. 

Local Boards of Health will en- 
force the regulation and persons 
owning vaporizers can be ordered 
to stop using them. 

The Canadian Restaurant Associ- 
ation had presented a brief to the 
committee asking why lindane was 
outlawed. The brief said many res- 
taurant operators had investeq a 
great deal of money in the vaporiz- 
ing equipment. 

The committee instructed Cun- 
ningham to write the Association 
explaining the ban. He said he 
would be glad to appear at a meet- 
ing of the Restaurant Association 
and suggest alternative methods of 
getting rid of flies.

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Three remarkable things are re- 
corded in the church history of St. 
John's Anglican Church, Dunsford, | 
by Mrs. Roy Robertson in a paper | 
which she recently delivered to the | 
Kawartha Valley WI These three | 
things are: (a) one of the early | 
ministers thought nothing of walk- 
ing from Dunsford to Bobcaygeon 
to conduct services when roads were 
impassable in early spring (b) in 
contrast it was only in the years | 
between 1920-27 that the first car 
was employed by a minister to cover | 
his circuit and (c) the present or- | 
ganist has been giving of her talents | 
for 40 years. 

These and many other things of | 
special interest to residents in the! 
area are contained in Mrs. Robert- 
son's resume of the church history 
which follows: 

The old frame church, which | 
stood en the same grounds as the | 
present brick edifice, and where | 
many families worshipped, was not | 
consecrated until Sept. 13. 1881, al- | 
though it had been used for service 
before that. 

Rev. Henry Chas. Avant was the 
rector from 1879-1882. He was loved 
by all ang died on Christmas Eve 
in the Bobcaygeon Rectory after 
three short years of ministry. 

Rey. Wm. Farncomb served from 
1883-1890. He too, was a man of 
God and became known as the 
“Great Scholar.” He loved clean 
sport. Rev. Walter |J. Creighton 
served from 1890 -1907, a period of 
17 years. Loved by all denomina- 
tions, he was gay and smiling, cher- 
ished all the little ones and was 
very attached to his horse “Jinks.” 
Mr. Creighton is still living and it 
was during his ministry that St. 
John’s was consecrated in Novem- 
ber, 1892. 

Rey. F. L. Barber (1907-1912). He 
was very exact in music and was a 
great help to the choir. It was dur- 
ing Mr. Barber's time that the 
choir put on Stainer’s Crucifixion. 
Mr. Chas. Campbell was choir lead- 
er and Miss Edyte Burgess, organ- 
ist, the late Chris Laplain taking 
the teno solos and Rebecca Eliza- 
beth Kennedy, now Mrs. J. T. Mc- 
Nichol of Indian Head, Sask., the 
soprano. 

Rev, Edmung Greaves (1912- 
1915) a saintly servant of God, he 
truly received the love of his peo- 
ple. 

Rev. Thos. B. Clarke was here 
only one short year, 1915-1916. 

ev, T. A. Nind served from 1916- 
1920. He was a close friend of Rev. 
Greaves and loyed by all who knew 
him. He liked to walk and work 
and thought nothing of walking 
from Bobcaygeon to Dunsford to 
take the service when the roads 
were brealsing up in the spring. 

Rev. T. R, Haughton (1920-1927) 
was the first rector to use q motor 
car on his circuit. 

Rev. W. G. G. Dreyer (1927-1934) 
is well remembered by his visiting.

LINDSAY'S DISQUALIFICATION 

Lindsay’s disqualification as a contestant in the 
OMHA’S Pee Wee Tournament here on Saturday has 
caused considerable feeling, particularly among the 
parents of children who were participating. The feel- 
ing among these parents seems to be that the situation 
could easily have been avoided and that the young play- 
ers who were fully qualified to play on the team were un- 
necessarily embarrassed by the affair, to say nothing of 
having been subjected to the bitter pangs of disappoint- 
ment. 

It is possible that a satisfactory explanation exists 
for the whole thing but satisfactory or otherwise the 
reason for exposing the team to disqualification by al- 
Jowing over-age (only slightly) children to play should 
be given in order that there be no misunderstanding. 

Without being close to the situation the following 
facts emerge: 

(a) an age limit was established and would seem- 
ingly be known to all. 

(b) the team was allegedly iced with the knowledge 
that some of these players were beyond the age limit. 

(c) the team was permitted to play (and win) one 
game before it was disqualified. 

An interested public is asking “Why?” to points bs 
and c. and the answers, if forthcoming, should be re- 
ceived without prejudice or vindictiveness but with a 
view to avoiding a similar incident at some future time. 


Others Say... 


FOR SAFE TRANSFUSIONS 

The tragic death of a young woman during an 
operation in a hospital in Port Colborne, Ontario, has 
drawn attention to deficiencies in blood transfusion 
techniques in some hospitals. In this case, air was 
pumped into a vein as a result of using a rigked-up ap- 
paratus to hasten the transfusion process. 

It is necessary In some operations to adopt some 
means of restoring blood more rapidly than it flows into 
the vein by gravity. On these occasions, it has appar- 
ently become a habit of attending doctors to improvise 
various ways of building up pressure in the jar of blood. 
The usual techniques place great reliance on the human 
factor, as the apparatus has to be watched constantly. 
The slightest inattention can cause a serious accident. 

There is a device for preventing such incidents, 
and it is extremely simple and inexpensive. It should 
be entirely unnecessary to make official regulations 
requiring its use. But in order to ensure the adoption 
of safe techniques of transfusion in this Province, and 
to establish direct responsibility where it is ignored, it 
might be well if instructions went out to every hospital 
and clinic, defining the method to be followed.

WHIP HAND 

Kangaroo hide is used to make many of the stock- 
whips used in Australia, but the whips themselves are 
made in England by William Osborne of Birmingham. 
The reasoh for this twenty-four thousand mile round 
journey from Australia to London and back is that 
there are very few whip plaiters left in the world. Os- 
borne, broadcasting in the BBC programme “This Is 
Britain”, said that Australians naturally want their 
stockwhips made of Australian leather and kangaroo 
hide is the strongest and supplest available for that type 
of work. The skins, which weigh some two pounds, 
are worth about two pounds, are tanned in Australia and 
arrive in England ready for use. Osborne uses one 
whole skin to make a twenty-four foot thong but this 
is not a standard length and people ask for whips of any- 
where between eight and twenty-four foot thong. He 
knew of only one other Englishman who made stock- 
whips besides himself, for this was a dying trade, al- 
though when the horses was on the road instead of 
the car, whip-making was a flourishing occupation. 
Osborne took to it because it was in his blood, for his 
father, grandfather, great-grandfather and so on right 
back through the generations were al] whip and thong 
makers. His talents are not confined solely to the 
making of plalted stockwhips for the Australian market B 
he makes any type of plaited whip, thong or dog-lead 
and these fine hand-made articles are exported all over 
the world.—BBO Bulletin,

Information About  Antibiotics-- 
Germ Killers 

We read much today about anti- 
biotics, or germ killers, such as the 
sulfa drugs and penicillin. In Post- 
graduate Medicine, Dr. Chester 
Keefer, Boston University School 
of Medicine, gives some useful in- 
formation about antibiotics. 

There are five antiblotic drugs 
in common use today--penicillin, 
chloromycin, streptomycin, saure- 
omycin and terramycin..Each of 
these antibiotics has a definite 
places in therapeutics (treatment). 

Penicillin, auremoycin, chlormy- 
cin and terramycin are given by 
mouth for the treatment of general 
systemic infections. All of them 
| are absorbed from the stomach and 
small intestines. Streptomycin is 
also given by mouth for its local 
effect in reducing the number of 
germs in the intestines, but is not 
absorbed, 

Penicillin ang streptomycin are 
injected into the muscles for the 
treatment of systemic infections 
and aureomycin and terramycin 
can be injected into the veins when 
the material is properly prepared. 

Unfortunately, the standards of

How Can I?

Few women ever get the oppor- 
tunity of so completely sharing the 
lives of their husbands as ministers’ 
wives. In addition to family duties, 
the minister's wife is usually unof- 
ficial head of the church social 
circle as well as the pastor's public 
relations council. 

But Mrs. Elise Whitwer of Pate 
shall, North Dakota, has been even 
more. 


Although not an ordained minis- 
ter, she has stepped in to help 
with the preaching when her hus- 
band has had as many as eight 
churches to take care of at the 
same time. 

Mrs. Whitwer has not been in the 
pulpit since 1950 . . . except for 
emergencies. But she still remem- 
bers the many Sundays she made 
the circuit with her husband, when 
they had to hustle to make the 
necessary travel schedules. And 
when they had to battle the mugdy 
back roids in the spring and early 
summer to get to the country 
churches.

Mrs. Whitwer admits she misses 
the Sundays in the pulpit, As she 
explains it... “It's very satisfying.” 

She says she still smiles when | 
she thinks back to the occasions 
when she had to start out in a new | 
church, 


“There are many more women | 
ministers in the eastern part of the | 
country,” Mrs, Whitwer explains, 
“but out here they are still some- 
what of a novelty.” 

She says men were always the 
toughest to convince that a woman 
would make a good minister. She 
adds: “The women are always quite 
responsive,” 

Mrs, Whitwer thinks a woman 
can be & very capable minister. As 
She explains if . . . “Women seem 
to have a knack for handling all 
the tiny details of the churches’ 
weekly life. They are much better 


with children and the Sunday- 
school work. And women seem to 
have more patience when it comes 
te planning church functions and 
visiting the sick.” 


Mrs. Whitwer was never ordain- | 


ed because her church requires 
seminary preparation for ordina- 
tion. 

But she says she is happy that 
She was able to have had such a 
large share in her husband's work. 
And she is proud that her son is 
following in his parents’ footsteps.

The most thankless job in show 
business is filled by a fellow named 
Jack Geddes. 

Geddes is chaperon of g 70-ton 
whale. 

Happily for Geddes, this whale 
--Mrs. Haroy by name -- passed 
away almost two years ago. She was 
involved in an accident with a 
harpoon somewhere around the 
| arctic Circle. 

Since that unfortunate occasion, 
Geddes and Mrs Haroy ---who 
was named after a Norwegian Is- 
land ---have travelled through 
‘some 170 cities in Europe, They have 
|been pursued by gaping adults, 
! small boys and a fellow with an 
eight-foot hypodermic needle. The 
adults come to watch and wonder 
_.+ the small boys to scoff... and 
the fellow with the needle has 


hyde to make sure she remained 
in g reasonably approachable state. 
Although the late Mrs Haroy is 
rather short on personality, Geddes 
likes to point out that she is rather 
well-covered in almost every other 
department. Says Geddes: *“She is 
the largest whale on exhibition any- 
where in the world. Her bones 
weigh 10-and-one half tons . . . 
her tongue, six thousand pounds. 
Her skull is the size of an auto- 
mobile and there is eneugh room 
in her mouth to accomodate 10 
normal adults or 15 subway riders.” 
Everything about the monster, 
says Geddes, is monstrous. “Her 
blubber," saysy Geddes, “would fur- 
nish candles for St, Peters in Rome 
for six months The flat car that 
she travels on is one of the biggest 
in the world ---it's 90-feet long 
and was specially built in Ger- 
many. Mrs. Haroy herself-is 75 feet 
long and -nine-and-one half feet 
wide at her fattest points.” 
However, Geddes admits that Mrs. 
Haroy has her bad points. On balmy 
days, particularly around the whis- 
kers, she gives off an aroma not 
unlike that of cod liver oil, “So far, 
says Geddes “We have shot about 
seven thousand quart, of preser- 
‘vative fluid into her And we inject 
her at least every two weeks.” 
Like most ladies, Mrs_ Haroy must | 
also be painted Geddes must see!

to it that she receives a thick coat 
of black and white regularly to 
help preserve her appearance. 

After traveling with Mrs. Haroy 
for more than one-and-one-half 
years, Geddes is inclined to look 
dimly upon life with g whale on 
the roads. “Highway traveling 
through Europe,” he says “was fil- 
led with problems There were sev- 
eral occasions on which we had 
to Squeeze her under overpasses or 
trestles, With a 70-ton whale, this 
sometimes took a lot of squeezing.” 

Geddes points out that on his 
first trip with Mrs, Haroy into 
New York, all of his mental gaskets 
almost blew loose. “our truck stal- 
leq for 15 minutes right on Broad- 
way,” he says. “Traffic was tied 
up for blocks around while crowds 
yelled --- ‘thar she blows!’ ” 

Although the only natural enemy 
of the whale is the squid Geddes 
hhas discovered that it has at least 
one unnatural enemy --- the small 
boy- 

Says Geddes: small boy, shoot 
water pistols at Mrs. Haroy or try 
to feed her peanuts: They also try 
to carve off pieces of her for sou- 
venirs.” 

“You might say,” says Geddes, 
“that I have a whale of a job.” 

Gedde, and Mrs. Haroy ~--after 
making their Broadway debut --- 
intend to tour all paris of the 
Uniteq States and Mexico. The price 
of admission is about the same as 
that of s can of tuna fish ---50 
cents Geddes explains that the 
show also offers a good deal of 
other material --harpoon guns, 
pictures of whaling, and exhibits of 
the development of mammals like 
the whale. 

A, far as Geddes knows there is 
only one other whale on tour at the 
moment --. another female named 
“Wnnie.” But Geddes claims Mrs. 
Haroy makes Winnie look like a 
shrimp. 

Just what will be done with Mrs. 
Haroy aiter her exhibiting days 
are over is a moot point, Geddes 
believes that with sufficient for- 
maldehyde she should be good for 
another eight years or so. After 
that, it's anybody’s guess. —BUP

Specific information relative 
staking in Victoria County = 
been receiveg by County Clerk F. 

L. Weldon from Premier Leslie 
Frost, The information was submit- 
ted by the premier following a 
communication from Mr. Weldon 
concerning mining claims being 
staked in this county, 

Here is the premier’s letter which 
is self-explanatory: 

“T have your letter concerning 
staking in Victoria County end the 
following is the situation: 

“]. Any Jand which -has been: 
granted from the Crown making no 
reservation of mineral rights, and 
such is the case with most of the 
patents in our country, all of the 
rights in land belong to owner and 
there is no right on the part of 
any other person to come on and 
stake without permission. 

“2. Staking can be done on Crown 
Land. 

“3. Staking can also be done in 
land where the mineral rights have 
been severed from the surface 
rights. There are not very many 
instances of this, but there are & 
few in most townships. These se- 
verances mostly arose in the old! 
days of iron mining when rights to 
mine iron and minerals were ac- 
quired from the owners having the 
surface rights. 

“I have hag some correspond- 
ence with Arthur Adair of 
Norland relative to this in Bexley 
Township. For instance the only 
part of Bexley Township in| 
which the Crown owns the min- 
erals is jn the part of the bed of 
Balsam Lake which lies within 
the township and the bed of 
Raven Lake In all other cases 
where patents have been issued 
the ownership is total and com- 
plete and there are no rights 
for individuals to go on the 
property of private persons. I 
assume that this does not exist 
if there are Crown lands still 
left in Bexley, which I am 
doubtful of. I believe that all} 
of the lands have been granted. 
“The only places that there can 
be any staking is where the Crown 
owns the mineral rights or on 
Crown lands. There are some cases,

Ontario’s 70 Parks And 2482 Tables’ 


Will Soon Be In Heavy Dema 


New 1954 Road Maps of the Prov- 
ince of Ontario feature Roadside 
Picnic sites in the cover design. In- 
formation about the picnic sites to 
‘be found along all main highways 
ang 70 roadside parks, all for free 
camping purposes, are described in 
the following report by the Ontario 
Dept. of Highways. 

One of the special interests of 
the Hon. George H. Doucett, Ontar- 
jo Minister of Highways, and one 
from which he derives a great 
measure of satisfaction is the King’s 
Highway system of roadside parks. 
There are 70 of these parks, rang- 
ing in area from one to 390 acres, 
located on highways which offer 
most in the way of natural attrac- 
tions to Ontario vacationists and 
to tourists from other Canadian 
provinces and the United States. 
At these camps, as carefully listed 
in the Official Roadside Park Bul- 
letin of Ontario published annually 
yacationists may camp for perjods 
up to three weeks, The parks are 
equipped with bench-attached pic- 
nic tables, Most of them have out- 
door fireplaces for cooking with 
wood supplied free daily in many 
locations. Some have dining shel- 
ters and clearly market camp sites. 
All the amenities required for clean 
and healthy camping are listed in 
the Bulletins issued free on request 
to the Public Relations Branch, On- 
tario Department of Highways, 
Room 3607, East Block, Parliament 
Buildings, Toronto, 2, Ontario. 


Where - possible, too, the camps 


have been located where there. is- 


safe and pleasant bathing in lakes 
or streams. Some have fine beach- 
es and bath-houses. Such camps 


are under supervision by resident: 


employees. 

In addition to the 70 Roadside 
Parks, near main highways or 
secondary roads, the Ontario 
Department of Highways main- 
tains 2482 bench-attached pic- 
nic tables at intervals along all 
the province’s main highways. — 
At such sites, usually offering 
charming or even dramatic scen- 
ie vistas, motorists find recep- 
.tacles for picnic scraps and other 
refuse, E 
These places are-kept in order by 

maintenance workers of the depart- 
ment. : 

All ‘the bench-attached picnic 
tables are built to a standard speci- 
fication. There are 1,762 in the 
Roadside Parks and, «as stated, 
2,482 along the provincial highways. 
That makes a total of 4,244, an in- 
crease in 1953 of about 375 over 
the total for 1952. In winter, these 
tables are taken to storage sheds 
for repairs if needed, thorough 
cleaning and conditioning for use 
in another year. 

The idea of roadside parks and 
picnic sites developed in 1930 or 
1931 when locally manage gasoline 
service stations and restaurants be- 
Gan, in some cases, to provide out- 
door tables for parties with picnic 
basket who, howeyer, would pur- 
chase cold drinks, ice cream and 
other foods. 

Such pienic spots began to be 
fairly common in 1932..It is believed 
that the Department of Highways. 
had established a few as early as 
1930. These proved so popular, and 
especially so in the depression 
years, that Lhe service was expand- 
ed. 

In fact, the early experiments 
with picnic sites led to establish- 
ment of roadside parks as a means 
of providing work for many who 
could not otherwise obtain employ- 
ment. 

Most of the sites now in use were 
obtained at around five dollars an 
acre. One very popular park in the 
Port Hope Division cost $35 an acre 
when the site was purchased. That 
brought quite a lot of criticism then. 
The site today could not be pur- 
chased, if in private hands, foc 
several times that price. 

In many oases, too, timber clearea 
from Roadside Park sites paid for 
the land and much of the improve- 
ments, 

Sanitation js and has been the 
bug-bear for Department of High- 
ways park and picnic site opera- 
tion in Northern Ontario, particu- 
larly. 

NOT EXACTLY SANITARY 

In some of the roadside parks, 
on Monday mornings, district 
cottagers on lakes and streams 
bring their garbage tothe camps 
expeoting that 1t will be removed 
by Department of Highways 
maintenance forces, If it were 
just a matter of filling hait- 
empty garbage barrels, there 
might not be such an outery, 
But too many late comers leave 
garbage piled right on the plonio 
tables where other visitors and 
campers want to have their 
meals, 

In Southern Ontario, picnic sites 
have often been a source of annoy- 
ance to farmers or others living 
nearby. Late at night, the tables 
would be used for “midnight pic- 
nics” of sorts and, often tables 
have had vo be moved from bee Xti- 
ful sites to others less interesting. 


In Northern Ontario, the Depart- 
ment has had cases of tables being 
used to build bonfires, or stolen for 
other uses. . 

But in spite of the trouble and 
needless extra expense caused by 
people without consideration for 
others or any feeling of respect for 
public property and rights, nothing 
else done by the Department of 
Highways has met with such favor- 
able reaction as have free highway 
plenic sites and the Roadside Parks. 

Such expressions of appreciation 
are not artificially stimulated in any 
way, and if is amazing the number 
of “Thank You" letters which come 
from Ontario and other Canadian 
vacationists and from United States 
tourists. These letters, too, often 
bring useful suggestions. 

RUNS UP COSTS 
On a mere hazard, cost of 

maintaining each pienic table 
is figured at from $35 to $40 a 
year. That cost would be cut 
in half if all the people whe 
use them were as thoughtful, 
clean, and considerate as the 
great majority. 

Vandalism is what makes the 
costs mount. Carving names on 
tables makes them harder to keep 
clean. Too often, embedded dirt 
gets into the carvings and creates 
a nuisance which only new tables 
can cure. i 

Ontario yacationists are allowed 
to camp for two weeks in most 
parks while tourists may park for 
three weeks. Some miserly people 
have tried to abuse the privilege 
by moving whole families into some 
of the larger parks early in May 
and trying to leave them there, 
rent free, for the rest of the sea- 
son. In one notable case, police ac- 
tion had to be taken. 

Department of Highways Road- 
side Parks will remain free to the 
public, They provide economical va- 
cation centres for large numbers 
of Ontario workers who, otherwise, 
could not finance extensive vaca- 
tions, two weeks, for their entire 
families and thernselyes and all at 
the same time. 2 -

Motion Picture Film 


Marilyn Monroe mects chemistry 
in the darkrooms at Mimico, Ontar- 
jo, film laboratories, where sex ap- 
peal doesn’t really mean As much 
as the release schedules of the 
latest film hits. 

One of Canada’s modern motion 
picture processing laboratories has 
been at this work for 23 years. They 
process many of the big studios’ 
black-and-white hit releases for 
Canadian distribution. 

Fundamentally, motion picture 
| developing doesn’t differ very much 
|from developing snapshops in a 
bathroom-darkroom. It's just the 
scale of operation which is differ- 
ent. 

Actually, miles and miles of film 
run through a series of tanks at 
Mimico, they go up and down over 
rollers anq pulleys, and through 
constantly changing developer, wa- 
ter, stop and fixing baths. 

The exposed film goes in at one 
end undeveloped and comes out at 
| the other end of the line, after 8 
| nalf-hour trip of some 58-hundred 
feet, completely processed, dried 
| and ready for the projectors. 

Three machines handle the stand- 
ard theatre projection size film. 
Each machine is about 65 feet long 
which seems a short space into 
which to squeeze a mile of film. 
But the problem is solved by having 
film travel in a vertical direction 

. up and down over rollers. 

Developing and hypo solutions 
are brewed in 600-gallon tanks, in 
| which electric propellors like out- 
| board motors are mounted on the 
side of each tank. 

Pumps carry these solutions, con- 


peratures are thermostatically con- 
trolled. 
| The hypo crystals are handled in 
jhalf-ton lots in the mixing room. 
| This chemical removes from the 
| film emulsion unexposed particles 
| of sensized silver salts. Once it's 
| recovered from the hypo residue, 

it’s solq as silver. 

As the hypo becomes exhausted 
and loses its power as a film fixing 
| solution, its silver content increases. 
| At the big labs, all used hypo is 
run through an apparatus in which 
the dissolved bits of silver are col- 
lected. 

‘The company handles about 20- 
| million feet of film a year, and 
a million feet gives some 900 troy 
ounces of silver. So the manage- 
ment finds it rather profitable to 
| watenh the silver price . . . which 
amounts to roughly 80 cents per 
troy ounce. 

After passing through developing 
and fixing solutions again, the film 
goes between rubber squeegees 
These remove excess water and air- 
bubbles, which otherwise woulé 
leave rings when they dried. 
| From there it goes into a drying 
| chamber, where hot air is oirculated. 

Perhaps the most delicate work 
on the films must be done not 
by a delicate machine . . .‘by the 
human eye. 

Different scenes in each film strip 
need different densities of printing 
light for proper exposure. To be 
shown in a theatre, prints must be 
of exceptional quality. 

The only way to figure out how 
strong the light should be for a 
particular scene is to judge the 
negative’s density, 

Not many people are capable of 
doing this. It takes years of train- 
ing and there's a certain talnnt 
which you either have or haven't. 
A man lucky enough to possess this 
| special talent looks over the ncga- 
tives slowly before they are used 
to make the prints. 

On an elaborate timing-board, 
this operator sets the light changes 
and the strength of light needed 
for each scene, 

He notches the side of the nega- 
tive and these notches trip switches 
as they pass through the ma-tiae 

. . this controlling the amount of 
light. 

Still kept in storage are some old 
movies printed on the nitrate-base 
film which preceded today’s acetate- 
base safety film. 

The storage rooms have eight- 
inch-thick brick walls, and heavy

A Canadian girl who writes best- 
selling novels is a 33-year-old, blue- 
eyed blonde who lives in Toronto. 

Her name is Suzanne Butler, and 
her first novel is entitled “My Pride, 
My Folly”, which was bought by 
two publishers. 

Early this year she began her 
second novel, encouraged by her 
financial success on the first at- 
tempt, 

When “False Dawn,” the second 
book is published, Suzanne will 
be in Switzerlang visiting her sis-| 
ter, but when the first book hit 
the shelves she was caught up in 
a mad whirl of press, radio and 
television interviews, and autograph 
parties.

Freeze Only Vegetables 
Picked Fresh from Garden 


Vegetables to be stored in 
home freezing units or lockers 
should be frozen, just as they 
should be cooked, as soon as pos- 
sible after harvesting. 

This is the recommendation 
made by state experiment sta- 
tions which have tested loss of 
flavor, tenderness and vitamin 
content in vegetables after the 
harvest. 

“Prompt handling of garden 
products from harvesting to 
freezing is of the utmost impor- 


tance,” (A extension bulletin 
244 trom the University of Minne- 
sota, ‘For example, holding 


freshly picked peas in a warm 
room for 3 to 4 hours will mate- 
rially toughen the skins. Losses 
of Vitamin C are greatest during 
this period.” 

One to two thirds of their orig- 
inal Vitamin C value, the bulletin 
says, may be Jost by vegetables 
in 24 hours at room temperature. 
If necessary to hold overnight, 
they should be placed in a re- 
frigerator or covered with 
crushed ice. Never try to hold 
them after shelling, slicing or 
scalding. . 

The findings concerning the 
loss of nutrition are of impor- 
tance to housewives who harvest 
or purchase vegetables {or the 
table. Peas are an outstanding 
example of the loss of flavor due 
to delay in cooking or processing. 
Tests by the state experiment 
station at Geneva, N. Y., showed 
also that Vitamin C content 
dropped as peas grew older. In 
lots harvested at different stages 
of maturity over a 10 day period, 
the oldest lots contained 36 per 
cent less Vitamin C than the 
youngest. They also lost tender- 
ness, as indicated by a-tenderom- 
eter reading of 80 for the young- 
est, and 140 for the oldest. Tend- 
erometer is a device to measure 
toughness.

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Figures Show Fruit, 
Vegetable Consumption Changed 
Figures released recently by the 

Dominion Bureau of Statistics in- 
dicate that the per capital con- 
sumption of fruits and vegetables 
in Canada has experienced some 
definite changes during recent 
years, \ 

In general, consumption has in- 
creasey from an over-all standpoint, 
there are certain individual shifts 
which may show the changing 
trends in the Canadian preferences. 

Most Striking 

Perhaps the most striking change 
has happened in fresh fruit con- 
sumption, Where we find that fresh 
citrus fruit, climbed sharply from 
their pre-war level, tapered off 
somewhat in the 1950 to 1952 period, 
ang still remained 36 per cent above 
the 1935-39 period, 

Decline 

Consumption of other fruits, most 
of which are grown in Canada, has 
declined by 25 per cent in the same 
space of time, the immediate post- 
war years, however, saw consump- 
tion rise by 30 percent to an im- 
pressive 52-point-seven pounds per 
year, 

Canned Fruit, Increase 

Canned fruits have increased 
steadily, with canned citrus fruits 
rising from practically nothing be- 
fore the war to seven-point-three 
pounds. 

Fruit Juices Popular 
Fruit juices also have risen in 

popularity from nothing to the 
equivalent. of three-point-four 
pounds. 

Potato consumption does not ap- 
pear to have altered to any appre- 
ciable extent over these years, al- 
though declines took place each 
year within the three-year 1950 to 
1952 span. 

High Prices Reflected 

These would in all probability, 
reflect the relatively high price 
levels attained in 1951 and 1952. 
Ang they would not necessarily 
indicate any change in the potato's 
long-time position as a staple food. 

Lost Ground 

In vegetables, carrots and le- 
gumes _- . peas and beans , . - 
seem to have lost ground during 
the past 15 years. But other fresh 
vegetables have registered a heal- 
thy 22 per cent inorease. 

It’, possible that the decline in 
Fresh peas ang beans has been re- 
placed in part by the sharp 65 per 
cent boost in canned vegetable dis- 
appearance. 

All Stallions 
Must Be Registered 

The secretary of the Ontario 
Stallion Enrolment Board, W. P. 
Watson, has announced that in 
Ontario, all stallions must be regis- 
tered by May first, i 

Under provisions of the Stallions 
Act, they must be inspected at least 
once in every three-year period. 
following inspection all the animals 
considered suitable for use as sires 
are classified into grades A, B, and 
C. Such stallions are eligible for 
enrolment. The owners must enrol 
them during each year that they are 
being offered for public service. 

43 Out of 100 Farmers 
Sow Rejected Wheat 

On the bas!, of a 1953 seeg drill 
survey made in a western province, 
it was found that 43 out of every 
100 farmers were sowing wheat that 
graded to a rejected level. 

Samples of seed were taken from 
the seed drills in farmers’ fields and 
carefully analysed, and the Depart~ 
ment of Agriculture in Ottawa says 
that 76 out of every 100 were sowing 
oats that would also be classed as 
rejected if offered for sale. 

Still another 67 out of 100 were 
sowing rejected barley.

It's also true that 87 per cent of 
the farmers included in this survey 
were seeding home grown grain, 
and to that extent they may not 
have been running the danger of 
introducing new weeds to their 
farms. 

No Point In Using 
Poor Quality 

There is no point in using poor 
quality _.. the same time is needed 
to prepare the seedbed and to har- 
vest the crop regardles, of the seed 
used. 

Similar Surveys 

Farmers in this Western Province 
apparently are no more careless 
than farmers in other parts of| 
Canada Similar seed drill surveys | 
in an Eastern Canadian provinces 
show that 40 out of 100 farmers 
there are using seed which would 
not qualify as number three grade. 

A representative of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for that pro- 
vince points out that it costs only 
15 cents to one-dollar more per 
acre to sow number one commercial 
seed, and only about 25 cents per 
acre to have the seeq cleaned at a 
reliable cleaning plant. —BUP 


Shell Quality 
Affects Egg Price 

Sometimes it’, a good thing to 
have @ hard shell . . . only it’s most 
desirable on eggs. The keeping 
quality of eggs depends to a large 
degree on the qualty of their shells. 

Any crack or shatter mark in 
the shell results in the rapid loss 
of interior quality, and g good hard 
shell which can resist considerable 
shock is a highly desirable charac- 
teristic. 

Number of Factors 

There are a number of factors 
which affect the quality, The break- 
ing strength of the shell is lower 
in hot weather. 

As egg production decreases, the 
breaking strength tends to decrease 
and as the bird approached the 
end of it, laying year egg shell 
strength decreases. 

‘Two other factors also are of im- 
mense importance in egg shell qual- 
ity. 

Poultry Nutritionist 

The poultry nutritionist at the 
Nappan, Nova Scotia, Experimental 
Farm, T. M. McIntyre, says the in- 
heriteg ability of the bird to pro- 
duce good shells and the diet both 
count strongly. 

Experimental work has shown 
conclusively that it i, possible to 
improve the quality of egg shells 
‘by selective breeding. The harness 
or thickness of the shell of the 
average flock can be considerably 
improveg by a selective breeding 
program. In this way hens pro- 
ducing eggs of poor shell quality 
are removed from the breeding 
flock. 

Ultimate Point 

President knowledge and infor- 
mation indicate that by this prac- 
tice most flocks can be improved 
‘to a certain extent, but ultimately 
a point is reached beyond which 
further improvement is practically 
impossible without affecting other 
hereditary characteristics. 

Nutritionally, a lack of minerals 
and vitamins, particularly calcium, 
manganese and vitamin D has an 
adverse effect on egg shell quality. 

Calcium 

In egg shell quality studies at 
Nappan, it has been noticed that 
the source of calcium, as well as the 
presence or lack of insoluble grit, 
has its effect on the quality, 

Birds fed clam shells or oyster 
shells plus insoluble grit, produced 
egg shells of superior quality to 
those from birds fed oyster shells, 

Clam Shells 

The clam shells fed in such trials 
were harder than oyster shells or 
limestone, and it’s believed that 
the presence of a hard substance in 
the gizzard in the form of insoluble 
grit or a hard calcium compound 
favors the production of better 
egg shell. 

Different Feeding 

In a study of different feeding 
methods it was found that birds 
fed an all-mash ration produced 
eggs with stronger shells than did 
birds fed a grain and mash or grain 
and pellet ration. 

The explanation for this seems 
to be that the birds on the all-mash 
ration, being unable to pick and 
choose their feed. received a more 
balanced diet. 

Packer 

The type of packer that i, most 
satisfactory is one that will not 
pulverize the soll. But it packs ef- 
fectively carrying surface trash to 
the bottom of the disc furrow, 
and will not plug or clog with molst 
soil and trash,

Results of Study 
Of Alcoholism 

Civilization. has come a long way 
when we see how our alcoholics are 
now treated by our governments 
and hospitals. Alcoholism is now 
recognized as a disense, although 
some people still think that quitt- 
ing the habit is just a matter of will 
power. Physicians who have given 
alcoholism deep study are quite 
convinced that the great majority 
of these patients really desire to ne 
free of alcoholism and its diro ef- 
fects. 

In the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion Journal, Dr. L. J. le Vann pointe 
out that foods of the citizens are 
carefully guarded and that the 
same care should be given to alcohol 
and its effects. The Yale school for 
the study of alcohol, which gathers 
up all that is being learned about 
alcohol, runs a summer session at- 
tended by those interested in help- 
ing their fellow man to conquer 
the liquor habit. I have mentioned 
before the excellent work being 
done by Alcoholics Anonymous as I 
have seen many of the men and 
women alcoholics now able to live 
@-new life thanks to the patient 
work done by this organization. 
Closely associated with Alcoholics 
Anonymous in many countries is 
what is known as the Foundation 
for the Study of Alcoholism. 

It 1s of general interest to learn 
of Dr. le Vann’s definition of alco- 
holics. “Alcoholics are those exces- 
sive drinkers whose dependence 
upon alcoho] has attained such a 
degree that it shows noticeable dis- 
turbance or an interference with 
their body or mental health and 
their personal relations and their 
smooth social and economical fune- 
tioning or who show early signs of 
such development.” 

Dr. le Vann is Medical Superin- 
tendent, Provincial Training School, 
and Psychiatrist, Provincial Guid- 
ance Clinic, Red Deer, Alberta. 
What are his conclusions after 
studying the alcohol problem and 
its effects upon alcoholies? Despite 
all our governments are doing t 
help alcoholics, the alcoholic must 
first try to help himself. He states: 

1. Our present-day culture en- 
courages the individual to solve his 
problems by resorting to aleohol. 

2. Alcoholics may be divided into 
fwo main groups: primary aicohol- 
ics, those whose personality shows 
little inner resources to ecmbat 
problems and frustrations and, sec- 
ondly, reactive alcoholics who show 
many signs of a neurosis (thinking 
they have an ailment of some kind 
yet no ailment is present). 

Primary alcoholics respond most 
favorably to group treatment and 
reactive alcoholics, alcoholics who 
have been careless and allowed al- 
cohol to -get the better of them, 
respond best to individual treat- 
ment by a psychiatrist. 

While the Danish treatment by 
use of Antabuse helps many indivi- 
duals to overcome their desire for 
alcohol, Alcoholics Anonymous, by 
actual application of its principles, 
stands first in the battle with a!co- 
holism. 


Reassuring Information 
About Heart Disease 
In examining Johnny Dundee, the 
champion boxer, I found his heart 
beating less than sixty times a 
minute. While this slow rate of 
beating might upset us, thinking we 
were not getting enough blood to the 


used for seeding, the surface soil 
is partially turned and placed loose- 
ly over and aroung the seed. 

Packing of this soil is essential 
to firm it around the seed to pro- 
mote rapid and uniform germin-. 
ation. 

Surface Packer 

The surface packer is not satis- 
factory. To pack the soll to the 
bottom of the furrow with this type 
of packer it’s necessary to wegiht 
it very heavily, The soll is left in 
a pulverized condition, very sus- 
ceptible to drifting, 

Frequently when Packing with 
this type of packer, the small weeds 
which have been turned up by the 
disc will continue to grow, 

The type commonly known as the 
sub-surface packer has proved to 
be most satisfactory under the ma- 
Jority of field conditions in South- 
western Saskatchewan. 

The sub-surface variety, when 
correctly weighted, will pack 
through the trash to the bottom of 
the furrow, firming the soil around 
the seed. 

Soil Pulverization 

This is done with a minimum a- 
mount of soil pulverization and the 
surface soll is left quite loose, there- 
by permitting the small weeds to 
die. 

In addition to the sub-surface 
packer, the rod weeder and the 
diamond and flexible harrow are 
very often used following the com- 
bination tillage and seeding ma- 
chine. They firm the soil and de- | 
stroy the small surface weeds at the 
same time, —BUP 


heart to keep it beating regularly, 
it is really a sign of a strong heart. 
He had engaged in hundreds of 
boxing bouts and his strong, mus- 
cular heart was so well trained it 
did not have to beat as often as 
others, pumping more blood to the 
heart with each beat than would an 
untrained heart. 

“The growing public awareness of 
heart disease has made people frigh- 
tened of a fast or slow heartbeat an 
irregular beat, palpitations, mur- 
murs or pain in the chest (angina 
pectoris), Some of these may be 
symptoms of heart disease but us- 
ually they are harmless. Four of 
five people who rush to a doctor 
with “pain over the heart» suffer 
with digestive disturbances. 

What really matters is the normal 
rate for a particular heart. Glenn 
Cunningham, the heavily built, 
powerful runner, has a heart that 
beats 40 times to the minute. Even 
a slow rate caused by a permanent 
change in the heart is not neces- 
sarily a cause for alarm. For ex- 
ample, Mrs. White, an extremely 
busy, energetic woman, had an un- 
common condition known as com- 
plete heart block In this condition 


electrical impulse that sets off each | 


beat of the heart is blocked in its 
pasages from the upper to lower 
chambers. For-more than 30 years 
Mrs. White’s heart rate was down 
to 33 beats a minute. She reared a 
family, made a name for herself in 
her profession, and flung herself 
into a great number of strenuous 
campaigns for worthy causes She 
seemed to be affected by her con- 
dition only when she had a fever and 
her heart speeded up to about 40. 
Then she would comment, “It’s 
pounding like a triphammer.” 
Because the individual becomes 
aware of his heart when it is beat- 
ing rapidly more anxiety is felt a- 
bout the heart. Sometimes a rapid 
heart is normal for that individual; 
sometimes the rapid beat is only a 
temporary condition. In one fairly 
common condition, the heart rate 
speeds up suddenly to as much as 
200 to 250 beats a minute, This may 
continue for minutes and hours, or, 
more rarely, for several days, then 
abruptly subside. The chief harm 
lies in the fear- Such an attack us- 
ually ceases when the individual 
learns that it is uncomfortable but 
not serious. As the heartbeat and 
rate seem so important, we will dis- 
cuss 1t further within a short time. 


Returning From Overseas 

AS our wounded men and women 
return from overseas, our first 
thought is to get them re-establish- 
ed so they will be their old selves 
again or as near to being their old 
selves as is humanly possible. Na- 
turally we never think that too 
much care can be given to those 
who have risked their‘lives and given 
themselves for our freedom. How- 
ever, this rehabilitation must be 
handleq in a sympathetic manner, 
always with the idea of helping them 
to help themselves. No one can esti- 
mate the amount of damage done 
to the brain and to the emotions of 
one who has experienced the effects 
of war, 

In an article in The Rehabilitation 
Review, Dr. John A. P. Millet, re- 
ports the good work and the mis- 
takes made by rehabilitation phy- 
siclans in caring for our returned 
men. 

1, There was insufficient know- 
ledge and therefore not enough un- 
‘derstanding of the nature and im- 
pact of the social enwronment in 
which the patient lived and had his 
being This situation was often com- 
plicated by loss of employment and 
the necessity for applying for assis- 
tance, 

2 The evaluation of the patient's 
psychology was incomplete. 

3. Special emphasis should be laid 
on the constructive significance of 
early teamwork shown in the hand- 
ling of his problems, This was shown 
by, the advice given to the patient 
to consult Mobility, Inc. and by 
joint decision between the physician 
and the social work supervisor to 
join forces in following up his case. 
The resultant improvement in the 
patient's rehabilitation, therefore, 
could be said to have been due en- 
tirely to streamlined planning and 
{ull cooperation of all the agencies 
concerned. This streamlining could 
be described in the following man- 
ner. 

First comes the referral of the pa~ 
tient to Mobility, Inc, Next, the close 
supervision and follow-up of the 
ease worker which resulted in the 
gathering of significant new facts 
as to the patient's less conscious mo- 
tivations. Next came the skillful 
preparation of the case worker and 
his referral to the State Vocational 
Rehabilitation Bureau. Then the 
State Bureau along wih the New 
York State Employment Service 
survey the employment possibilities 
by cooperative visits to employers, 
resulting in the discovery of a pos- 
sible job, The non-competitive shar-

New Methods of Treating s 
Mental Patients =a 

When we iearn that the majority 
of patients in state institutions are 
mental patients it gives us a shock 
because there never was a time in 
history that mental patients were 
given as good care and treatment 
as at present. In fact, so thorough 
is the diagnosis and treatment of 
mental patients today that more 
than half of these patients can now 
be discharged from mental hospitals 
cured or able to take a normal place 
in their community. This condition 
has been made possible by a more 
thorough understanding of the 
cause of mental illness and how to 
treat it. 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Sol Levy, 
Spokane, Washington, states that 
improvement in medical care and 


initely lengthened the average span 
of human life. Each year a greater 
percentage of the population reach- 
es advanced ages and statistics in- 
dicate that this trend will continue. 
Consequently, thére are constantly 
increasing numbers of persons sub- 
ject to degenerative changes, esprce- 
ially inthe central nervous systen. 
Therefore, there has been an ever 
increasing demand for admission of 


‘| aged persons to private and public 


mental institutions and at the pres- 
ent time more than one-third of all 
persons first admitted to public 
mental hospitals in the United 
States are over 65 years of age. 

When we study these figures re- 
alizing that for each patient re- 
quiring mental care in a hospital 
there must be severa] who can be 
cared for at home and are there- 
fore not admitted to mental hospi- 
tals, if gives some idea of the work 
ahead of us. Naturally, with such a 
problem, new methods are always 
found to deal with them. Untu re- 
cently when a patient reached a 
certain stage in his mental {llness, 
it was felt that nothing more coula 
be done for him, whereas today 
many of the patients with the sev- 
erest form of mental illness, whose 
mental illness occurred late in nite, 
are found to become more normal 
as they grow older instead of pr- 
coming worse mentally. 

Some of the new methods now 
used include home care for the 
aged. Also, by the use of oxygen, it 
is possible to help mental confusion, 
errors in judgment, headache and 
inability to concentrate, which may 
be caused by lack of oxygen alone. 

Among the drugs mentioned by 
Dr. Levy as having a beneficial ef- 
fect upon these mental cases were 
cytochrome C by injections and 
pentylene tetrazol by mouth, nico- 
tinic acid alone by mouth or ir 
combination with simple or harm- 
jess drugs. These drugs greatly im- 
proved the behavior in mental pa- 
tients.

If Both Seeds Grow, One Plant of Each Pair May Be Pulled Up 
to Prevent Crowding. 


How thickly should seeds be 
sown in the vegetable garden? 

This is a problem for every 
gardener, even the professionals. 

If sown too thinly, vacant 
spaces will be left in the row; 
if sown too thickly, there will 
be extra work in thinning out the 
plants, so those remaining will 
nét be crowded. 

Amateurs as a rule prefer a lit- 
tle extra work, to vacant spaces. 
But some beginners sow so thick- 
ly that as much as ninety per 
cent of the seedling plants have 
to be pulled up. This is waste, of 
seed and labor. Then what will 
serve as a guide to follow? 
As a general rule, not more 
than fifteen seeds to a foot should 
be needed, when seed is of stand- 
ard germination, and the soil is 
fairly porous. Start with that 
Tule, and then make these ex- 
ceptions: 

If seed is of sub-standard ger- 
mination, or known to be old, 
double that rate. Carrot seedlings 
are feeble, and often have difi- 
culty breaking through the soil 
if it is at all inclined to crust. 

Use twice as much carrot seed 
if you have doubts about your 
soil being porous enough. In the 
case of large seeds, such as beet, 
Swiss chard, and peas, which 
can be spaced precisely, sow 
them an inch apart. 

Bush beans usually are allowed 
to grow four inches apart in the 
tow. If you wish to ayoid vacant 
spaces, a good way is to sow 
beans in pairs, spaced four 
inches apart. Seldom will both 
-seeds in a pair fail to grow. 
If both grow, one can easily be 
pulled up, or let them both

develop, since twin plants will 
do as well as singles. 
The surest way to sow,small 
seeds is to take a few in the 
hand, and let them fall he 
the fingers into the drill which 
has been prepared. Get close to 
the ground, and with a little 
tice you can quickly acquire 
control so that the seeds will 
be evenly distributed, each suffip 
ciently distant from the next | 
Prevent entanglement. 
Keep the seeds mm line as welll 
as* you can. It helps to let the 
garden line which was used in 
making the drill remain in place 
until the seeds have been 
dropped. 
It helps to mix the very small 
seeds with dry sand before you 
begin to sow, using two or threa 
times as much sand as seed. 
This spreads the seeds out better.

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Gardening Tips 


Planting In Clumps Advised 
For Average Flower Garden 


For A Real Show - 

For the average flower garden, 
ywhether big or small, planting in 
clumps is recommended by those 
with experience. This means, in- 
stead of single plants or straight 
rows, we set out a group of one 
variety and possibly colour, Where 
space is limited this will mean only 
two or three asters, sinnias, mari- 
golds, balsam, and so on, in one 
clump, then something else and 
60 on until the whole bed is planted. 
Generally the taller things go at the 
back the medium in the centre, 
and the little edging things like 
lobelia, alyssum, dwarf innias, 
marigolds, and so on in the front. 
But it's well not to be too"particular, 
Here ang there we bring some of the 
taller things forward. This all 
makes for informality and if we 
plan g little for continuous bloom, 
@ variety of colour. 


For The Larger Garden - 
Now in the Jarger garden where 
we have yards instead of feet to 


play with we can carry this clump | 


planting , step farther and with 
most interesting and satisfactory 
results, Here we can have whole 
flower beds and borders of one 
single flower, or possibly two or 
‘three. More and more people are 
gong in for thi, sort of thing. of 
course, we will need a lot of plants 
but these can be purchased quite 
moderately by the flat rather than 
the basket, or we can start our own 
in 2 hot bed or still more cheaply 
just sow the seed as soon as safe 
directly in the bed outdoors This 
takes a little longer to get bloom 
but it i, really amazing what results 
can be achieveq over a great part 
of Canada. 

For big solid beds there is quite 
@ variety from which to choose. 
Some of these new type zinnias 
make 2 wonderful show and they 
come in an enormous range of 
colour and sizes, We can use small 
types along the front or in smaller 
beds and anything up to three feet 
for larger beds ang farther back.

other plant that lends itself to 
clump planting and here too the 
range in colour and size is wide in 
the new varieties. And of course, 
there is the petunia, a natural for 
solid beds ang borders, These and 
others ranging all the way from 
the inch high alyssum to tall cleo- 
mes and cosmos are all suitable, 
either to plant in solid beds or to 
arrange together in big clumps. F 


First Plantings 

Very conveniently most flowers 
and vegetables arrange themselves 
into three main planting groups so 
far as the Canadian climate i, con- 
cerned. In the seed catalogue the 
usual description is hardy, semi- 
hardy and tender In the first of 
these can go in just as soon as the 
soil Js ready. These things love 
the cool wet weather and thrive best 
and longest when planted early, In 
thi, class are the sweet peas, cos- 
mos, alyssum, and other flowers 
which normally seeq themselves. 
In the vegetable lettuce, radish, 
spinach and garden peas are all 
hardy. All these will stand quite

will usually survive. a touch of 
frost, but they don't like it and 
it will certainly set them back. 
These include beets, carrots, beans 


and corn in the vegetable line and 
petunias, asters, balsam and so no 
among the flowers, Then there is 
the really tender group, the plants 
like cucumbers, melons, dahlias, 
geraniums and such that will kill al- 
most instantly if the mercury falls 
below 32 degrees. There is no use 
risking any of these outdoers before 
both the air and soil are really 
warm and all danger of frost is over. 


Goog Tools 

Gardening does not require ex- 
pensive equipment. But it will be 
easier with a few special tools. With 
most of this hand equipment it is 
advisable to have Jong handle, so 
that one does not have to stoop, It 
is surprising how accurate and 
quickly one can do thinning and 
weeding of even tiny stuff with a 
Jong handled sharp hoe or cultiva- 
tor provided the same is narrow or 
comes to a point, The D-shaped 
dutch hoes are excellent things for 
killing weeds and loosening up the 
top soll, but one must be careful 
in using too close to sprawly veget- 
ables and flowers. There are all 
sorts of tiny rakes, trowels and 
cultivators. With any of this equip- 
ment the work will be cut in two if 
the edges are kept sharp and clean. 
An olg file will be handy, —Cana- 
dian Seed Trade.

Special Course .. . 


Whether women are sightless, or 
whether they can see, they're still 
interested in how their faces appear 
to other people. The desire to look 
pretty and attractive ts almost in- 
born in women, but it becomes more 
of a problem to the girl who cannot 
see her own face in a mirror. 

The Montreal Institute for the 
Blind has followed a plan which 
might well be used all across Can- 
ada -- wherever sightless persons 
gather in meetings or groups. For 
that matter, a friend could teach a 
blind pérson how to apply cosmet- 
ics . . . and gratitude for the ser- 
vice rendered would not soon be 
forgotten. 

On Montreal, the eet 
of a large cosmetics company was 
approached with the project of 
classes for the blind. 

Miss Florence Gibson, an attract- 
ive, slim woman who knows and 
has studied cosmetics, was eager to 
be of assistance -- and the classes 
started for the enthusiastic blind 
women. 

‘They were given a special course 
in general grooming, covering per- 
sonal skin-care and make-up, care 
of the hair and styling, and lec- 
tures on their personal wardrobe. 

The courses have been going on 
for the past two years ... and 
this week, one of the finished class- 
es gave a demonstration to the 
press and radio on just how well 
they have learned their beauty 
lessons. 

The course consists of four les- 
sons on care of the complexion and 
on make-up. 

An appointment with a hair styl- 
ist gives each girl a shampoo, cut 
and styling. She also is. taught how 
to care for her hair, and how to 
do her pincurls properly. 

Then the sightless students are 
given a lesson on hand care and 
manicuring, 

One evening is devoted to a talk 
by a fashion representative of a 
large company on wardrobes and 
accessories. 

The girls are advised on the best 
type of clothes for their own per- 
sonal needs, and great emphasis is 
placed on color. Experts work out 
the best shades and tones for each 
woman, and she is taught how 
and when to wear them. 

In cosmetics, the girls are taught 
| how to cleanse their faces with the 
proper creams . . . how to refresh 
it with astringent ... and soothe it 
with nourishing creams best suited 
to individual needs. , 

One problem is teaching the 
girls how to apply rouge with con- 
fidence. Finally, the best way was 
found to be by pressing the tip of 


|

the middle finger lightly into 
cream rouge, This finger is rubhed 
several times against -the middle 
finger of the opposite hand ... thus 
ensuring an equal amount of 
rouge on each one. 

Next, with one hand, the two 
fingers . . . one on each side of 
the rouge finger, are placed on 
each corner of the eye ... so that 
the rouge finger remains free in 
the centre, 

Then the rouge finger is bent 
and in bending it reaches the high 
point of the cheekbone in the cen- 
ter. Since rouge application should 
always be started at the center of 
the high point of the cheekbone 
.. you judge the distance by find- 
ing the center of the eye. 

With this technique the girls are 
taught to start the application as 
it ‘Should be anq follow through by 
following the cheekbone out and 
up, while patting and smoothing 
gently. 

The make-up set is completeiy 
labelled in Braille, so they can 
quickly pick out the creams they 
need. u 

Instructor Gibson says the girls 
are tremendously enthusiastic a- 
bout their beauty instruction. They- 
‘re especially good at doing pin- 
curls, but like sighted people, they 
often wind ther the wrong direc- 
tion. 

‘The work by the salon is com- 
pletely voluntary. They also are 
taught the basic shades of red used 
in lipstick and rouge so they can 
ask for exactly the shade they 
need at a cosmetics counter.

Speedy home cooking by electron- 
ies long has been forecast by ecieuce. 
Now it’s a reality. 

A home-maker can for the first 
time own an electroning oven which 
will bake a cake in three minutes 

. cook a four-pound roast in 20, 
and bake biscuits in less than two. 

And the oven doesn’t get hot! 

The homemaker can remove the 
food without using a pot ho!der 
because the cooking utensils are 
about the same temperature when 
they come from the oven as they 
were when they went ‘n, Oa‘y the 
food is piping hot. 

Sounds amazing, but the electron- 
ies ranges were introduced in the 
United States this week by an 
Ohio Company, even though they 
are in limited production. 

The new ranges will go into mass 
production in 1955, and os they 
become more plentiful, the price 
will probably drop from the rather 
expensive one-thousand dollars 
they now cost. 

In the electronics oven, food 1:

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EDITORIALS 


THEY SHOULD BE TAUGHT 
THAT WHICH WILL MAKE 
THEM CREATIVE CITIZENS 

Most people have been interested to a greater or 
lesser degree in the current discussions relative to pro- 
posed public school expansion in Lindsay. Those who 
pay the taxes incurred by educational costs are naturally 
anxious to avoid any unnecessary expenditures and 
those who send their children to school are just as 

naturally anxious to have them given the very best 
possible training under adequate circumstances insofar 
as accommodation, etc., is concerned. 

In the course of discussions with many people 
about the town there are two points which emerge 
whenever the proposed school expansion program is 
mentioned. One of these is the matter of providing 
kindergarten accommodation in the public schools. 
here are a good many people who feel that this is en- 
tirely unwarranted and that the children now start and 
finish public school at ages which are plenty young 
enough. They feel this particularly true of the start- 
ing age as prescribed now and that earlier admittance 
is entirely unnecessary. As for the kindergarten phase 
of school life, there are not a few people who feel that 
it is a luxury which is just another way of placing the 
responsibility for the. early training of our children on 
the shoulders of others and to get them out from under 
foot. They believe too, that there is kindergarten 
accommodation available now on,a privately-operated 
basis which is sufficient to meet the needs of these who 
desire to take advantage of this pre-school training. 

The second point which is frequently brought out 
during discussions relative to the proposed public: 
school expansion program has to do withthe nature of 
the training which is now being provided, and which the 
expanded school program would continue to, provide, 
Thoughtful people feel that children are not being offer- 
ed an opportunity at this crucial training point in life to 
jearn enough about things which will most help thetn to 
help themselves when they go out into the world to 
make their way. -The need for more intensive training 
in creative crafts and-arts during the last two years of 
public school life-is frequently cited ‘so that a child em- 
erging from publi¢ school will be creative to a greater 
degree than is now the case. It may be that there are 
reasons why such training is not practical but it is some- 
thing which should be given serious consideration be- 
cause many children never have an opportunity to learn 
creative work otherwise. As a result they know how 
to do simple arithmetic, read and write but are un- 
equipped to create even the simplest thing with their 
own hands. What a pity this is because one of the 
greatest joys the human being can Know is that which 
comes from having made something with his’ own 
hands. And conversely the most frustrating experience 
which can befall an individual is a desire to create-some- 

thing and be unable to do so for sheer Jack Of paauevian ats: 
ary: training. 7 

Now, what do these things indicate? Do they not 
indicate a need for revision of proposals for public 
school expansion and a desire on the_part of the public 
for inclusion in the public school curriculum of creative 
training in-a variety of forms for the advanced public 
school children? : 


REAR BUMPERS... 

Heartening safety news comes out of the Ontario 
Legislative Assembly this week. It has to do with a 
cause which this newspaper has dealt with editorially 
and which has been long a concern of highway safety 
officials ....1rear bumpers for heavy vehicles. It is en- 
couraging to note that the Minister of Highways has 


recognized the need for legislation making such devices. 


a requirement on motorized vehicles. 

The minister, Hon. George Doucett, told the Ontario 
Legislature that many serious accidents were caused by 
passenger cars running into the rear of motor trucks or 
trailers without bumper equipment and that notice was 
being served that the government “proposes to make 
rear bumpers compulsory on all motor vehicles, once a 
suitable bumper is developed.” 

Unfortunately, the minister observed, no suitable 
method has been found for the attachment of bumpers 
on certain vehicles of this type but he disclosed. that he 


was advised that one trailer manufacturer had devised 


a workable method of attaching bumpers to his equip- 
ment and the subject is one which is receiving considera- 
tion in many other directions, 

The decision to make rear bumper equipment. com-. 
pulsory on all vehicles when a suitable device is found 
is an important one and will probably do more than any- 
thing else to stimulate research on such attachment. 


ON THE OTHER HAND.... 

Great emphasis has been placed on the latest unem- 
ployment figures on nationwide and local planes, How- 
ever, impressive as these figures may be, we believe that 
it would give the people of Canada a much truer picture 
of the employment situation if the figures were analyz 
a little more fully. Until this moment. we have only 
been dealing in round figures .... that is the total num- 
ber unemployed, with no attempt being made to break 
these totals down. 
to learn what percentage of the total number of unem- 
ployed were dependent upon their earnings for support 
or had others dependent upon them. It would also be 
interesting to learn (a) what percentage of the total un- 
employed previously worked merely to supplement the 
income of the head of the house and (b) how many of 
the unemployed were actually farmers who were hold- 
ing jobs in industry and giving the farm secondary con- 
sideration or in fact “farming it out’? to someone else. 

It seems that without more pertinent information 
on the subject it is impossible to properly assess the un- 
employment situation in Canada. We know that there 
are several thousand people who are technically out of 
jobs and either are or were participating in unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits but the extent to which this 

[fecting the economy of the nation can hardly be de- 
termined with such scant informa‘ ‘on. 

On the other hand, it would appear to be in the 
best interests of the country to gndeavour to provide

These 
figures are for the United States, and ‘it is doubtful 
whether Canadian records would show a similar trend. 

While pointing to this apparently encouraging 
trend, the big life insurance organization devotes a 
special chapter in its January statistical bulletin to the 
motor vehicle accident problem, in which it points out 
that recent figures reveal about 38,000 deaths yearly as 
a consequence of motor vehicle accidents in the United 
States; which represents about two-fifths of all accident- 
al deaths in the country. 

Statistics in recent’ years have indicated that the 
problem of the motor vehicle accident is more serious 
in this country than in the United ‘States; which is a 
fact that Canada has nothing to be proud ‘of. Itt was 
charged recently by a traffic expert that a very sub- 

~ stantial proportion of motor vehicle accidents are direct- 
-ly due to bad manners; and he posed the:question as to 
what there is about the wheel of a car which changes an 
ordinarily courteous individual into a bad mannered 
poor. 

Anyone who walks the city: streets in these ‘ays 
does not have to be very wide awake to see evidences of 
these bad manners on the part of the average motorist. 
Tricks which are hazardous in the extreme both for the 

* pedestrian and for other drivers are freely resor ted to. 
They include going through the yellow light; edging well 
over the intersection when the light is against the driv- 
er; turning corners at- excessive speeds; and PESDINS 
other cars on the wrong side.. 

There is nothing much that can be done about the 
private driver; all that can be ‘hoped for is that, from 
time to time, a few of them—heedful of the preachings 
of public-bodies and warnings. of public authorities. — 
might see the error of their ways and mend them. 

A cursory glance through the daily press, however, 
“shows plainly that a goodly proportion of the accidents 
to pedestrians are caused by delivery trucks; particu-’ 
larly is this so with accidents to children. And it is a 
noticeable fact that delivery trucks all too often are 
under the contro] of youths who have not yet reached 
the age in which they take responsibilities too seriously. 
It is worthy of note in this connection, that automobile 
insurance companies in Canada recently saw fit to 
impose higher premium ‘rates on cars driven by voutlyg 
under twenty-five years of-age. ni

Edith Tunnell who now can trace 
her own lineage back to William 
the Conquerer through” her 
father’s family, the Blunts -- had 
only a casual interest.in her family 
history until her own children were 
grown to high school age. 

There always was a book with 
family records in the Blunt\lbrary. 
But nobody- paid much attention 
to it until. the family. moved to 
Illinois when: Edith was about eight 
years old. Then her.mother, uproot- 
ed ang lonely, began to wonder 
about the names in the book, and 
where they all came from. Eventu- 
aly she found herself writing all 
over the world for information to 
add to the records.

Mrs. Tunnel] says, “Many more. 
of us than We realize are linked by 
blood with royalty, through ances- 
tors with names that now are 
familiar in any American commun- 
ity.

$467,000,000 In Red, 


Blame Higher Imports 


Oshawan Says Informed Public 
Most Cooperative On Matters 
Relative To Town Planning 


(British United Press) 


Canada wound up its dealings 
with other countries 467 million dol- 
Jars in the red last year. 

The Domiinon Bureau of Statis- 
tics reported from Ottawa today 
that the trade deficit was due 
mainly to a rise in imports, 

In 1952, Canada’s transactions 
with other countries left the nation 
with a surplus of 157-million dol- 
lars, 

The Bureau said Canadians 
bought nine per cent more forelgn- 
made goods in 1953. Prices were pro- 
portionally unchanged from 1952. 

But the country’s exporte went 
down two per cent In volume. And 
their, prices dropped by three per 
cent. 

Other transactions left Canada 
with a deficit that topped the 1952 
statistics by 78-million dollars. This 
resulted from heavier military 
Spending by the country as well a5 
increased handouts to other nations.

It’s going to cost you ten cents 
from now on to write that cheque 
On your savings account. The in- 
crease in bank charge, --eight cents 
up to now -- was announced in 
Montreal today by the Canadian 
Banks’ Association. Last year 100- 
million cheques were drawn on 
saving accounts across Canada and 
the 11 chartered banks say they 
must increase charges to meet 
bookkeeping costs.

“There are CE present who would 
build their house without a set of 
Plans. Is tt not equally or more 
important that the city in which 
we live should also be carefully 
designed?”, . A. Wandless asked an 
interested meeting of citizens at a 
public meeting on Town Planning 
for Lindsay, held Wednesday even- 
ing. The mecting was called by the 
Lindsay Planning Board. 

Mr, Wandless, who has been 
secretary of the Oshawa Planning 
Board for six years, said that there 
were two other important things 
to help formulate plans for any 
town. First, “to gather all the facts 
that it 1s possible to muster.” These 
facts will help in answering any 
problems that arise. Secondly, n= 


meeting | 


said, that in Oshawa, the planners 
were “deeply indebted to the Press 
for the publicity they have given 
our plans. I don’t think the work 
of the Planning Board should be 
shrouded in secrecy. If the public 
are kept well-informed of your in- 
tention, 99 per cent of them will 
co-operate with you. You will prob- 
ably benefit from suggestions which 
you will receive as a result of the 
publicity. Keep the public inform- 
ed and you will receive thelr co- 
operation. It is their land the mun- 
icipality is dealing with.” 

Mr. Wandless explained that the 
purpose of a Major Street Plan was 
to ensure the preservation of exist- 
ing key rights-of-way; to emsure the 
possibility of certain additional ar- 
teries by registering their intended 
routes; to provide for orderly devel- 
opment in underdeveloped areas, by 
defining the major proposed streets 
| for such areas. He went on to tell 
of the Oshawa Creek Valley Plan. 

Of the Land Use Plan, Mr. 

Wandless sald that “Lindsay is a 
| town of which you, its citizens, can 
be justly proud. I believe that a 
| Proper land use plan will protect 
those benefits which you enjoy to- 
day and ensure that the Lindsay 
of tomorrow is developed to the 
best possible advantage.” 

He said that “it is quite evident 
that each city will require a plan 
to suit its own particular need and, 
although many of the basic rules 
apply, there will be a great variance 
in the end result, in each case.” 

Under the heading of Land Ose 
Plan, Mr. Wandless explained in 
detail how it applied to Oshawa, 
under the headings of purpose of 
plan, Land Use grouping, residen- 
tial area, commercial areas, indus- 
trial areas, buffer areas, farm, 
park and playground, and public 
institutions. 

He said that “planning deals 
Mostly with future development 
and sometimes many years pass 
with little visual accomplishment.’ 
However, he stated that such was 
not the case in Oshawa, naming 14 
advantages that had accrued in 
elght years of planning there. “I 
shudder to think, with all this tre- 
mendous expansion which has tak- 
en place (in Oshawa), where we 
would be today had no plan been 
in existence to guide the develop- 
ment,” 

Mr. Wandless stated that he 
“would not Uke to leave . . . the 
impression that we in Oshawa ar2 
satisfieq with the results that have 
been obtained. We have completed 
what seems to be a good ‘founda- 
tion’ and are now working on the 
‘superstructure.’ Many problems 
still confront us and will have to 
be solved before our ‘construction’ 
is complete We are proceeding 
slowly and carefully and it will be 
many years before we att#in the 
finished product.”

tory of her family. 

“My great grandfather was Gid- 
eon Dayton and his wife was Polly 
Skidmore, They came from the 
State of Vermont in 1812 and set- 
tled in Prince Edward County 

“In 1824 they came to the Town- 
ship of Reach, Ontario County. 
Their “oldest daughter, Sabrina, 
thirteen years old, came first with 
her father. She baked the bread 
and took charge of things. In the 
fall they returned to Prince Edward 
and brought back the rest of their 
family to Reach and the new home, 

“Squire Abner Heard was my fa- 
ther’s uncle, of whom I often heard 
him speak, 

“Gideon Dayton had a son, Al- 
fonso, born in 1814, who died when 
he was 20 years old and was buried 
in the old cemetery. My grandfather 
died in 1846 at the age of 55 and was 
buried in the old cemetery, which 
I understand has been done away 


with. His widow dieq in 1887 at | 
the age of 95 years. She was a | 


widow for 40 years and lived near 
Port Perry with her daughter, Cyn- 
thid Dayton Waltona. She was the 
grandmother of my cousin, Vera 
Hern, who now lives in Sunderland, 
and of the other Staintons in this 
district, The male members of the 
family all left that part of the 
country and took up residence in 
Michigan. 

“My father, Charles Dayton, who 
died five years ago in Little Britain, 
where he lived for more than 60 
years, had a wonderful memory 
and likeg to reminisce of the olden 
days.”

Has Definite 
Ideas About 
Food Fads 


The Chief of the Nutrition Divi- 
sion of the Department of National 
Healt, and Welfare, Dr. L. B. Pett, 
has some definite ideas of food fads. 

He says that the food-value of 
wonder foods like Yogurt and mo- 
Jasses has been highly over-esti- 
mated. They should have only a 
normal place in a diet, he says and 
vitamin pills, too, should not be 
over-used. 

They should be taken in limited 
quantities, under medical supcrvi- 
sion. 

Dr. Pett points out that a major 
problem facing nutritionists is to 
conyince the public of the basic 
facts of good nutrition and proper 
diet. 

He emphasizes the necessity of 
proper food for all age grouns, but 
nutrition is most important of aJl 
for expectant mothers. 

The high rate of premature 
deaths can be partly prevented. he 
says, by better nutrition. 

Another nutritionist, Mrs. Rachel 
Dube, of the Milk for Health Foun- 
dation, warns that people must not 
try to reduce by cutting out certain 
foods which they consider fatten- 
ing. 


Towers Sees Benefits 
For Canada If U.S. 
Boosted Gold Price 


The Governor of the Bank of 
Canada says it would be a good 
thing for this country if the United 
States increased the official price 
of gold Graham Towers told the 
Commons Banking and Commerce} 
Committee this afternoon that an 
increase would also boost world 
trade. He said he’d be surprised if 
the U.S. took such action, however. 
Said Towers: “Unles, Congress felt 
it was in the interests of the United 
States -- period -- it wouldn’t do 
it.”

William Beecroft 


William Alvery Beecroft, a native 
of the Lindsay district, died very 
suddenly at Tampa, Florida, on 
Monday, March 15 last. Since his 
retirement in 1945 he had spent 
several months each winter in the 
south. For the last five years he 
and Mrs. Beecroft had stayed in 
‘Tampa and made many friends 
there. 

Late last fall while visiting his 
elder daughter, Mrs, (Dr.) Andrews, 
in Victoria B. C, he suffereg an 
attack of rheumatic fever, After 
some weeks he felt suffictently re- 


| covered to drive down to Florida, 
| but there had to return again to 


hospital for a time. He had been 
out for two weeks and was attend- 
ing a meeting of the ‘Tampa visitors 
association where he gave a talk 
on Canada. He had just finished 
when he was suddenly stricken and 
passed away. 

His death was a great shock to 
his friends in Florida and to his 
many friends and church associates 
in Swansea, a village suburb of To- 
ronto, where he had made his home 
for 44 years. 

He was born August 1, 1880 at 
Sonya Victoria County, and as a 
child was taken to class-meeting 
and Sunday school by his devout 
Methodist grandfather Beecroft, For 
the rest of his life, he never ceased 
in his devoted service to! his church 
and Sabbath school, 

As a youth he taught in and was 
secretary of Sonya Presbyterian 
Church school, Deciding to become 
a teacher, he attended Port Perry 
High Schoo] and the Model School. 
After teaching for four years in the 
home school, he began a course in 
the University of Toronto, but in- 
terrupted it to attend the Normal 
School, followed by three more 
years of teaching. 

In December, 1906, he married 
Mary Eva Violet Rodman, of Little 
Britain, He became principal of 
Swansea Public School in 1907-10, 
and then continued his University 
course graduating in 1912. After 
eight months in the McMurrich 
School in Toronto, he joined the 
staff of the Registrar's office, De- 
partment of Education, Province of 
Ontario. Later, he became Liason 
Officer between the Department 
and the Normal Schools and on 
his retirement in 1945 had complet- 
ed 32 years of service. 5 

For 44 years the late Mr. Beecroft 
hag made his home in Swansea, 
where he wa, known as a man of 
outstanding character and innate 
goodness, He served for some years 
in the session and Sunday school 
of Morningside Presbyterian Church 
and later was Clerk of Session in 
Windermere Ave, United Church 
for 26 years ang a superintendent 
in its school 

Joining Mimico Lodge, A, F. and 
A. M., No. 169, he became master 
in 1919. He was also Principal of 
Lebanon Lodge and received Grand 
Lodge honours. He was q Very ar- 
dent curler and lawn bowler. 

The funeral service for Mr Bee- 
croft was held on Monday, March
